1  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Small  planchet.  Fine  12.  A  small  portion 
of  the  legend  softly  struck  but  the  centers,  including  the  tree,  date, 
and  denomination,  bold.  An  example  of  America's  first  circulating 
coinage  struck  for  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  These  were 
struck  in  the  1660s,  70s,  and  80s  but  backdated  1652  to  get  around 
a  Parliamentary  ordinance  disallowing  them.  Clever  folks,  those 
Continentals. 

2  1723  Rosa  Americana  Twopence.  Good  5.  Rough  surfaces  with  red 
oxidation.  Struck  in  so-called  "Bath"  metal.  More  than  half  of  the 
obverse  inscription  is  visible  and  slightly  less  than  this  amount  on 
the  reverse.  Crowned  rose  on  reverse. 

3  1722  Wood's  Hibernia  Halfpenny.  Harp  right.  Very  Fine  25. 

Somewhat  rough  surfaces  as  is  often  the  case.  Struck  by  William 
Wood,  an  Englishman,  who  obtained  a  patent  from  George  I  of 
England  to  make  tokens  for  Ireland  and  the  American  colonies. 

4  1723  Wood's  Hibernia  Halfpenny.  Very  Good  8.  Rough  surfaces. 
Intended  for  circulation  in  Ireland,  the  reverse  has  a  seated  figure 
with  a  harp  and  the  word  HIBERNIA  (Ireland).  Denominations 
were  halfpenny  and  farthina  with  dates  1722,  1723  and  1724.

13  1795  Lettered  Edge.  Punctuated  Date.  Cohen-2a.  Rarity-3.  Very 
Fine  20  obverse;  Fine  15  reverse.  Portions  of  HALF  CENT  indis¬ 
tinct  and  the  hair  on  Liberty  worn.  Smooth  planchet  and  nice  rims 
makes  this  an  excellent  choice  for  the  Half  Cent  buyer.  These 
Lettered  Edge  1795s  are  highly  prized. 


Slightly 
variegated  color  from  medium  to  dark  brown.  Surfaces  show  typ¬ 
ical  mild  porosity  but  there  are  no  overt  problems  such  as  rim 
marks  or  deep  pitting.  An  early  Half  Cent. 

15  Early  date  Half  Cent  selection:  1803,  1804  Crosslet  4,  stems  (2 
pieces),  and  1806  Small  6,  stemless.  Good  4  to  Very  Good  8.  Lot 
of  4  coins.

Glossy  mint 
luster  on  both  side;  the  strike  is  bold  enough  that  the  leaves  in  the 
wreath  show  their  central  veins.  Best  of  all,  the  surfaces  are  free 
from  annoying  marks  and  thus  place  the  coin  towards  the  upper 
end  of  its  grade.

Everything  needle-sharp  including  stars,  hair  curls,  and  wreath.  A 
first-rate  specimen  and  one  of  only  a  very  few  Proofs  struck  in  1834. 
PCGS  reports  1  in  this  condition,  and  2  higher. 

Information  gleaned  from  Walter  Breen's  encyclopedia  of  Proof 
coinage  further  describes  1834's  great  rarity  in  Proof:  "Only  one 
variety.  Specimens  exist  with  and  without  clash  marks,  those  on 
reverse  coming  in  some  instances  from  the  1833  die,  but  later  pol¬ 
ished  off,  and  in  still  later  instances  from  the  1834  die.  Business 
strikes  are  known  of  both  earlier  and  later  die  states,  i.e.  struck 
before  and  after  the  proofs.  About  18  examples  of  the  1834  proof  are 
now  known.  Brobston's  was  priced  at  $400  a  dozen  years  ago,  and 
went  to  Wayne  G.  Slife.  One  is  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian, 
from  the  Mint  collection.  The  "Dupont"  coin  went  to  D.  N.,  the 
Jackman-Alvord-Ryder  piece  to  L.  W.,  Clarke  had  another  one,  and 
so  forth."  In  PCGS  holder  #7271152. 


Traces  of  deep  red  and  the 
luster  is  much  glossier,  more  resplendent  than  usual  for  t  is  type. 
Also,  the  strike  could  not  be  bolder  with  all  stars  complete  down  to 
their  radial  lines  and  Liberty's  hair  needle-sharp.  An  ever  popular 
(and  short-lived)  type. 

20  Old-time  dealer  accumulation  of  Half  Cents.  About  Good  3  to 
Extremely  Fine  40.  Mostly  common  dates  but  there  are  some  pre- 
1810  pieces  and  others  in  the  1850s  having  low  mintage.  Inspection 
a  "must."  A  real  find  for  the  die  variety  hunter.  Lot  of  69  coins.

We  note  a  few  random  scratches  but  the  important  head  of 
Liberty  is  sharp  and  impressive. 

From  the  outset  of  Large  Cent  coinage  in  1793,  the  mint  added 
either  ornamentation  or  letters  to  the  edges.

Dark  brown  finely  porous  planchet  (as  is  so  often  the  case  with 
1799);  what  is  not  common  is  this  coin's  lack  of  heavy  marks  or 
other  impairment.  In  fact,  the  entire  surface  is  pristine  and  original 
given  the  grade  and  the  number  of  years  it  must  have  been  in  cir¬ 
culation  before  being  liberated  from  further  wear.  And  while  por¬ 
tions  of  the  word  UNITED  are  weak  due,  possibly,  to  weakness  in 
the  strike  rather  than  wear,  overall  the  coin  sits  squarely  within  its 
conservative  grade  classification.  It  should  elicit  interest  from 
America's  Large  Cent  lovers.  Indeed,  it  would  even  find  a  welcome 
home  in  a  generalized  collection  of  United  States  coinage,  it  is  so 
attractive  and  original.  Extremely  low  mintage  of  42,540  helps 
explain  1799's  rarity  today.  Die  chip  between  E  of  ONE  and  T  of 
CENT  moderately  large.  The  usual  die  break  from  rim  above  (O)F 
to  A  of  AMERICA  plainly  visible.

Finely  porous  surfaces  and  faint 
(old)  hairlines  on  the  neck  and  hidden  in  the  hair,  but  these  little 
problems  are  much  less  than  usual  for  Large  Cents  of  this  age.  The 
strike  is  excellent  on  both  sides  and  includes  complete  drapery  and 
full  hair  over  brow  as  well  as  "lovelock."

State  60+.  Brown.  Some  light  scratches  in  the  obverse  field.  Light 
brown  and  glossy,  with  full  obverse  and  reverse  rims  (no  bumps  or 
bruises),  and  exquisite  hair  definition.  Liberty's  waves,  curls,  and 
drapery  could  not  be  sharper,  nor  could  the  wreath  be  better 
aligned.  The  only  area  of  weakness  (and  this  seems  to  be  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  die — see  the  Noyes  photo)  on  the  reverse  comes  into 
play  on  the  lowermost  leaves  on  the  right  branch.  In  this  condition, 
with  these  surfaces,  the  coin  sits  squrely  within  the  Condition 
Census  of  60+-60-55-55-50-50-50-50.  Highly  presentable!  Early  die 
state  before  the  rim  began  to  break  below  the  date  and  curl.  The 
delicate  crack  from  rim  right  of  3  to  end  of  bust  is  present,  as  usual.

that  sits  squarely  within  the  grading  services  tested  guidelines  for 
Very  Fine  condition.

Rarely  before  had  any  steel  dies  such  a  long,  happy  life.  They  might 
have  gone  on  and  on  had  not  the  new  year  forced  a  changeover.

According  to  William  C.  Noyes'  United 
States  Large  Cents,  the  overdate  has  the  last  1  cut  over  0,  "but  this  is 
not  an  1810  obverse  seen  before.  1  8  wide,  811  closer,  with  both  l's 
leaning  left  and  the  first  of  them  double  cut  at  top  right."

"berry"  (die  defect)  on  leaf  left  of  O  C,  etc.  One  of  the  least  rare 
large  cent  proofs;  over  100  survive.  Four  were  in  "Dupont"  (:1015- 
18);  T.  James  Clarke  had  at  least  three  others;  two  more  were  in 
Newcomb  II:  753;  Downing  had  several,  of  which  two  went  as  1952 
ANA;  2220-21.  Popular  because  of  comparatively  early  date, 
because  many  collectors  want  a  large  cent  proof  of  no  matter  what 
date,  because  it  is  a  good  showpiece  as  such,  because  many  exam¬ 
ples  come  with  a  beautiful  warm  rosy  or  even  tangerine  brilliance 
possessing  much  eye  appeal.

1856  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  A  tiny  planchet  lamina¬ 
tion  at  EN  of  CENT  and  a  few  flyspecks,  but  choice  overall,  well 
struck,  and  a  splendid  example  of  this  classic  rarity. 

The  Act  of  February  21,  1857  provided  for  the  coinage  of  the  Small 
Cent.  The  new  Cents  weighed  72  grains  and  had  a  metallic  compo¬ 
sition  of  88%  copper  and  12%  nickel  (hence,  their  light  beige  or  tan 
color  when  Mint  State).  In  anticipation  of  passage  of  this  coinage 
Act,  the  mint  began  preparing  various  designs  in  the  pattern  stage. 
The  1856  Flying  Eagle  was  not  an  authorized  mint  issue,  since  the 
law  governing  the  new  size  was  enacted  after  the  date  of  issue. 
However,  because  more  than  1,000  of  these  pieces  were  struck  they 
are  considered  by  most  collectors  as  part  of  the  regular  series  and 
are  avidly  sought.

A  superb  speci¬ 
men,  delicately  toned  and  featuring  razor-sharp  eagle,  wreath,  and 
lettering.  First  official  year  of  issue,  the  1857  Flying  Eagle  coinage 
was  used  to  retire  the  earlier  Large  Cents.  Mintage  was  the  heavi¬ 
est  it  had  ever  been.  However,  these  entered  circulation  for  the 
most  part  and  only  a  few  were  saved  in  pristine  condition. 

65  1857  Flying  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Deep  golden  brown 
luster  with  splashes  of  blue  and  reddish  iridescence.  Contrary  to 
most  of  this  issue,  the  present  coin  is  fully  struck.  Wings,  wing-tip, 
tail,  and,  on  the  reverse,  the  entire  wreath,  are  fully  defined,  struck 
almost  as  boldly  as  if  it  were  a  Proof.  In  brief,  a  very  attractive  spec¬ 
imen. 


66  1857  Flying  Eagle.  Mint  State  64.  Certainly  among  the  sharpest, 

freshest,  most  lustrous  Flying  Eagles  available  today.  Both  wing 
and  tail  show  complete  detail  and  the  wreath  is  razor-sharp  from 
top  to  bottom,  including  the  bow  which  often  fails  to  strike  up.  A 
top-notch  specimen.

America's  short-lived  Flying  Eagle  Cents  are  extremely  popular 
among  colletors.  Even  though  reasonably  large  numbers  were 
struck  to  replace  the  retiring  Large  Cents,  they  seem  to  have  circu¬ 
lated  extensively  thus  leaving  only  small  numbers  in  choice  to  gem 
condition  available.

69  1858  Small  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Attractively 
toned  and  extremely  well  struck.  Often  this  issue  is  found  softly 
impressed  on  portions  of  the  eagle  and  wreath.  Minor  doubling  on 
the  obverse  letters  and  date  noted  as  per  comment  in  Breen's  ency¬ 
clopedia,  p.217  (under  #1934). 

70  1858  Large  Letters.  Mint  State  64.  One  of  a  small  but  select  group 
of  exceptionally  sharp  Flying  Eagles  consigned  by  a  gentleman 
who  had  an  eye  for  quality.  The  surfaces  literally  gleam  with  mint 
fresh  luster  which  has  toned  slightly  to  a  mellow  copper-nickel 
hue.  It  is  uncommon  to  see  such  mark-free  fields  and  devices  and 
we  encourage  bidders  to  bid  in  line  with  the  coin's  elevated  condi¬ 
tion. 


67  1858  Small  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Warm  golden  brown 

color  with  the  fields  exhibiting  only  a  few  widely  scattered  fly- 
specks.  Very  close  to  gem  condition  as  evidenced  by  razor-sharp¬ 
ness  on  eagle  and  wreath,  an  absence  of  hairlines,  an  absence  of 
marks,  and  sharp,  problem-free  rims.

I  have 
seen  less  than  twenty  in  all  that  were  beyond  question  proofs, 
though  obviously  more  were  made,  probably  over  80,  possibly  as 
many  as  100  in  all.  Most  probably  some  of  these  proofs  were  spent 
or  suffered  drastic  cleaning." 


71  1858  Large  Letters.  Mint  State  60.  Variety  having  broken  right 

wingtip  on  eagle. 


72  1859  Doubled  Date.  Mint  State  64.  First  year  of  the  new  Indian 
Cent  design  and  one  of  the  scarcest  die  varieties  having  a  boldly 
recut  date.  All  four  digits  show  recutting,  with  the  first  impression 
punched  into  the  die  far  too  low  and  then  corrected.  Surfaces 
exhibit  silvery-blue  and  lavender  sheen  and  all  feathers  in  the 
headdress  come  sharp.  As  well,  the  pattern  of  four  "diamonds"  on 
the  ribbon  end  are  sharply  impressed. 

73  1859  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  First  year  of  Longacre's  "Indian" 
Head  Cent  and  a  one-year  type.  A  laurel  wreath  on  the  reverse  got 
changed  to  an  oak  wreath  beginning  in  1860;  also,  1859  is  the  only 
date  without  a  small  Union  shield  at  top. 


74  1860  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  An  impressive  offering  that 

offers  such  niceties  as  frosty  mint  bloom  and  blemish-free  fields 
and  devices.  Struck  on  a  thick  copper-nickel  planchet,  these  first 
Indian  Cents  were  replaced  in  1864  with  French  bronze  alloy  pieces 
on  a  much  thinner  planchet.

Indian  Cents  and  featuring  a  well  struck  portrait.  A  full,  strong  LIB¬

78  1862  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  This  and  the  1863  copper-nickel 
Cents  provide  collectors  the  most  affordable  way  to  represent  the 
type.  Toned  in  delicate  shades  of  nickel-blue  lilac  making  for  a 
handsome  appearance. 

79  1863  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  This  or  the  preceding  1862  Mint 
State  63  would  make  a  splendid  addition  to  any  set.  Warmly  toned 
in  medium  to  deep  amber  shades.

80  1864  Copper-nickel.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  May  have  been 
dipped  in  the  past  but  now  offers  brilliant  luster  nicely  toned.

Scattered  flyspecks 
are  more  than  offset  by  sterling  mint  red  color  on  both  sides  of  this 
well  struck  Cent.  The  4  in  date  shows  recutting,  typical  of  many 
dies  of  this  period.  Second  variety  of  the  year  (there  were  three 
Indian  Cent  varieties  struck  in  1864). 


82  1864-L.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Pleasing  red  and  brown  color.  A 
scarce  issue  in  this  condition. 

83  1865  Mint  State  63.  Red  and  Brown.  An  affordable  (and  attractive) 
Civil  War  Cent,  well  struck  and  exhibiting  large  amounts  of  origi¬ 
nal  mint  red. 


84  1866  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Following  the 
close  of  the  American  Civil  War,  Cent  coinage  fell  back  to  pre-war 
levels.

90  1871  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red.  Bright  golden  red  and  featuring 
splendid  mirror  fields.  Breen  explains  that  the  date  on  1870  and 
1871  Indian  Cents  was  from  the  date  logotype  of  the  Two-cent 
piece.  Beginning  in  1872  the  size  was  reduced  dramatically.  The  dif¬ 
ference  is  significant.  Only  960  Proofs  this  year. 

91  1871  Extremely  Fine  40. 

92  1872  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Red  and  Brown.  One  or  two  small  fly- 
specks;  otherwise  superb.  And  a  very  scarce  date  in  the  Indian  Cent 
series.  Business  strike  mintage  declined  in  1872  and  there  were 
only  950  Proofs  sold  to  collectors.  This  is  one  of  the  choicest  seen. 
Struck  using  a  smaller  date  logopunch  than  in  1870  and  1871. 

93  1873  Open  3.  Mint  State  60+.  Red  and  Brown.  Two  minor  size  vari¬ 
ants  in  the  digit  3  makes  collecting  1873  coinage  quite  a  challenge. 
The  first  variety  had  the  tips  of  the  numeral  so  close  together  it 
could  easily  be  mistaken  for  an  8  instead  of  a  3.  A  wider  numeral 
punch  was  introduced  to  mitigate  the  problem  and  this  is  from  that 
second  date  punch.

Small  carbon  spot  on  the  reverse  at  the 
second  arrowhead.  Brilliant  and  well  struck. 

96  1875  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Red  and  Brown.  Copious  quan¬ 
tities  of  mint  red  color  puts  this  sparkling  1875  on  a  higher  plane 
than  average  specimens.

Here  is  a  hand¬ 
some,  naturally  toned  cameo  specimen.

Consistent  with  its  Proof  condition, 
the  strike  is  uncompromisingly  bold.  A  total  of  1,795  Proofs  issue.

The  Lithuanian  immigrant  sculptor  Victor  David 
Brenner  developed  an  obsession  with  the  martyred  President,  and 
during  the  years  just  before  Lincoln  s  birth  centennial  he  modeled 
portrait  medals  and  plaques.  These  came  to  the  attention  of  Pres. 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  and  probably  played  a  part  in  Brenner's  win¬ 
ning  a  commission  to  portray  him  on  the  Panama  Canal  service 
medal.  During  the  sittings,  Brenner  became  a  close  friend  of 
Roosevelt.  The  President  confided  in  Brenner  about  his  "pet  crime'' 
(improving  all  our  coin  designs,  favoring  domestic  artists  above 
Mint  Engraver  Barber's  mediocrity),  and  invited  him  to  submit 
cent  models."

Not  only  do  the  fields  display  spot-free  brilliance  but  the  devices, 
similarly  red  and  fresh,  stand  forth  in  bold,  razor-sharp  relief. 

The  mint,  after  striking  this  design,  decided  to  enlarge  the  motto  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST  slightly,  early  in  the  year.  Little  did  they  know  it 
but  an  elusive  variety  was  given  birth  to  at  the  same  time.  The  few 
collectors  of  the  day  did  not  realize  until  it  was  too  late  that  only  a 
few  Small  Motto  pieces  existed.  To  date,  PCGS  reports  11  Mint  State 
65  Red  examples,  and  1  higher.  A  stiff  bid  is  called  for. 

189  1864  Large  Motto.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red.  Second  vari¬ 
ety  of  the  year  and  a  blazing  red  example.  The  luster  is  uncompro¬ 
mised  by  spots  or  hairlines,  while  the  devices,  from  the  intricate 
shield  to  the  curving  arms  of  the  reverse  wreath,  exhibit  excellent, 
sharp  detail.  As  a  first-year  date,  1864  offers  added  value  to  Type 
Set  collectors.

The  coin  has  acquired  natural  toning 
in  its  years  in  protective  numismatic  custody,  and  now  that  it  is 
safely  housed  in  NGC's  holder  it  will  continue  to  amaze  and 
delight  the  appreciative  coin  buyer.  This  is  one  of  3  overdates 
reported  in  the  Three-cent  Silver  denomination,  the  others  being 
1863,  3  over  2  and  1869,  9  over  8.

199  1863  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Deep  steel-blue  centers  with  irides¬ 
cent  violet  and  blue  peripheral  color.  The  star,  sharp  and  fully 
defined,  seems  to  float  in  frosty  splendor  on  a  sea  of  mirror  reflec¬ 
tion.  Very  few,  indeed,  exceedingly  few,  Three-cent  Silver  Proofs  of 
any  date  can  be  found  nowadays  in  superb  condition.  And  that  this 
1863  started  out  life  as  a  first-class  rarity  (with  460  minted)  only 
compounds  its  importance  to  numismatics.  The  PCGS  census  is 
similarly  impressive,  and  low,  having  4  graded,  none  higher. 

200  1863  Mint  State  63.  Outstanding  brilliant  white  luster  in  the  centers 
having  toned  deep  amber-gold  to  iridescent  at  the  rim.  Contrary  to 
earlier  dates  in  the  1860s  decade,  1863  is  much  scarcer  having  a 
mintage  of  only  21,460.  Most  of  those  seen  today  trace  back  to  the 
Proof  sets;  business  strikes  like  that  offered  here  are  considerably 
rarer. 


201  1864  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Only  slightly  less  rare  than  the  1863 
Proof  in  the  preceding  Lot.  Identical  originality  blesses  this  1864. 
The  fields  and  devices,  sharp  and  without  impairment,  are  toned 
light  to  medium  mottled  gray  and  gold  with  subtle  pinkish  lilac 
undertones.  A  total  of  470  Proofs  were  made,  all  of  which  went  in 
the  Proof  sets  that  year;  PCGS  reports  15  graded  Proof  66,  and  1 
higher.  These  latter  statistics  show  better  than  any  words  we  can 
use  the  actual  rarity  of  piece  in  this  outstanding  Gem  condition. 

202  1865  Brilliant  Proof  64.  White  frost  on  the  star  against  the  mirror 
field  of  this  choice  example.  Dates  in  the  1860s  other  than  for  1860- 
2,  are  all  scarce  to  rare,  business  strike  or  Proof.  For  1865,  the  mint 
struck  500  Proofs,  all  of  them  destined  for  the  Proof  sets.  (None 
were  sold  individually.)

203  1867  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  brilliant,  untoned  Gem.  Flashy 

mint  luster  greets  the  eye  on  this  well  struck  specimen.  If  anything, 
the  star  is  even  more  fully  frosted  than  the  surrounding  field, 
which  gleams  with  semi-prooflike  reflection.  The  mint  struck  only 
a  few  business  strike  Three-centers  each  year  during  the  second 
half  of  the  1860s  and  the  first  years  of  the  succeeding  decade.  This 
may  be  partly  explained  by  the  fact  that  at  the  same  time  these 
were  issued  another  Three-cent  coin,  struck  in  nickel-copper  alloy, 
was  meeting  the  Mint's  coinage  requirements.  As  of  the  latest  pop¬ 
ulation  reports  at  cataloging  time  (late  October  1994),  NGC  reports 
7  graded  and  3  higher;  PCGS  reports  only  2  Mint  State  65s,  with  1 
higher,  placing  the  coin  squarely  in  the  low  population  class.

204  1871  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Natural  deep  blue  and  violet  toning 
on  a  general  base  of  "watery"  silver-gray,  telling  us  this  little  Gem 
resided  in  an  original  Proof  set  for  most  of  its  existence.  To  say 
there  could  never  be  another  1871  better  is  stretching  things  a  bit 
since,  out  of  the  original  950  Proofs  produced,  PCGS  reports  8  in 
this  category,  and  1  higher.  Still,  it  must  be  regarded  as  a  low  popu¬ 
lation  key  and  bid  upon  with  the  knowledge  there  will  be  others 
aggressively  seeking  to  own  it.

207  1875  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Scarce  date  in  all  grades,  espe¬ 
cially  is  this  so  in  Gem  Mint  State  65  condition.  A  jewel. 

208  1876  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Light,  dusky  nickel-blue  color.  Scarce  Proof 
issue  from  America's  centennial  year.  Mintage:  1,150. 


209  1879  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Of  considerable  interest  due  to  its 
exceptional  state  of  preservation.  Besides  having  pristine  mirror 
fields,  the  coin  exhibits  strong  cameo  contrast  from  the  frosted 
devices.  Even  the  letters  in  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMER¬ 
ICA  are  frosted.  Superb,  in  other  words,  and  one  of  only  3,200 
Proofs  issued. 

210  1879  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Lightly  frosted  devices  against  high¬ 
ly  reflective  mirror  field.  A  superb  example,  every  bit  the  Gem,  and 
a  coin  representing  mid-19th  century  American  coin  craft  at  its 
finest.  Designs  were  by  James  Barton  Longacre.  Proof  mintage: 
3,200. 

211  1879  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Natural  hazy  tone.  Liberty  is  strongly 
contrasting  in  her  frostiness  against  the  reflective  field  giving  an 
almost  cameo  effect.  The  mint  produced  3,200  Proof  Three-cent 
Nickels  in  1879,  although  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  original 
issue  remains  outstanding  in  such  exemplary  condition. 


212  1884  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Superbly  toned  surfaces  on  this  scarce 
Proof  date  from  the  1880s  (most  of  which  have  low  mintage  and  are 
seldom  offered  in  top  condition. 

213  1884  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  A  much  better  date  and,  in  this  condi¬ 
tion,  with  these  superb  surfaces,  a  coin  to  seriously  consider  if  you 
are  a  buyer  with  taste  and  a  yearning  for  high  quality.  The  petite 
bust  of  Liberty  stands  out  in  strong  cameo  relief  against  the  deeper 
reflectiveness  of  the  mirror  field.  Only  a  few  faint  hairlines  on  the 
cheek  were  all  that  must  of  kept  the  grading  service  from  assigning 
a  much  higher  grade.  In  all,  the  mint  struck  3,942  Proofs  this  year. 

214  1885  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  well-liked  low-mintage  issue. 
Surfaces  are  nothing  short  of  immaculate;  furthermore,  they  have 
toned  an  endearing  shade  of  nickel  blue  with  colorful  undertones. 
The  cheek  on  Liberty  could  not  be  better  preserved.  For  1885  the 
mint  produced  3,790  Proofs  for  sale  to  collectors.  Only  a  small 
number  of  true  Gems  of  the  caliber  of  this  specimen  can  be  found 
today. 

215  1886  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  In  similarity  to  the  1885  Proof  65  just 
offered,  the  present  1886  has  exquisite  mint  freshness  modified  by 
delicate  pastel-shades  best  viewed  under  magnification.  Were  you 
to  search  the  bourse  floors  of  a  dozen  major  coin  exhibitions  you 
would  be  hard-pressed  to  find  this  coin's  duplicate.  Bear  in  mind, 
too,  that  only  4,290  were  produced,  all  Proofs,  all  for  sale  to  collec¬ 
tors,  there  being  no  1886  business  strikes. 

216  1886  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  dazzling  Gem  that  comes  blessed 
with  wonderful  nickel-blue  color  complemented  by  pinkish-lilac 
highlights.  Of  4,290  Proofs  struck,  surely  few  can  hold  a  candle  to 
this  handsome  specimen.  And  as  an  added  bonus,  the  date  is  one 
of  the  scarcest  in  the  series,  Proof  or  business  strike. 
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Three-Cent  Nickels  &  Nickels 


217  1887,  7  over  6.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Brilliant  mirror  fields  pro¬ 
viding  a  background  to  the  raise  satin-finish  devices.  As  to  strike,  it 
is  exceedingly  bold,  obverse  to  reverse,  even  for  a  Proof.  The  mint 
sold  2,960  Proofs  in  1887,  but  only  a  portion  of  these  had  the  over¬ 
date. 

218  1887  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Brilliant  nickel-blue  luster  graces 
this  well-preserved  specimen.  We  mention  this  because  there  are  so 
few  original,  uncleaned,  beautifully  toned  Three-cent  Nickels 
offered  nowadays;  fewer  still  dated  1887,  which  is  one  of  the 
scarcest  dates  in  the  series.  Mintage  totalled  2,960  Proofs  and  5,001 
business  strikes.  Evidence  of  light  die  clashing  present  on  both 
sides. 

219  1888  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Almost  fully  brilliant  save  for  a  light 
dusting  of  silvery  blue  toning.  The  mint  continued  striking  this 
denomination  even  after  it  was  evident  there  was  little  call  for  it.  By 
1888  the  writing  was  on  the  wall,  however,  and  the  next  year  would 
see  the  final  issue.  A  total  of  4,582  Proofs  this  year. 

220  1888  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Light,  original  toning  atop  mint- 
fresh  luster.  Dates  like  1888  often  come  nice  and  frosty,  and  the  coin 
offered  in  this  Lot  should  find  an  appreciative  home. 

221  1889  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Lightly  toned  and  a  treat  to  the  eye. 
When  the  collector  who  purchased  this  handsome  specimen  more 
than  a  century  ago  put  it  away  in  his  collection  little  did  he  realize 
that  several  generations  of  collectors  later  it  would  be  similarly 
admired,  cherished,  and  preserved.  A  total  of  3,436  Proofs  minted 
in  1889. 


222  1889  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Gold  and  silvery  blue  toning  with 

surfaces  pristine,  unspotted.  As  to  strike  quality,  even  the  spot 
where  weakness  is  normally  encountered  at  the  center  of  the 
reverse  displays  complete  detail.  We  judge  this  to  be  one  of  the  best 
offerings  in  this  short-lived  series,  all  things  considered.

224  1866  With  Rays.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Lilac-gold  toning  deepens 
to  nickel  blue  as  it  approaches  the  center.  All  devices,  down  to  the 
tiny  leaf  veins  and  radials  between  the  star  points,  come  razor- 
sharp.  This  provides  the  coin  a  certain  look  of  elegance  with  its  con¬ 
servative  19th  Century  design  and  attention  to  detail.  Proof  Nickel 
coinage  was  quite  small  in  1866.  Estimates  by  experts  appear  to 
have  settled  on  a  number  around  125  struck;  of  those  at  least  50% 
no  longer  exist. 

In  his  description  of  the  origin  of  the  Proof  1866  Rays  Nickels  Breen 
states:  "Coinage  began  around  June  10,  1866,  per  Act  of  Congress 
of  May  16,  1866,  authorizing  this  denomination  to  replace  the  5c 
notes  portraying  Soencer  M.  Clark  of  the  Currency  Bureau.  Extras 
were  probably  made  for  minor  sets,  and  surely  the  50  silver-minor 
sets  of  June  11,  50  of  July  25,  and  25  of  Sept.  17,  included  this 
denomination.  The  actual  number  made  is  possibly  nearer  to  175 
than  to  125,  but  the  smaller  figure  would  be  a  very  liberal  guess  for 
the  number  of  survivors."

234  1883  Shield.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Final  year  of  this  interesting 

Shield  issue  and  a  multicolor  specimen  with  underlying  superb 
mirror  field.  Why  look  further  if  you  need  this  date  or  type? 


229  1877  PCGS  graded  Proof  25.  A  circulated  Proof  (now  Very  Fine). 

Nickels  of  1877  were  struck  only  in  Proof  condition  and  all  were 
included  in  the  Proof  Sets  that  year.  As  sometimes  happens  during 
times  of  distress,  a  few  pieces  got  spent  and  received  wear  in  cir¬ 
culation.

231  1881  Mint  State  64.  Some  grayish  toning  spots  on  the  reverse.

235  1883  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Last  year  of  issue.  Although  the 
public  criticized  the  Shield  Nickel  design  when  it  first  came  out  in 
1866,  collectors  grew  to  like  its  attractive,  uncluttered  look  and 
symbolic  devices  of  Union  shield,  laurel  wreath  denoting  peaceful 
intentions,  and  trim,  balanced  reverse.  The  1883  offered  in  this  Lot 
typifies  the  design  type  and  is  in  superb  state  of  preservation.

This  lack  of  denomination  caused  some  problems 
early  on,  necessitating  addition  of  the  word  CENTS  in  mid-year. 

238  1883  No  CENTS.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Pale  golden  color. 
The  fields  and  devices,  fresh  and  spotfree,  are  unusual  this  nice, 
and  so,  too,  the  bold  strike. 

239  1883  With  CENTS.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  What  more  can  be 
said  about  a  superb,  fully  struck  Liberty  Nickel  having  gorgeous 
nickel-blue  and  golden  pastel  color?  The  mint  struck  three  distinct 
Five-cent  Nickel  types  in  1883  including  a  major  design  change 
(from  the  shield  motif  to  this  Charles  Barber-designed  Liberty 
head)  and  a  minor  adjustment  to  the  reverse  wherein  the  word 
CENTS  was  added  to  the  reverse  below  the  wreath.

25,  1890  (Mint  Director  J.  P.  Kimball's  brainchild),  which  abolished 
the  3c  nickel,  gold  dollar,  and  $3  piece,  also  forbade  any  changes 
in  coin  design  oftener  than  every  25  years  ostensibly  to  discourage 
counterfeits  of  new  types,  but  actually  to  discourage  coin  collec¬ 
tors.  Treasury  Secretary  Franklin  MacVeagh  was  informed  by  his 
son  Eames  on  May  4,  1911,  that  during  his  term  of  office  only  one 
coin  denomination  could  be  improved  in  design  without  special 
legislation:  the  nickel  5c.  The  Treasury  Department  communicated 
with  James  Earle  Fraser,  who  produced  a  pair  of  original  models  in 
June  1911  suitable  for  the  reducing  lathe;  MacVeagh  promptly 
approved  these.  (Fraser's  galvanos,  dated  1912,  are  still  on  a  wall  in 
the  Philadelphia  Mint;  smaller  versions  called  "electrotrials"  have 
appeared  in  various  recent  auctions.) 

"For  obverse,  Fraser  made  a  composite  portrait  of  three  aged 
chiefs:  Iron  Tail  (Custer's  opponent  at  Little  Big  Horn),  Two  Guns, 
and  John  Big  Tree.  The  result  is  immediately  identifiable  as  Native 
American,  but  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  one  tribe.  It  is  neverthe¬ 
less  only  the  second  realistic  depiction  of  an  Indian  on  American 
coinage  (the  first  is  on  the  1908-29  gold  $21/2  and  $5  coins),  and  it 
is  apparently  also  the  last. 

"Fraser  chose  to  depict  on  reverse  not  a  European  buffalo  but  an 
American  bison,  old  Black  Diamond,  then  living  in  Central  Park 
Zoo  in  New  York  City.  Nevertheless,  the  coin's  public  nickname 
has  always  been  "buffalo  nickel."

When  describing  some  of  the  die  oddities  of  1930s  Buffalo  Nickels, 
Breen,  after  explaining  how  the  1938-D,  D  over  S  blunder  came 
about,  follows  up  by  saying:  "A  different  blunder  created  the 
famous  1937  D  Three  Legs  variety:  excessive  regrinding  of  a  die  to 
remove  clash  marks.  Die  clashing  is  a  common  accident  in  any 
mint:  A  tiny  metal  fragment  or  the  like  comes  into  the  hopper 
among  blank  planchets,  thence  to  the  feeder — where  it  jams  the 
mechanism  and  delays  or  prevents  a  planchet  from  reaching  the 
dies.  At  which  point,  the  dies,  having  no  blanks  to  stamp,  strike 
each  other  instead,  often  repeatedly,  each  leaving  traces  of  their 
designs  on  the  other.  Routine  procedure  then  is  to  stop  the  press, 
condemn  and  discard  the  dies  which  have  become  defaced  by 
clashing,  clear  out  the  feeder,  replace  the  dies  with  new  ones,  and 
resume  normal  operations.  At  the  time  of  the  1937  accident,  the 
pressman  (a  Mr.  Young),  then  a  newcomer,  was  under  pressure  to 
complete  a  quota,  so  instead  of  replacing  a  pair  of  clashed  dies  he 
took  an  emery  stick  and  ground  off  the  clash  marks,  in  the  process 
removing  the  bison's  foreleg  and  weakening  many  other  details. 
These  coins  escaped  into  sealed  sacks  among  normal  ones,  in  quan¬ 
tity,  before  inspectors  condemned  the  dies  and  many  impressions. 
From  mint  sacks  the  Three  Legs  coins  reached  the  Federal  Reserve 
branch  banks  and  the  general  public.  Strictly  mint-state  coins  (full 
mint  luster  on  the  weak  areas)  are  very  rare,  though  specimens  in 
VF  to  AU  are  always  available  for  a  price."

ples  graded  this  high  by  PCGS  and  NGC  (with  1  higher),  and  a  coin 
boasting  exquisite  luster.  Superb,  as  well,  is  the  toning  which 
shines  iridescently  blue  and  lilac-gold  from  natural  processes.  A 
first-rate  coin  for  a  premier  United  States  Type  Set. 


351  1837  No  Stars.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Another  exceptional 

1837  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dime,  dies  of  which  were  by  noted 
American  engraver  Christian  Gobrecht  after  the  artist  Thomasi 
Sully's  1835  rendering  of  a  seated  figure  of  Liberty.  After  only  twm 
years  (1837-8)  the  design  was  modified  by  adding  13  stars  around 
the  obverse. 
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352  1837  No  Stars.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Vibrant  gold,  reddish, 

and  iridescent  blue  toning  in  ever-deepening  bands  as  it  nears  the 
rim.  The  centers  being  lighter  in  color,  collectors  have  come  to  call 
such  an  effect  “spotlight"  toning  as  if  a  bright  light  were  focused  on 
the  middle  of  the  coin.  The  effect,  when  vibrant  like  in  the  present 
instance,  is  a  joy  to  behold. 

The  1837  and  1838  No  Drapery  design  was  by  mint  engraver 
Christian  Gobrecht.  Gobrecht  based  his  design  on  his  earlier  (and 
highly  coveted)  Silver  Dollars  of  1836.  Evidently  the  mint  official¬ 
dom  decided  to  add  stars  around  Liberty  sometime  in  1838  in  order 
to  standardize  the  design,  leaving  these  trim  No  Stars  pieces  with 
their  cameo  effect  out  in  the  cold.  They  are  avidly  sought  after 
today,  and  for  good  reason. 


353  1837  No  Stars.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red-gold  and  blue  iri¬ 
descence  with  the  central  devices  needle-sharp  and  only  portions 
of  the  rim  dentillation  showing  any  weakness.  This  is  one  of  mint 
artist  Christian  Gobrecht's  masterpieces;  a  trim,  well-thought-out 
idea  that  transferred  perfectly  to  the  tight  restrictions  of  a  small 
round  Half  Dime.  The  present  coin,  close  to  gem  condition  in  all  of 
its  aspects,  should  find  a  ready  and  welcome  new  home. 

354  1837  No  Stars.  Mint  State  63.  Pale  opaque  gray  and  gold  toning. 
Small  die  break  from  rim  to  foot.  The  first  year  of  Christian 
Gobrecht's  new  Seated  Liberty  design.  In  place  of  an  eagle  on  the 
reverse,  the  artist  broke  with  tradition  and  placed  a  narrow  wreath 
in  which  he  put  spelled  out  the  denomination  for  the  first  time: 
HALF  DIME. 

355  1837  No  Stars.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Close  to  Uncirculated  con¬ 
dition,  though  clouded  over  from  repeated  dipping  which  left  the 
surfaces  rough. 


356  1838  No  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Snowy  white  luster 
on  either  side  and  the  fields  and  devices  outright  superb!  Indeed, 
this  has  to  be  one  of  the  sharpest,  whitest,  most  glowingly  bright¬ 
est  Half  Dimes  of  this  date  available  today  (forgive  our  mauling  the 
English  language,  but  once  you  see  this  handsome  1838  Half  Dime 
you  will  find  it  deserves  special  mention).  There  are  only  24  listed 
in  the  most  recent  PCGS  roster,  and  8  higher. 

357  1838  No  Drapery.  Mint  State  60+.  Barring  the  subdued  luster, 
everything  on  Liberty  is  razor-sharp  from  head  to  toe.  Designs  by 
Christian  Gobrecht  after  the  drawing  by  Thomas  Sully.

358  1839  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  top-of-the-line 

specimen  of  which  fewer  than  10  have  been  graded  this  high  by  the 
two  primary  grading  services.  Lields  and  devices  are  brilliantly 
white  without  intervening  toning.  Everything  is  boldly  struck,  as 
well,  which  is  seen  in  the  13  needle-point  stars  and  crisp  flowing 
gown  on  Liberty.  Note  also  the  tiny  leaf  veins  in  the  wreath;  each  is 
bold. 

Christian  Gobrecht  redesigned  the  Half  Dime  in  1837  with  his  del¬ 
icate  seated  Liberty;  stars  were  added  beginning  in  1838.  However, 
the  so-called  No  Drapery  type  was  destined  to  last  for  only  a  short 
while.  Beginning  in  early  1840,  the  Mint  again  modified  the  design 
using  Robert  Ball  Hughes's  more  frumpy  Seated  Liberty.  The  deli¬ 
cate  lines  of  Liberty's  gown  were  lost  forever.  We  recommend  this 
low  population  1839  because  it  so  nicely  exemplifies  Gobrecht's 
high  artistic  talent. 


359  1839  No  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Brilliant  white  lus¬ 

ter  and  only  trivial  marks  suggests  to  us  a  high  grade.  The  stars  and 
legends,  Liberty,  and  the  wreath  are  all  sharp.  The  Half  Dime  was 
modified  in  1838  by  the  addition  of  stars  on  the  obverse;  in  1840  it 
was  modified  again,  this  time  by  Robert  Ball  Hughes  using 
Gobrecht's  original  model.  Many  collectors  prefer  the  pre-1840  "No 
Drapery"  from  elbow  type  to  the  later  Drapery  format. 


360  1840  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Deep  iridescent  steel 
blue  and  lilac-lavender  toning  on  either  side  with  surfaces  superbly 
preserved.  The  luster  is  unbroken  by  nicks  or  hairlines  and  the 
strike  could  not  be  bolder.  All  things  considered  this  is  a  first-rate 
example  of  Christian  Gobrecht's  three-year  "No  Drapery,  Stars  on 
Obverse"  type. 

361  1841  About  Uncirculated  50.  Possibly  lightly  burnished  and 
allowed  to  retone. 


362  1851  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Attractive  medium  toning  with 
lustrous  fields  and  devices  and  an  above-average  strike.  Much 
scarcer  than  other  dates  around  it  because  of  being  struck  at  the 
New  Orleans  Mint.  In  Mint  State  63  NGC  has  graded  only  5  exam¬ 
ples. 

363  1852  About  Uncirculated  50.  Deeply  toned. 

364  1853  No  Arrows.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Low  mintage  of  135, 000  for 
the  No  Arrows  variety. 
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365  1853  Arrows.  Mint  State  60+.  Lavender-red  toning  deepening  to 
blue  at  the  rim.  Well  struck  on  the  stars  and  head  of  Liberty.  This 
issued  followed  immediately  after  the  Coinage  Act  of  1853  which 
reduced  the  weight  of  silver  coins  (except  the  Silver  Dollar)  to  keep 
them  in  circulation.  The  large  mintage  of  1853  resulted  from  melt¬ 
ing  prior  years'  coinage  and  restriking  the  issue  with  arrows  at  the 
sides  of  the  date. 

366  1853  With  Arrows.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Porous.  Struck  from 
aged  or  stressed  dies. 


367  1853-0  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Light  silver-gold 

around  legends  and  devices  with  natural  silver-gray  toning  else- 
w'here  displaying  a  wealth  of  mint  frostiness.  Not  to  be  overshad¬ 
owed  by  the  luster  is  a  strike  second  to  none.  Remember,  this  Half 
Dime  came  out  of  the  New  Orleans  Mint  which  wasn  t  known  at 
the  time  for  its  bold  strikes  or  high  quality.  Because  of  this  out¬ 
standing  state  of  preservation  we  expect  to  see  more  bidding  activ¬ 
ity  than  usual.

368  1854  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Superb  rose,  lavender, 

and  blue  toning  over  exceptionally  reflective  surfaces.  The  fields 
are  immaculate  and  the  devices  offer  contrasting  cameo  finish.  The 
small  pendant  dangling  from  the  base  of  Liberty's  gown  is  fully 
distended.  Identifiable  by  a  high  date  touching  the  base  with  the 
left  base  of  1  and  right  base  of  4  close  over,  respectively,  left  and 
right  parts  of  dentils.  Arrows  high,  almost  touching  base  and  bor¬ 
der.  A  very  rare  coin  with  few  offered  in  recent  years.  Only  10  grad¬ 
ed  in  all  by  PCGS  and  NGC  in  all  grades  (and  them  probably 
includes  duplications),  with  a  total  of  3  in  Proof  65  (the  highest 
grade  reported).  This  is  the  only  Proof  65  from  PCGS  (holder 
#1576682). 


369  1854  With  Arrows.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Abundant  luster 

remains. 

370  1857  Mint  State  60.  Cleaned  and  retoned.  Much  scarcer  than  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  1857. 


371  1858  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  There  is  no  question  that  this 

sprightly  Half  Dime  received  loving  care  during  its  descent  down 
through  the  years.  For  without  doubt  it  is  a  sparkling  jewel  that 
comes  beautifully  frosted,  boldly  struck,  and  toned  just  a  smidgen 
from  natural,  original  processes.  With  today  s  strong  interest  in 
Type  collection  it  should  bring  a  strong  price  realized,  especially  in 
light  of  PCGS's  low  Mint  State  66  population  of  25  graded,  with  8 
higher. 


372  1858  About  Uncirculated  58.  Excellent  strike.

373  1859  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Nickel  gray  to  glimmering  greenish 

gold  toning.  The  surfaces  underlying  this  natural  color  are  them¬ 
selves  glimmering  with  mirror  reflection.  And  the  devices,  because 
they  are  bathed  in  satin  finish,  provide  a  nice  cameo  accompani¬ 
ment.  In  all  ways  this  is  an  extraordinary  coin.  So  also  is  the  current 
NGC /PCGS  combined  census  in  Proof  66  unusual:  there  are  only  7 
graded  as  of  October  1994,  and  1  higher  (Proof  67). 

"In  early  1859,  for  Philadelphia  Mint  half  dimes  only,"  cites  Breen 
in  his  encyclopedia,  "Longacre's  new  assistant  Anthony  C.  Paquet 
(1814-82)  prepared  a  new  obverse  hub;  this  was  not  copied  on  other 
denominations.  It  is  most  notable  for  hollow  stars,  slimmer  arms, 
smaller  cap,  larger  head.  Coiffure,  profile,  and  drapery  folds  are  all 
altered.  The  treatment  is  not  in  any  way  a  real  improvement.  The 
new  hub  occurs  on  both  the  1859  Philadelphia  obverses,  and  reap¬ 
pears  on  the  1859  and  1860  fantasy  coins  without  UNITED 
STATES."

374  1859  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  steel-toned  reflectiveness  allows 
the  devices  (which  are  nicely  frosted)  full  cameo  play;  they  seem  to 
float  atop  the  mirror  field.  Moreover,  we  should  pointed  out  that 
the  aforementioned  fields  are  pristine  and  unhairlined,  so  fresh  it 
looks  as  though  the  coin  were  minted  only  a  short  while  ago.  NGC, 
in  its  current  Census  Report  for  October  1994,  lists  only  20  Proof  65 
examples  graded,  and  there  are  only  5  higher  (Proof  66).  Which  all 
boils  down  to  the  fact  this  is  a  very  scarce  low  population  issue, 
and  a  coin  any  collector  would  wish  to  own. 

375  1859  Brilliant  Proof  58.  No  definite  signs  of  contact  with  other 
coins  but  the  mirror  fields  lack  life  from  the  coin  having  been 
dipped  a  few  times  too  many.  Scarce,  nevertheless,  and  an  early 
Stars  Obverse  Proof. 
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376  1860  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Deep  blue,  gold,  and  lavender 
toning  on  both  sides.  The  new  Legend  Obverse  design  struck  from 
1860  until  the  end  of  the  series  in  1873.  Extremely  close  to  gem  con¬ 
dition. 

377  1860  About  Uncirculated  55. 

378  1860-0  About  Uncirculated  55. 

679  1861  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Second  year  of  the  Legend  Obverse 

type  and  a  choice,  two-tone  specimen.  Other  than  for  three  tiny 
marks  in  the  right  obverse  field  by  the  leg  of  Liberty  the  fields  and 
devices  are  pristine.  Proof  mintage  in  1861  was  reported  as  1,000 
but  it  is  believed  a  number  of  these  were  later  melted  at  the  mint. 

380  1861  Brilliant  Proof  58.  Matte  surfaces  from  excess  dipping.  One  of 

1,000  Proofs  issued  in  1861. 


381  1862  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Magnificent  condition  for  a  Half 
Dime  of  the  Civil  War  period.  The  strike  is  exceedingly  sharp  and 
includes  faint  traces  of  die  clashing  as  was  so  common  in  those 
days.  Everything  has  toned  a  dusky  shade  of  grayish  golden  brown 
and  complements  the  overall  surface  perfection. 

382  1862  About  Uncirculated  58. 

383  1863  Mint  State  60+.  Elusive  Civil  War-era  date  having  a  low 
mintage  of  an  even  100,000.  While  1863-S  is  not  rare  in  well  circu¬ 
lated  grades  it  seldom  occurs  in  Uncirculated  condition. 

KEY  DATE  1864  BUSINESS  STRIKE 


384  1864  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  no-questions-asked  gem  fea¬ 

turing  sharp  devices  and  colorful  toning.  The  toning  ranges  from 
golden  red  to  deeper  sunset  to  blue  iridescence,  this  last  hugging 
the  rims.  Due  to  a  shortage  of  silver  bullion  deposits  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  in  the  1860s,  coinage  totals  plummeted  com¬ 
pared  to  what  they  had  been  before  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War 
(1861).  In  1864,  for  instance,  there  were  only  48,000  business  strike 
Half  Dimes  produced  by  the  home  mint.  Of  these,  only  a  few  Mint 
States  have  come  down  to  us;  fewer  still  in  this  superb  state  of 
preservation.

385  1866  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Besides  being  in  tip-top  condition 
(rich  mint  frostiness  combines  with  sleek  mottled  silver-gray  ton¬ 
ing),  this  particular  Half  Dime  takes  honors  in  having  (1)  one  of  the 
lowest  business  strike  totals  in  the  series  of  10,000  pieces  and  (2)  an 
extremely  low  population  in  the  compiled  NGC/PCGS  census  of  6 
graded  and  2  higher. 

386  1866  Extremely  Fine  45.  Fields  retooled.  A  total  of  120,000  minted. 

387  1871  Mint  State  60.  Subdued  luster.  Above-average  strike  except 
for  a  small  portion  of  the  wreath  which  falls  opposite  the  rock  on 
which  Liberty  sits. 

388  1871  Extremely  Fine  45. 

389  1872  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Deep  blue  and  steel  toning  over  high¬ 
ly  reflective  fields  and  raised,  frosted  devices.  With  competition 
from  the  Shield  Nickel,  the  Seated  Half  Dime's  days  were  num¬ 
bered  by  the  time  this  attractive  1872  was  issued.  The  next  year 
would  witness  the  end  of  the  denomination's  long  tradition,  a  tra¬ 
dition  going  back  to  the  very  beginnings  of  coinage  in  America.

390  1796  JR-1.  Rarity-3.  Choice  Original  Uncirculated.  Medium  silver- 

gray  toning  intermixed  with  sunset  gold.  A  sharply  struck  speci¬ 
men  exhibiting  nice  breast  detail  on  the  eagle,  full  eye,  beak,  and 
tongue  on  same,  and  superb  hair  and  drapery  on  Liberty. 

The  1796  Dime  has  for  years  been  one  of  the  most  revered  United 
States  coins,  having  great  appeal  to  both  type  and  date  collectors.  It 
was  the  first  Dime  issued  for  general  circulation  and  has  the  small 
eagle  reverse,  used  only  for  two  years.  Both  elements  attract  type 
collectors.  Equally  important,  "special  pride  in  workmanship  was 
taken  in  manufacturing  the  1796  dimes,"  explains  Davis  and  Logan 
in  their  Bust  Dime  reference,  "most  early  pieces  are  well  struck  and 
are  quite  prooflike  in  high  grade.  This  was  partly  because  the  1796 
dimes,  as  the  first  issue  of  a  new  coin  denomination,  were  fre¬ 
quently  used  as  presentation  pieces  for  visiting  dignitaries.  Because 
of  their  high  quality,  such  personages  and  their  descendants  fre¬ 
quently  preserved  these  dimes  for  two  or  more  generations  before 
untimately  disposing  of  them."  The  most  distinguishing  feature  on 
this  variety  is  a  large  die  cud  at  the  first  star.  This  is  the  only  usage 
of  these  dies.

There  is,  however,  a  small  dot  in  this 
area,  hugging  the  wreath  stem,  that  might  be  misconstrued  as  a 
berry.

According  to  Davis,  Logan,  et.  al.,  in  this  die  variety  book 
on  Dimes,  "four  16  star  long  neck  reverse  dies  were  prepared;  the 
other  three  were  used  for  1796  quarter  eagles."

Light  silver-gray  toning  on  either  side  with  areas  of 
color  around  stars  and  legends.  A  small  diagonal  field  nick  beside 
star  5  can  be  used  for  purposes  of  identification;  other  than  for  this 
the  fields  are  immaculate.  Because  it  is  so  unusual  to  find  1802  in 
anything  but  miserable  condition  we  direct  your  attention  to  this 
standout.

The  color  ranges  from  light  golden-red  to 
deeper  red  and  purple  hues  that  finally  transforms  into  iridescent 
blue  at  the  periphery.  And  the  strike  equals  the  color  in  complete¬ 
ness,  thus  doing  justice  to  the  high  grade  that  was  assigned  by  the 
grading  service.

The  New  Orleans  Mint  struck  silver  Dimes,  Quarter  Dollars,  Half

Eagles.  Every  one  of  these  issues  is  rare  in  Mint  State  condition  and 
extremely  rare  as  a  full-blown  Gem.  The  country  was  experiencing 
one  of  its  periodic  business  depressions  at  the  time.  Because  of  this, 
few  collectors  (or  the  general  public)  had  the  means  to  salt  away 
mint-fresh  specimens  for  later  generations.  And  that  is  why  when 
such  a  stellar  example  appears  for  sale  bidders  should  weigh  their 
bids  carefully  with  the  understanding  that  it  may  be  years,  if  not 
decades,  before  another  in  similar  condition  is  offered.

454  1921-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full  Bands.  A  full-blown  Gem, 
superb  by  every  measurement  of  surface  originality,  color,  the 
sharpness  in  the  strike,  or  overall  aesthetic  pleasure  one  gets  exam¬ 
ining  it.  For  without  a  doubt  this  is  a  superlative  Mercury  Dime, 
the  quintessential  1921-D,  one  of  the  rarities  of  the  series — indeed, 
a  great  rarity  in  this  condition.  The  grading  services  have  graded  9 
examples  this  high.  Not  surprisingly,  this  is  the  highest  grade 
recorded  for  Full  Bands.  Take  this  opportunity  to  finish  off  your 
Merucry  Dime  set  with  a  flare.

462  1927-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Among  the  finest  graded  1927- 

S  Mercury  Dimes  and  obviously  a  well  cared-for  coin.  Surfaces  are 
resplendent  in  their  originality,  fresh,  sparkling,  glowing  with  life; 
further,  they  have  taken  on  exquisite  color  in  an  arc  on  the  obverse 
flowing  from  light  golden  to  reds  and  blues.  The  color  makes  a 
vivid  statement,  to  say  the  least.  NGC  and  PCGS  have  graded  3 
Mint  State  66  examples,  2  others  having  full  bands,  and  one  higher 
(a  '67). 

163  1927-S  Mint  State  60+.  Only  pale  toning  over  lustrous  surfaces. 

164  1928-S  Mint  State  60+.  Nearly  full  bands.  The  luster  and  strike 
close  to  choice  quality;  held  back  by  a  few  trivial  marks. 


465  1931-D  Mint  State  63.  Full  Bands.  Scarce  depression -era  dime  that 
has  acquired  natural  golden  brown  toning  through  which  the  mint 
brilliance  shines. 

466  1938  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Light  hazy  toning.  Fields  and  devices  pris¬ 
tine,  reflective,  and  superb. 

467  1939-D  ANA  cachet  graded  Mint  State  66.  Full  Bands.  Lovely  pas¬ 
tel  silver-blue  to  pinkish  gold  toning. 

468  Pair  of  1939-D  Mercury  Dimes.  The  first  is  ANA  cachet  graded 
Mint  State  68.  Full  Split  Bands.  The  second,  ANA  cachet  graded 
Mint  State  66.  Full  Split  Bands.  Both  have  exquisite  pastel  colors. 
Lot  of  2  coins. 

469  1940-D  ANA  cachet  graded  Mint  State  68.  Full  Split  Bands. 

Phenomenal  quality  for  any  Mercury  Dime,  made  even  more  desir¬ 
able  in  this  instance  by  having  delectable  gold,  iridescent  blue,  and 
pastel  lilac-pink  hues.  The  ultimate  in  perfection  as  well  as  aesthet¬ 
ic  beauty. 


470  1942,  2  over  1.  Mint  State  60.  A  few  very  light  surface  marks  are  all 
that  keep  this  from  a  higher  grade.  The  luster  is  untoned  while  the 
overdate  feature  is  bold.  Technically,  the  1942,  2  over  1  should  be 
described  as  having  the  date  42  over  41  since  both  digits  were 
impressed  in  the  die,  not  just  the  final  intiger.  This  is  seen  by  strong 
doubling  on  the  4,  high  and  to  the  right. 

471  1942,  2  over  1.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  One  of  the  most  highly 
cherished  overdates  in  American  numismatics  and  one  of  the  few 
that  has  a  very  sharp  underfigure.  We  can  only  assume  that  due  to 
wartime  pressures  the  person  who  prepared  the  die  from  which 
this  was  struck  did  not  make  even  a  half-hearted  attempt  to  efface 
the  erroneous  "1."

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477  1875-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  So  frosty  is  this  handsome 

Carson  City  Mint  coin,  and  so  fresh  is  the  luster  and  light  gold  and 
gray  toning,  that  is  may  even  push  into  the  Gem  class  in  some  peo¬ 
ple's  estimation.  With  the  introduction  of  the  Twenty-cent  coin  the 
public  had  yet  another  coin  to  contend  with.  Having  just  done 
away  with  the  superfluous  Two-cent,  Three-cent  Silver,  and  Half 
Dime  denominations,  the  Congress  did  an  about  turn  and 
introuduced  this  curious  denomination.  As  collectors  know,  it  did 
not  go  over  very  well.  In  fact,  it  so  confused  the  public  that 
Congress  and  the  Treasury  yanked  it  out  of  production  after  only 
four  years  (1875  to  1878).  The  last  two  of  those  years  saw  Proof 
coinage  exclusively,  no  circulation  strikes. 


478  1875-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Magnificent  color!  Reds, 

golds,  purples  and  blue  compete  for  your  attention  on  the  obverse. 
The  color  starts  out  deep  at  the  rims  and  decreases  in  intensity  as  it 
changes  hue  approaching  the  center.  The  reverse,  by  contrast,  has 
toned  only  a  little  and  this  just  at  the  rim.  So  in  all  ways  the  coin  is 
a  step  ahead  of  others  in  its  grade. 

In  the  1870s  the  American  government  approached  the  problem  of 
too  few  ten-cent  size  coins  in  the  West  in  typical  wanton  fashion. 
The  stout-hearted  men  of  the  Capitol  cobbled  together  legislation 
for  this  intermediate  denomination;  the  decision-makers  at  the 
Treasury  and  Mint  then  came  up  with  a  coin  that  looked  so  much 
like  its  Quarter  Dollar  counterpart  that  the  public,  once  the  coins 
reached  circulation,  was  thoroughly  confused  by  it  all.  After  much 
acrimonious  debate,  the  denomination  was  canceled.  Today,  we 
have  only  these  few  top  quality  Twenty-cent  Pieces  to  remind  us  of 
another  of  those  humorous  episodes  in  the  American  numismatic 
saga. 


479  1875-S  Mint  State  64.  Above-average  strike  on  the  wing  of  the 

eagle  (this  area  often  weak),  and  the  luster  is  almost  fully  brilliant, 
gleaming  and  bright.  What  toning  has  formed  is  excelusively  at  the 
rims.  A  few  marks  on  Liberty  noted,  but  these  are  slight  and  do  not 
affect  the  coin's  appearance. 


482  1876  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Choice  surfaces,  a  bold  strike  on 

all  stars  and  other  devices.  The  surfaces  have  toned  in  rich  shades 
of  iridescent  blue  and  reddish  gold,  deeper  at  the  rims  and  light¬ 
ening  in  color  towards  the  centers. 

This  short-lived  series  was  authorized  by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1875. 
Soon  after  the  appearance  of  the  denomination  the  public  com¬ 
plained  about  the  similarity  in  design  and  size  to  the  Quarter 
Dollar.  Although  the  edge  of  the  Twenty-cent  coin  is  plain,  this 
proved  insufficient  to  differentiate  it  from  the  larger  Twenty-five 
Cent  piece.  Because  of  the  public  confusion,  the  mint  reduced 
mintage  totals  in  1876  (only  15,900  struck  at  Philadelphia  Mint,  for 
instance),  and  ceased  striking  altogether  after  1878.  Today,  1876  is 
considered  much  more  desirable  than  issues  of  1875  due  to  its 
aborted  mintage.

BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  1796  MINT  STATE 


483  1796  Browning-2.  Rarity-5.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Scarcer  of 

the  two  varieties  of  this  year  and  a  coin  having  a  much  bolder 
strike  on  the  eagle  than  normal.  It  goes  without  saying  the  portrait 
of  Liberty  is  crisp  and  bold  since  this  is  a  hallmark  of  the  date. 
Better  still,  the  fields  surrounding  the  portrait  are  nicely  prooflike. 

As  both  1796  obverse  dies  contained  only  15  stars,  they  must  have 
been  completed  before  anyone  realized  that  Tennessee  would  most 
likely  join  the  Union  as  the  sixteenth  state,  suggests  Breen  ill  his 
researches  on  this  issue;  "but  many  of  the  impressions  struck  from 
them  followed  Tennessee's  admission,  June  1,  1796." 

In  all,  only  6,146  were  coined,  in  four  batches,  from  two  obverse 
dies  and  a  single  reverse,  with  Browning-2  (the  present  example) 
being  the  scarcer  of  the  two.  In  NGC  holder  #256165-001. 


480  1875-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Lustrous  and  well  struck,  with 

fields  having  just  begun  to  tone  a  light  golden  shade.  Because  the 
fields  are  pretty  much  blemish-free  they  have  the  appearance  of  a 
coin  in  higher  grade.  Take  this  into  account  when  bidding. 


481  1875-S  About  Uncirculated  50.  No  compromises  to  quality  here. 

Well  struck  and  eye  pleasing. 
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484  1796  Browning-1.  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  Very  Good  8.  One  of 

America's  most  revered  coin  types.  Smooth,  even  wear,  the  reverse 
showing  moderately  less  design  detail  than  the  obverse  which 
seems  to  have  been  better  protected  by  its  broad  rim  dentils.  There 
are  no  problems  whatever,  no  marks  or  rim  bruises  to  take  away 
from  the  overall  presence  of  the  coin  nor  mar  its  historic  signifi¬ 
cance  as  America's  first  Quarter  Dollar  issue. 

A  one-year  type,  1796  also  has  very  low  mintage  even  for  its  day. 
The  mint  struck  6,146  pieces  before  turning  to  other  denomina¬ 
tions,  leaving  this  the  sole  Quarter  Dollar  issue  until  1804  (when 
the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  replaced  the  earlier  Small  Eagle  motif). 
No  denomination  appears  on  the  1796  issues,  in  keeping  with  the 
practice  of  many  English  and  European  coins  of  the  period. 
Beginning  with  1804,  this  practice  was  changed  and  thereafter  the 
denomination  was  always  spelled  out  on  the  reverse  of  the  coin. 
The  first  of  two  die  varieties  of  1796.  The  79  in  the  date  is  close;  1 — 
9  and  9 — 6  distant;  hair  curls  under  left  side  of  E  and  center  of  R.  A 
single  1796  Small  Eagle  reverse  die  was  used  for  both  varieties. 


485  1796  Browning-2.  Rarity-4.  Date  evenly  spaced.  Poor  1.  Basal  state 

in  which  the  date  is  clear  and  most  of  the  bust  of  Liberty  shows;  the 
reverse,  on  the  other  hand,  has  only  a  ghost  of  the  eagle  and  one  or 
two  letters  in  the  legend  present.  The  coin  is  worn  but  in  no  way 
damaged  (many  of  these,  but  not  this  piece,  were  plugged).

486  1804  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  77m  Bareford  Specimen.  A 

superb  provenance:  previously  sold  in  Stack's  October  1981 
Barefore  sale  part  2,  where  it  was  described: 

"Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  a  simply  magnificent  example  of  this 
great  rarity.  Fully  frosty  and  sharply  struck  but  for  a  small  area  on 
the  reverse  at  the  upper  two  stars  and  adjacent  clouds.  Full  hair 
detail  as  well  as  a  perfectly  struck  eagle.  Exquisite  light  iridescent 
toning  with  russet  highlights. 

"To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  there  are  seven  Mint  State  specimens 
known,"  with  the  Bareford  among  the  finest  ever  offered.  "The  fre¬ 
quency  of  appearance  is  really  not  a  guide  to  its  true  rarity,"  Stack's 
affirms,  "and  in  fact  we  will  stand  by  the  statement  made  by  us  in 
the  various  catalogues  that,  "The  1804  Quarter  is  perhaps  the  rarest 
silver  coin  in  Mint  State." 

More  than  thirteen  years  later  the  same  opinion  holds,  that  this  is 
an  exceedingly  elusive  coin  in  full-fledged  Mint  State  condition. 
PCGS  has  graded  this  the  second  finest  of  four  Uncirculated  exam¬ 
ples  seen  (the  finest  being  Mint  State  64),  and  it  is  the  only  coin  in 
its  category.  The  two  others  are  to  be  found  graded  Mint  State  60. 
NGC's  contribution  to  the  census  is  the  single  Mint  State  62  report¬ 
ed  in  their  latest  Census  Report  for  October  1994.  In  PCGS  holder 
#2573275.  No  distinguishing  marks  and  the  only  features  beside 
the  above-mentioned  toning  that  can  be  used  for  identifying  pur¬ 
poses  are  some  light  adjustment  lines  through  the  clouds  and  two 
top  stars  on  the  reverse  above  the  eagle.

marks.  No  damage  otherwise  and  all  of  the  design  is  complete 
(though  typically  weak  at  U  of  UNITED).  One  of  a  small  grouping 
of  this  scarce  date  consigned  to  the  sale.  It  is  seldom  we  will  have 
even  one  1804  Bust  Quarter  consigned  making  this  a  prime  oppor¬ 
tunity. 


488  1804  Browning-1.  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  Good  6.  One  of  several 

affordable,  pleasing  to  the  eye  1804  Bust  Quarters  we  present.  The 
surfaces  combine  light  gray  highlights  backed  up  by  deeper 
"antique  silver"  fields  around  legends.  Both  sides  are  about  evenly 
struck  and  worn,  and  there  are  no  value-impairing  marks  or  other 
defects.  As  in  the  case  of  the  1796,  the  Bust  Quarter  of  1804  was 
struck  in  very  limited  numbers.  As  seems  evident  today,  the  mint 
received  orders  for  Bust  Half  Dollars  almost  exclusively  during  this 
early  period  in  our  history.  Though  the  public  needed  smaller 
denominations  for  everyday  use,  it  was  the  bullion  depositors 
(banks  and  import/export  companies)  who  dictated  which  coins 
they  wanted  minted.  In  all,  only  6,738  Bust  Quarters  were  made  in 
1804.  Few  are  offered  today.  Easily  identified  by  a  small  die  defect 
running  diagonally  through  the  upper  points  of  star  9.  Commoner 
of  the  two  die  varieties  this  year. 


489  1804  Browning-1.  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  Good  4.  Another  pleas¬ 

ing  example,  similarly  defect  free  and  only  exhibiting  the  normal 
wear  commensurate  with  this  grade.  Again,  the  obverse  shows  a 
little  more  detail  than  the  reverse,  which  has  portions  of  the  legend 
worn  into  the  rim  as  is  often  the  case  with  Draped  Bust  Quarters  of 
1804-07.  Since  1804  Quarters  are  seldom  offered,  this  is  a  golden 
opportunity  for  the  collector! 


490  1804  Browning-1.  Rarity-4.  Good  4.  Another,  dark  and  somewhat 

porous.  A  faint  old  pin  scratch  on  Liberty's  shoulder  should  keep 
no  one  from  bidding  as  it  is  of  little  consequence.  The  planchet  is 
slightly  bent. 


491  1804  PCGS  graded  About  Good  3.  All  lettering,  stars,  and  date 

numerals  on  obverse  plain;  portions  of  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  no  longer  readable.  All  in  all  a  fit  representative  of  the 
early  Heraldic  Eagle  type  and  especially  interesting  for  its  impor¬ 
tant  1804  date.  Mintage,  as  we  said  in  one  of  the  other  Lots  of  1804 
Quarters,  was  very  low  at  6,738;  only  a  small  percentage  of  this 
number  survives  today. 


492  1804  Browning-2.  Rarity-6.  ANA  cachet  graded  Fair.  This  historic 

rarity  did  full  service  in  circulation  before  some  far-sighted  collec¬ 
tor  withdrew  it,  as  witnessed  by  most  of  the  reverse  legend  being 
illegible.  However,  the  all-important  date  is  sharp,  as  is  the  word 
LIBERTY,  the  bust  of  Liberty,  and  the  heraldic  eagle.  Very  scarce  in 
all  grades.  Scarcer  of  the  two  varieties  this  year.  In  Browning-2,  the 
4  in  date  is  much  closer  to  the  bust  than  to  the  O;  indeed,  it  is  near¬ 
ly  touching  the  bust. 


493  1805  Browning-2.  Rarity-4.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Light  diagnon- 

al  adjustment  marks  across  the  shield  and  portions  of  PLURIBUS. 
Close  to  90%  muted  luster  on  this  untoned  example,  a  coin  exhibit¬ 
ing  exceptional  devices,  nice  fields,  and  defect-free  rims.  There 
were  121,394  Quarter  Dollars  struck  in  1805  but  because  the  nation 
was  so  hungry  for  small  change  at  this  period  most  entered  circu¬ 
lation  immediately  and  circulated  widely  (and  heavily).  The  aver¬ 
age  condition  seen  today  is  no  beeter  than  Good  or  Very  Good.  Qne 
as  sharp  and  lustrous  as  this  should  (and  no  doubt  will)  command 
a  premium  price. 
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494  1805  Browning-4.  Rarity-4.  Good  5.  Two-tone  effect  from  the 
antique  gray  fields  offsetting  lighter  silver-gray  on  the  devices.  An 
attractive  specimen  in  this  grade. 

495  1806,  6  over  5.  Browning-1.  Rarity-4.  About  Good  3.  Was  cleaned; 
needs  time  to  tone. 

496  1806  Browning-4c.  Rarity-4.  Good  5.  Dark.  Characteristic  die  break 
from  rim,  through  6  in  date,  to  drapery.  Struck  from  a  late  state  in 
the  die's  life. 

497  1807  Browning-1.  Rarity-4.  Perfect  1  in  date.  Very  Good  8.  One  of 

two  varieties  this  year  and  a  well  struck  example.  The  mint  had  a 
hiatus  in  striking  Quarter  Dollars  between  1807  and  1815.  Either 
there  was  little  call  for  the  denomination  from  bankers  and  mer¬ 
chants  or  (more  likely)  bullion  depositors  were  keeping  the  mint 
busy  striking  One-cent  pieces.  Half  Dollars,  and  Half  Eagles,  all  of 
which  were  struck  in  large  numbers  in  these  years. 

498  1807  Browning-1.  Rarity-4.  Perfect  1  in  date.  Good  5.  Another 
unblemished  specimen.  Attractive  and  affordable. 

499  1815  Browning-1.  Rarity-1.  Fine  15.  All  1815  Quarter  Dollars  were 
struck  from  a  single  pair  of  dies.  Except  for  minor  die  states  they 
are  all  alike.  Mintage  declined  in  1815  from  what  it  had  been  in 
1807,  the  last  year  Quarter  Dollars  were  issued.  Only  89,235  were 
produced. 

500  Selection  of  unattributed  Bust  Quarters:  1815.  Good  4.  1821. 
Good  5.  1824,  4  over  2.  Very  Good  8.  Lot  of  3  coins. 

501  1818  Browning-4.  Rarity-1.  ANA  cachet  graded  Fine  12.  Attractiv  e 
surfaces,  a  nice  strike,  and  light  to  medium  antique  gray  color.

503  Pair:  1818.  Good  5  and  Good  4.  Lot  of  2  coins. 


504  1819  Large  9.  Browning-2.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned.  Very 
sharp  detail  on  all  stars  as  well  as  Liberty's  curls.  In  addition,  the 
eagle  is  as  sharply  struck  as  any  seen.  Not  often  seen  this  nice.  Die 
state  in  which  all  stars  are  connected  by  breaks. 

505  1819  Small  9.  Browning-3.  Fine  12.  Medium  to  deep  antique  silver 
patina  means  this  specimen  has  never  been  cleaned. 

506  Pair:  1819.  Good  5.  Reverse  damage.  1821.  Good  5.  Lot  of  2  coins. 


507  Three  specimens  of  1820:  Very  Fine  20,  Fine  12,  and  Very  Good  8. 

Attractively  toned,  pleasing  to  the  eye.  Two  of  these  have  Large  O 
and  one  Small  O  in  date.  The  Very  Fine  specimen  has  a  faint  hair¬ 
line  between  the  8  and  2  of  the  date.  Lot  of  3  coins. 


508  1822  Browning-2.  Rarity-3.  Denomination  25  recut  over  erro¬ 
neous  earlier  50.  PCGS  graded  Very  Good  8.  A  scarce  date  in  its 
own  right,  the  blundered  reverse  1822  is  even  more  admired  by 
American  collectors,  not  just  those  specializing  in  Bust  Quarter 
Dollars.  Mintage  in  1822  dropped  off  for  some  unexplained  reason 
to  the  point  where  only  64,080  pieces  were  issued.  The  25C  over 
50C  reverse  is,  as  its  premium  Guide  Book  listing  shows,  a  rarity. 
Should  elicit  bidding  activity.  The  denomination  was  first  punched 
in  as  50  C,  then  25  punched  over  the  50.  Additionally,  when  the  5 
of  the  25  was  first  entered  it  was  set  far  too  low.  The  loop  actually 
overlaps  the  dentils.  This  die  was  resurrected  in  1828  and  used  for 
Browning-3.  Browning  suggests  it  may  have  been  by  an  apprentice.

538  1845  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Anitque  gray  and  smoke  colored 
toning  on  either  side  with  the  fields  free  from  unsightly  bagmarks. 
All  stars  and  feathers  bold,  as  is  the  eagle's  leg  and  claw  which,  at 
times,  is  seen  weak  on  dates  in  the  1840s.  As  in  the  case  of  most 
dates  struck  prior  to  1850,  mintage  was  limited  and  survival  hit-or- 
miss,  with  1845  being  typical:  moderately  scarce  in  circulated 
grades  but  very  hard  to  come  by  in  full-fledged  Mint  State  condi¬ 
tion.

Other 
than  for  some  minor  rim  nicks,  a  sharp  specimen  for  the  grade.  It  is 
one  of  only  88,000  struck.  As  the  Guide  Book  valuation  implies, 
1851-0  is  a  very  scarce  date. 

547  1852  Very  Fine  30.  Cleaned  rather  harshly.  Still,  a  scarcity  among 
Seated  Quarter  Dollar  dates  of  the  1850s. 

Original  surfaces  and  color  (never  cleaned),  and 
the  rims  are  nearly  complete.  Again,  a  low  mintage,  pre-Arrows 
and  Rays  example,  this  time  having  mintage  of  96,000  and  only  a 
few  in  collectors'  hands.

Fine  15.  A  few  rim  nicks.  Last  issue  before  the  mint  reduced  the  sil¬ 
ver  content  of  America's  coins  pursuant  to  the  Coinage  Act  of  1853.

554  1855-S  Arrows.  Very  Good  8.  Semi-key  date  in  the  series.  Mintage 
of  396,400  does  not  do  justice  to  the  actual  scarcity  of  this  date. 

555  1856  About  Uncirculated  58.  Frosty  (90%  luster)  and  quite  nice. 

556  1856  Very  Fine  30.  1856-0.  Fine  15.  1857.  Very  Fine  20.  1857-0.

An  excellent  choice  to  show  the  No 
Motto  Type. 

561  Pre-Civil  War  dates:  1858-0.  Fine  12.  Cleaned.  1859.  Fine  15.  1860. 
Good  4.  1861.  Fine  15.  Lot  of  4  coins. 

562  1858-S  Very  Good  8.  Scarce  pre-Civil  War  date  with  121,000 
mintage.  Large  S  mintmark  only  this  year. 
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563  1859-0  Very  Fine  20.  Mintage  of  260,000. 

564  1859-S  Very  Fine  20.  Some  reverse  marks.  A  scarce  issue  having 
mintage  of  80,000  all  from  the  "Type  1"  obverse  and  reverse.  Large 
S  mintmark. 

565  1860-0  Very  Fine  25.  Variety  having  Normal  O  mintmark. 

566  1860-S  Good  5.  Last  year  of  issue  before  the  American  Civil  War. 

Only  56,000  struck  from  four  obverses  shipped  November  2,  1859. 
Largew  S  mintmark  only. 

567  1861-S  Very  Good  8.  A  total  of  96,000  minted.  Large  S  only  in  1861. 

568  1862  Very  Good  8.  1871.  Very  Fine  30.  1872.  Very  Good  8.  1876. 

Very  Fine  30. 1876-S.  Very  Good  8.  Nice  original  specimen  from  an 
old-time  estate.  Lot  of  5  coins. 

569  1862-S  Very  Good  8.  A  total  of  67,000  pieces  struck  from  one  of  four 
dies  shipped  in  November  1861  (all  having  Large  S  mintmark). 


570  1863  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  With  brilliant  white  centers 
ringed  by  gold  then  orange  then  blue  at  the  rims.  Fresh  and  stun¬ 
ningly  attractive,  this  specimen  outshines  the  few  others  of  its  date 
that  have  come  to  market  in  recent  times.  Currently,  NGC  lists  6 
graded  Mint  State  65  (and  1  higher)  while  PCGS  lists  4  in  their 
Population  Report  (none  higher). 

571  1863  Good  5.  Only  191,600  minted.  Normal  date  and  legend  (Breen 
#4034). 


573  1864  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Semi-prooflike  fields  giving  con¬ 
trast  to  lightly  frosted  devices.  A  boldly  struck  example,  bright  and 
untoned,  revealing  needle-point  stars  on  the  obverse,  a  sharp  ren¬ 
dition  of  Liberty,  and  an  equally  sharp  eagle  that  offers  no  com¬ 
promises  on  quality.  Many  dates  struck  during  America's  Civil  War 
of  1861-1865  sport  low  mintage,  there  being  only  94,070  examples 
struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1864. 

574  1864  Fine  12.  Cleaned  at  one  time.  A  scarce  date  having  93,600  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  and  470  Proofs  issued.  All  struck  from  the  Type  II 
reverse. 

575  1864-S  PCGS  graded  Very  Good  8.  One  of  only  20,000  minted  and 
quite  elusive  in  all  grades  as  shown  by  the  elevated  Guide  Book  pric¬ 
ing.  Evenly  worn,  light  to  medium  silver-gray  color,  and  no  prob¬ 
lems.  Choice  for  the  grade. 

1864-S  Good  4.  One  of  the  most  elusive  Seated  Liberty  Quarters  of 
the  1860s  and  difficult  to  find  in  any  condition  as  there  were  only 
20,000.  Only  the  one  variety  seen:  "Type  I"  reverse;  large  S  mint- 
mark;  date  partly  repunched. 

577  1865  Fine  15.  Struck  from  dies  with  normal  date.  Only  58,800  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  made,  with  an  additional  500  struck  in  Proof  for  sale  to 
collectors. 

578  1865-S  PCGS  graded  Fine  12.  Typical  low  mintage  for  the  period: 
41,000.  Full,  strong  LIBERTY  on  shield,  defect-free  rims  and  fields, 
and  best  of  all,  visually  pleasing.  (Beginning  in  1866,  the  Mint 
added  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  to  the  reverse  die,  placing  it 
on  a  scroll  above  the  eagle.  The  present  specimen  was  struck  in  the 
last  year  of  the  No  Motto  style.) 

579  1866  With  Motto.  Very  Good  8.  Very  scarce  in  all  grades.  Mintage: 
16,800  business  strikes  plus  725  Proofs.

This  must  have  been  how  every  Seated  Liberty  Quarter  left  the 
dies.  So  few  remain  in  this  stellar  condition,  however,  we  feel  oblig¬ 
ed  to  warn  bidders  they  had  better  extend  their  bids  on  the  present 
Lot.

581  1867  Brilliant  Proof  55.  Deep  "antique  gray"  color  from  long  stor¬ 
age.  The  mint  struck  625  Proofs  of  1867. 

582  1867-S  Very  Good  8.  Some  scratches.  Still  a  scarce  issue:  48,00C 
struck. 

583  1868  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Smooth  gray  toning  and  only  a  little  verdi¬ 
gris  beside  Liberty's  elbow.  A  scarce  example,  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  struck  600  Proofs  and  29,400  business  strikes  in  1868. 

584  1868-S  Very  Fine  20.  Cleaned  and  lightly  "tooled"  possibly  tc 
remove  some  field  imperfections.  One  of  only  96,000  issued. 
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585  1869  Very  Good  8.  Lowest  Philadelphia  Mint  issue  of  the  1860s 

having  16,000  business  strikes  and  600  Proofs  struck. 


586  1869-S  Fine  12.  Mintage:  76,000.  Normal  date. 

587  1870  Very  Fine  20.  Slightly  more  common  than  the  low  mintage 
Philadelphia  Mint  dates  in  the  1860s  but  a  scarce  coin  in  its  own 
right:  86,400  business  strikes  plus  1,000  Proofs.

588  1870-CC  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Key  date  in  the  set  and  a  very 

handsome  specimen!  Medium  silver-gray  color  with  golden  high¬ 
lights,  the  fields  and  devices  show  none  of  the  usual  small  contact 
marks;  instead  they  are  smooth  and  evenly  worn.  Best  of  all,  the 
coin  is  graded  "right  on  the  money." 

Carson  City  Mint  began  striking  coins  in  1870.  As  often  happens 
with  the  first  year  of  issue,  coin  totals  were  small  due  to  the  prob¬ 
lems  encountered  in  the  start-up.  For  1870,  Carson  City  struck  a 
mere  8,340  Quarter  Dollars.  Most  of  these  went  directly  into  circu¬ 
lation  (there  being  few  collectors  out  West  in  those  days) — and 
there  they  stayed  until  being  withdrawn  as  too  worn  and  remelted. 
Only  a  handful  of  specimens  exist  today  in  grades  better  than  so- 
called  Average  Circulated  (=  heavily  worn),  and  that  offered  here  is 
a  sterling  representative. 


589  1871-CC  PCGS  graded  Very  Good  10.  Possibly  cleaned  and  recol¬ 
ored  (now  milky  lilac-gold-gray),  but  the  fields  and  devices  are 
pretty  much  mark-free  and  therefore  one  can  overlook  this  minor 
detriment.  What  no  collector  will  quibble  over  is  1871-CC's  recog¬ 
nized  rarity.  The  present  coin  began  life  as  part  of  an  original 
mintage  of  10,890,  although  along  the  way  the  majority  of  speci¬ 
mens  disappeared  off  the  face  of  the  earth.  Today,  it  is  nearly  as 
highly  prized  as  the  preceding  1870-CC,  and  deservedly  so!  We 
encourage  all  interested  bidders  to  submit  liberal  bids  as  there  will 
be  stiff  competition,  we  assure  you. 

590  1871-S  Good  5.  Apparently  (according  to  Breen)  from  one  of  the 
reverses  left  over  from  1866  per  the  minute  S  mintmark.  One  of 
30,900  minted. 


591  1872  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Nicely  reflective  fields  and  frosted 
devices.  Glittering  lavender  and  blue  toning  on  either  side,  some¬ 
what  more  developed  on  the  reverse.  Hairlines  are  so  few  and  light 
as  to  be  nonexistent  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  while  the  mirrors 
have  an  endearing  "watery"  effect,  never  having  been  tampered 
with.  Proof  mintage  totalled  950  this  year,  of  which  possibly  50% 
survives  in  varying  degrees  of  preservation;  only  a  limited  number 
can  be  said  to  remain  in  Gem  Proof  65  condition. 

592  1872-CC  PCGS  graded  Very  Good  10.  Another  scarce,  early  "CC"- 
mint  Quarter  Dollar.  Though  dipped  at  one  time,  it  will  tone  even¬ 
tually.  Furthermore,  as  there  are  no  problems  to  speak  of,  it  should 
fit  well  into  any  Seated  Quarter  Dollar  collection.  Mintage  for  1872- 
CC:  22,850. 

593  1872- S  Very  Good  10.  All  seven  digits  in  LIBERTY  clear.  Mintage: 
83,000.  Similar  minute  S  mintmark  as  in  1871-S. 

594  1873  Closed  3.  No  Arrows.  Brilliant  Proof  55.  From  a  small 
mintage  of  600  Proofs  struck  prior  to  the  mint  lifting  the  weight 
slightly  in  mid-year  and  designating  the  change  by  an  addition  of 
arrows  at  the  date. 

595  1873  With  Arrows  (2  pieces).  Very  Good  10  and  Very  Good  8. 1874. 
With  Arrows.  Very  Good  8. 1875.  Fine  15. 1877.  Very  Good  8. 1877- 
S.  Fine  12.  The  1875  was  struck  from  a  "Type  I"  reverse  and  is 
much  rarer  than  those  from  "Type  II";  also,  the  1877-S  was  cleaned 
at  one  time.  Lot  of  6  coins. 


596  1873-CC  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Very  Good  10.  A  strong  LIB¬ 
ERTY  on  the  shield  (all  seven  letters  are  present)  tells  us  the  grad¬ 
ing  service  hit  the  nail  on  the  head  when  it  chose  to  grade  this  Very 
Good  10.  We  might  suggest  bids  closer  to  the  next  higher  grade 
classification  since  such  an  attractive  coin  deserves  nothing  less.  In 
similarity  to  other  early  "CC"-mint  Quarter  Dollars,  mintage  was 
decidedly  low  in  1873.  There  were  a  total  of  12,462  With  Arrows 
specimens  issued  and  few  are  offered. 

Coinage  total  increased  to  156,000  in 
1873  as  the  mint  withdrew  earlier-date  pieces  and  recoined  them 
into  "With  Arrows"  pieces  as  required  by  the  Mint  Act  of  February 
12,  1873.

601  1876-S  Very  Good  8.  Marks.  1876-CC  (2  pieces).  Very  Good  8  and 

Good  5.  1877-CC.  Fine  15.  1878-CC.  Fine  12.  Lot  of  5  coins. 


602  1877-CC  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Gorgeous  lavender-gold  and 
iridescent  blue  toning  on  either  side,  matched  as  to  freshness,  eve- 
ness,  and  overall  appearance  and  therefore  giving  the  coin  a  leg  up 
on  other  toned  Seated  Quarters.  Collectors  who  wish  to  own  a 
Carson  City  Mint  Seated  Quarter  because  of  its  historic  ramifica¬ 
tions  will  want  to  consider  this  1877-CC  as  it  has  it  all:  high  quali¬ 
ty,  natural  color,  aesthetic  appeal. 

603  1877-CC  Mint  State  60+.  The  eagle  and  figure  of  Liberty  sharply 
struck  and  there  are  only  a  few  widely  scattered  marks,  none  of 
which  affects  the  coin's  overall  appearance. 

604  1877-CC  About  Uncirculated  53.  One  or  two  small  marks  on  the 
face  and  upper  torso. 

605  1878-S  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Antique  silver  color  denotes  an 
all-original,  uncleaned  specimen.  Further,  because  the  fields  are 
free  from  problems  we  can  offer  the  coin  without  reservation. 
Mintage:  140,000. 

606  1878-S  Very  Fine  25.  Reverse  scratches.  Low  mintage  of  140,000 
does  not  tell  half  the  story  since  1878-S  is  even  scarcer  than  its 
mintage  figure  suggests. 

607  1879  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  A  variety  of  colors  graces  this  handsome 
Proof  from  the  final  period  of  Seated  Liberty  Quarter  coinage.

Since  these  went 
into  the  Proof  sets  that  year,  this  handsome  specimen  traces  to  such 
a  source  and  should  give  its  purchaser  hours  of  enjoyment. 

608  1879  Very  Fine  35.  Key  date  and  the  beginning  of  a  run  of  low 
mintage  issues  struck  from  1879  to  1890  while  the  mints  were  busy 
striking  Silver  Dollars.  This  and  the  following  nice  circulated  spec¬ 
imens  all  trace  to  an  old-time  collection  we  were  pleased  to  receive 
for  consignment.  Mintage  in  1879:  only  13,600  business  strikes. 


609  1880  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Gorgeous  cameo  Proof  whereby  the 
frosted  devices  providing  stunningly  beautiful  contrast  against  a 
pristine  mirror  field.  No  hairlines  here;  no  spots  or  discoloration 
nothing  but  dazzling  mint  brilliance  with  (on  the  reverse)  a  small 
area  of  opaque  toning.  The  mint  produced  1,355  Proof  Seated 
Quarters  in  1880.  NGC  has  graded  only  35  it  believes  warrants 
Mint  State  65  status,  however,  and  there  are  only  17  higher. 

610  1880  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  One  of  the  popular  low  mintage 
dates  struck  from  1879  to  1889.  There  were  only  13,600  business 
strikes  this  year  (plus  an  additional  1,355  Proofs  sold  to  collectors). 
The  present  offering  is  toned  deep,  natural,  gray  with  leanings 
toward  brownish  gold. 

611  1880  Very  Fine  35.  Another  appealing  "old  silver"  toned  specimen. 
Mintage:  13,600  business  strikes  plus  1,355  Proofs. 

612  1881  Good  6.  Mintage:  12,975. 


613  1882  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Superb  cameo  effect  from  the  mirror 
fields  acting  as  a  background  for  the  satiny  devices  of  Liberty, 
eagle,  and  legends.  There  were  1,100  Proofs  struck,  but  only  a  small 
remainder  exists  in  Gem  Proof  65  condition  today.  For  example, 
NGC  has  graded  22. 

614  1882  Very  Good  10.  Mintage:  16,300. 


615  1883  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Dusky  gray  color  on  the  obverse  gives 

way  to  slightly  iridescent  grayish  blue  and  gold  toning  on  the 
reverse  of  this  well  preserved — indeed,  superb — Proof.  Proofs  of  the 
1880s  come  well  struck  as  a  rule,  and  this  1883  meets  the  grade  in 
every  respect  being  fully  struck  throughout.  Finally,  we  note  that 
there  were  only  1,039  Proofs  struck;  a  typical  mintage  for  the  era 
but  decidedly  rare  in  today's  expanded  world  of  multi-million 
Proof  totals.

The  mintage  tells 
it  all:  8,000  business  strikes  and  875  Proofs. 


618  1885  Mint  State  65.  A  gem!  Fully  white  and  lustrous,  the  fields 

dance  and  glimmer  with  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  "cart¬ 
wheel"  effect  from  the  way  the  luster  swirls  around  in  a  circular 
pattern  when  the  coin  is  rotated  under  an  incandescent  light. 
Seated  Liberty  Quarters  of  the  1880s  are  all  scarce  in  Uncirculated 
condition.  In  1885,  the  mint  struck  a  mere  13,600  pieces  meant  for 
circulation.  This  is  one  of  the  very  few  that  did  not  circulate.

But  instead  this  is  one 
of  the  very  elusive  Mint  State  examples  of  which  there  were  only 
10,000  made.  Most  of  the  business  strikes  circulated,  however,  and 
we  find  few  choice  or  gem  Uncirculated  specimens  today. 

624  1887  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned.  Will  retone  in  time.  A  key 
date  since  there  were  only  10,000  business  strikes  made  (plus  710 
Proofs). 


319  1885  Fine  12.  Some  scratches.  Low  mintage  includes  13,600  busi¬ 

ness  strikes  and  940  Proofs. 


320  1886  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  With  decidedly  satin-prooflike  fields 

and  devices  more  like  a  prooflike  business  strike  than  a  typical 
sold-to-collectors  Proof.  But  you  be  the  judge.  Witness  its  superb 
state  of  preservation;  its  glittering  devices;  and  bid  it  up  to  its  full 
merited  worth.  Proof  mintage:  886.  Business  strikes:  5,000. 


p21  1886  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Superb  gold,  purple-violet,  and  blue 

toning,  with  the  characteristic  iridescent  blue  hugging  the  rims  and 
the  color  lighter  inwards  from  the  edge.  Both  Liberty  and  the  eagle 
present  themselves  in  satiny  frosted  relief.  For  the  grade  we  cannot 
remember  a  more  attractive  specimen.  And  surely  this  will  help 
you  to  decide  whether  this  coin  is  right  for  your  collection:  the  mint 
struck  only  886  Proofs  in  1886.  (Additionally,  there  were  a  mere 
5,000  business  strikes  produced,  making  this  the  scarcest  date  in 
the  1880s.) 

>22  1886  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Possibly  cleaned  long  ago  since  the  mirror 

fields  are  not  as  deep  as  they  once  were.  The  surfaces  have  toned 
light  to  medium  silver-gray  and  there  are  no  marks  or  other  signs 
of  impairment.  Another  scarce  date  from  the  1880s,  1886  had  a 
Proof  mintage  of  886  pieces. 


625  1887  Extremely  Fine  40.  Attractive  "old  silver"  patina.  The  rims 
and  fields  are  problem-free.  Another  scarce  issue  wherein  the  mint 
struck  10,000  business  strikes  and  710  Proofs. 

626  1888  Fine  12.  Another  very  scarce  date  from  the  1880s:  10,000  busi- 
•  ness  strikes  plus  800  Proofs.  Has  been  cleaned  bu  will  retone  even¬ 
tually. 

627  1889  About  Good  3.  Mintage:  12,000  business  strikes  and  711 
Proofs. 


MAGNIFICENT  1890  PROOF  67 


628  1890  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  A  handsome  Seated  Quarter, 

and  one  likely  tracing  to  a  small  dispersal  of  original  Proof  Sets 
which  took  place  in  1991-2.  Surfaces  are  superbly  toned.  From  cen¬ 
ter  to  periphery  of  the  obverse  the  color  evolves  and  deepens:  first, 
light  pinkish  gold;  next,  golden-lavender  to  deep  lavender;  and 
finally,  sparkling  blue.  On  the  reverse,  the  same  colors  prevail,  but 
with  blue  at  the  center  and  purple-reds  around  the  rim. 
Accompanying  the  exquisite  color  is  strong  two-tone  cameo  con¬ 
trast  between  field  and  devices.  The  graceful  form  of  Liberty  and 
strident,  wingspread  eagle,  being  richly  frosted,  give  a  nice  account 
of  themselves  against  the  infinitely  deep  watery  mirrors  that  sur¬ 
round.  In  all  ways  this  is  a  museum-class  specimen. 

The  mint  struck  590  Proof  Seated  Quarters  for  inclusion  in  Proof 
Sets  in  1890;  in  the  time  since,  the  number  of  Gem  specimens  has 
declined  steadily,  inexorably.  Today  there  are  reported  (according 
to  the  NGC  census)  only  7  Proof  67s,  with  1  higher. 


629  1890  Very  Good  8.  Almost  in  the  same  scarce  league  as  dates  in  the 

1880s.  The  mint  produced  80,000  business  strikes  of  1890  and  590 
Proofs. 
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630  1891-0  PCGS  graded  Fine  15.  Key  date  and  the  last  New  Orleans 
Seated  Quarter  Dollar.  There  were  only  68,000  minted,  of  which  the 
vast  preponderance  appears  to  have  disappeared.  Seen  less  often 
than  the  1901-S  and  1913-S  Barbers  with  comparable  mintage  yet 
priced  considerably  less. 

631  1891-0  Very  Good  8.  Seen  considerably  less  often  than  its  low 
mintage  of  68,000  would  imply;  fewer  1891-0  Quarter  Dollars  get 
offered  than  dates  in  the  1880s  having  lower  mintage. 

"The  series  ends  with  a  rarity,  1891-0,  "  explains  Walter  Breen  in 
his  encyclopedia  of  American  coinage,  "the  only  issue  from  New 
Orleans  of  this  design  [Seated  Liberty — With  Motto].  This  tiny 
mintage  [68,000]  is  difficult  to  find  in  any  grade,  and  in  mint  state 
it  is  both  very  rare  and  n  demand  from  type  collectors." 


632  1892  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Light,  semi-opaque  toning  on  the 
obverse.  A  coin  with  extremely  vibrant  contrast  between  frosted 
devices  (heavily  frosted)  and  highly  reflective  mirror  fields.  Just  the 
ticket  for  a  quality  conscious  buyer;  and  just  the  coin  for  represent¬ 
ing  America's  quintessential  late-19th  century  coin  artistry,  the 
Barber  Quarter.  Proof  mintage:  1,245.  NGC  census:  19  graded,  with 
19  higher. 

633  1892-0  Mint  State  60+.  Two  tone  frostiness  on  the  cheek  and 
wings;  well  struck  throughout.  The  first  year  of  issue  of  Charles  E. 
Barber's  distinctive  conservative  attractive  design.  Liberty  wearing 
a  cap  faces  right  in  this  rendition;  Barber  employed  the  same  pro¬ 
file  on  his  Morgan  Silver  Dollar,  although  added  a  few  touches  to 
the  hair.

634  1894-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Low  population:  one  of  only  6 

Mint  State  66  examples  graded  by  NGC  and  PCGS  (none  higher) 
and  offering  beautiful  color,  surfaces,  strike,  luster,  and  overall 
appearance.  Sunset  gold  toning  deepens  towards  the  rim  into  blue- 
gold.  Given  the  ultra-high  grade,  one  would  expect  nothing  short 
of  pristine  quality  for  Liberty's  cheek  and  that  is  what  is  found!

Put  them  all 
together  and  you  get  one  whale  of  a  Proof  Barber  Quarter,  if  you 
will  forgive  the  slang.  For  it  is  truly  a  joy  to  behold.  And  the  next 
owner  should  feel  proud  to  show  it  to  friends  and  associates.  Total 
minted:  735. 


637  1903-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  In  the  slang  of  the  coin  trade, 

this  Barber  Quarter  has  "hard  white"  luster;  that  is,  vibrant,  bril¬ 
liant,  snowy  and  "alive,"  without  toning  to  hide  its  bold  aggres¬ 
siveness.  And  that  1903-S  is  something  of  a  rarity  only  adds  to  its 
desirableness.

1910  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  One  of  the  most  outstanding 
ranges  of  toning  you  will  see  on  a  pristine  Barber  Quarter  Proof. 
Virtually  any  color  you  may  choose  to  pick  is  represented  and  the 
underlying  fields  and  devices  are  exactly  "as  made";  that  is,  they 
are  immaculate.  This  year  is  famous  for  strong  cameo  contrast 
between  mirror  fields  and  frosted  devices,  and  the  present  speci¬ 
men  epitomizes  the  effect.  We  are  certain  bidders  will  want  to  make 
a  special  note  of  the  coin's  overall  colorful  condition  and  then  bid 
accordingly.

644  1916  Standing  Liberty.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Almost  full 

head  on  this  major  offering.  And  the  surfaces  are  immaculate. 
Except  for  a  faint  hairline  from  the  shield  to  Liberty's  hair  the  lus¬ 
ter  is  unbroken,  completely,  utterly,  magnificently  unbroken.  And 
as  to  the  color,  well  we  can  only  suggest  you  view  this  one  for  your¬ 
self.  No,  the  toning  is  not  flashy;  rather,  it  is  understated  in  lovely 
pastels,  almost  pearlescent,  if  you  will,  and  offering  no  compro¬ 
mises  to  quality. 

The  history  of  the  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  is  shrouded  in  a  fog  of 
misinformation,  as  often  happens  whenever  a  controversy  sur¬ 
rounds  an  issue.  The  first  design  by  Hermon  MacNeil,  that  having 
Liberty  with  exposed  breast,  caused  a  stir  among  certain  elements 
of  the  American  populace.  After  much  vociferous  prodding  by  this 
group  of  vice  crusaders,  the  mint  was  compelled  to  alter  the  design 
slightly.  This  first  design,  known  as  "Type  1 "  was  struck  toward  the 
latter  part  of  1916  and  into  the  first  months  of  1917.  In  all, 
Philadelphia  Mint  struck  52,000  1916-dated  coins.  There  were  none 
issued  by  either  Denver  or  San  Francisco  Mints,  however,  until 
1917,  leaving  1916  as  the  key  date  in  the  set. 


1915-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Dusky  silvery  gray  to  brown¬ 
ish  toning  atop  sterling  Gem  quality  fields  and  devices.  A  well 
struck  specimen. 

Mostly  Barber  Quarters.  Average  Circulated.  A  few  Barber  Half 
Dollars  and  Standing  Liberty  Quarters  in  this  Lot  but  generally 
Barbers.  Weight:  86  ounces. 


645  1916  Standing  Liberty.  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine.  However,  pol¬ 
ished.  The  first  year  of  issue  and  one  of  the  two  keys  in  the 
Standing  Liberty  Quarter  series  (the  other  being  1918-S,  8  over  7). 
Due  to  the  design  change  taking  place  late  in  the  calendar  year 
1916,  the  mint  had  time  to  strike  only  52,000  pieces  of  the  new  issue 
before  January  1  rolled  around  necessitating  a  date  change. 
Collectors  failed  to  take  advantage  of  acquiring  the  new  piece  until 
most  had  entered  circulation. 

646  1917  Type  1.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Golden  toning,  deeper 
around  the  lettering,  more  wispy  in  the  open  fields.  The  luster  is 
exquiste,  without  marks  or  spots  and  instead  offering  mint  fresh¬ 
ness  and  visual  appeal.  Designs  by  Hermon  MacNeill.  Graded  by 
NGC.  Offered  with  pride. 


647  1917-S  Type  2.  Mint  State  63.  Bright  luster  on  either  side  of  this, 

one  of  America's  most  alluring  silver  coin  designs.  This  short-lived 
type  was  replaced  starting  in  1932  with  the  new  Washington 
Quarter. 
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648  1918-S,  8  over  7.  PCGS  graded  Very  Good  10.  Full  date  visible  with 

plain,  naked-eye  overdate.  One  of  the  two  keys  to  the  set  and  an 
attractive,  defect-free  example.  Toned  light  silver-gray. 

This  history  of  this  overdate  is  fascinating.  Researcher  Walter  Breen 
found  that  "during  autumn  1917,  immense  wartime  coinage  quo¬ 
tas  had  to  be  filled  in  haste.  The  Engraving  Department  was  simul¬ 
taneously  making  dies  for  1917  "Type  II  and  1918;  in  particular, 
1918-dated  dies  for  the  branch  mints  had  to  be  ready  well  before 
the  year's  end,  so  that  the  Denver  and  San  Francisco  facilities  could 
proceed  at  once  with  coinage  of  this  denomination.  One  working 
die  received  a  blow  from  a  1917  hub,  routinely  went  to  the  anneal¬ 
ing  furnaces  to  be  prepared  for  subsequent  blows,  but  through 
error  returned  to  the  wrong  press  and  received  its  other  blow  from 
a  1918  hub.  (This  annealing  between  blows  is  necessary  to  prevent 
working  dies  from  becoming  stress-hardened  and  brittle  enough  to 
shatter  on  subsequent  impressions  from  the  hub. 

Inspection  failed  to  detect  the  error,  and  this  obverse  die  was  mint- 
marked  for  San  Francisco  and  used — briefly — in  coinage. 
Collectors  first  noticed  the  variety  in  1937,  and  retrieved  most  sur¬ 
vivors  from  circulation  then  and  during  the  next  few  years.  Its  first 
auction  appearance  was  in  Bluestone  12/4/37:741,  where  a  mint- 
state  specimen  (one  of  possibly  six  now  known)  sold  for  the  then 
astronomical  figure  of  $26.25." 


MAGNIFICENT  GEM  BU  1919-D 


649  1919-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Extremely  vibrant  blue  white 
luster.  The  fields  and  devices  are  resplendent  and  completely  lack 
the  usual  light  marks  and  discoloration.  Instead  they  brush  elbows 
with  perfection.  And  never  let  it  be  forgotton  1919-D  is  one  of  the 
keys  to  the  series  having  a  low  mintage  with  only  chance  survival 
in  Mint  State.  Currently  PCGS  lists  this  date  as  having  18  graded, 
plus  four  higher  (full  heads);  there  are  none  in  Mint  State  67. 
Bidders  should  be  prepared  for  avid  competition. 

650  1923  Mint  State  64.  One  or  two  small  marks  on  Liberty's  face, 
though  elsewhere  approaches  gem  condition.  Surfaces  are  brilliant 
throughout,  untoned,  lustrous,  white. 

651  1923-S  ANA  cachet  graded  Very  Fine  20.  Date  digits  weak  (due  to 
striking,  not  wear,  since  the  rest  of  the  coin  is  close  to  Extremely 
Fine  condition  as  far  as  circulation  wear  goes).  One  of  the  scarcer 
dates  from  the  twenties.

1836  Reeded  Edge.  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  few  small  reverse 
rim  marks,  none  significant.  Luster  is  present  around  the  stars, 
date,  and  legends  and  a  frosty  coating  delineates  the  head  of 
Liberty  facing  proudly  to  the  left.  This  is  Longacre's  remodeled 
head  of  Liberty.  The  artist  took  an  earlier  design  and  modernized  it 
to  bring  it  up  to  date  (that  is,  up  to  the  aesthetic  standards  of  the 
late-1830s).  As  collectors  know,  the  1836  Reeded  Edge  is  our  first 
Half  Dollar  coined  on  the  mint's  new  steam  press.  A  mere  1,200 
pieces  left  the  dies  before  the  changeover  to  1837-dated  dies,  leav¬ 
ing  this  a  major  numismatic  rarity  and  yet  one  that  is  reasonably 
affordable.  Don't  miss  it! 


According  to  researcher  Walter  Breen  in  his  path-breaking  encyclo¬ 
pedia:  "During  autumn  1836,  Christian  Gobrecht  (appointed 
Second  Engraver  in  1835  when  Kneass  had  his  eventually  fatal 
stroke)  completed  working  dies  for  half  dollars,  of  a  new  design, 
intended  for  steam  coinage  at  the  new  weight  standard,  to  be  man¬ 
dated  by  a  bill  then  under  consideration  by  Congress.  As  this  bill 
did  not  become  law  until  Jan.  18,  1837,  the  coins  dated  1836  were 
for  long  believed  patterns.  Robert  W.  Julian  has  found  evidence 
that  the  1836  coinages  of  the  new  design  were  in  fact  legal  issues  for 
circulation — at  the  old  weight  standard.  However,  Mint  tolerances 
for  blanks  at  the  old  standard  meant  that  many  were  coined  at 
206.5  to  207  grains,  which  largely  overlaps  the  legal  limits  of  the 
new  standard  (206.25  +  1.5  grains).  Therefore,  new  standard  blanks 
could  have  been  used  and  probably  were.  All  specimens  I  have 
weighed  are  within  legal  tolerances  for  either  standard."

The  reported  mintage  of  203,000  seems  unduly 
high  when  taking  into  account  the  small  number  of  extant  speci¬ 
mens.  This  particular  coin  is  from  Die  #1  and  is  an  acknowledged 
rarity.  Seated  Half  Dollar  specialists  will  want  to  attend  the  sale 
since  it  should  prove  to  be  a  popular  (and  major)  offering. 

(The  consignor  of  these  attractive  circulated  Seated  Liberty  Half 
Dollars  bought  his  coins  long  before  the  period  when  dipping  and 
scrubbing  became  a  problem  for  collectors.  Nearly  all  of  his  Lots 
are  "clean"  and  original,  which  means,  of  course,  "antique  silver" 
surfaces,  mostly  free  from  problems,  and  aesthetically  pleasing. 
Even  the  most  critical  buyer  will  find  many  pleasing  examples.) 


Mostly  brilliant  except  for  a 
band  of  golden  brown  to  steel-blue  color  at  the  rim.  Sharp  in  the 
centers.

Later  in  the 
year  a  bit  of  drapery  was  added  below  Liberty's  right  elbow  to  give 
better  balance  to  the  design.  No  Drapery  specimens  have  long  been 
popular  with  collectors.

May  have  been 
dipped  at  some  time  in  the  past.  Mintage  of  589,000. 

Beautiful  old-silver  sur¬ 
faces  and  all  devices  sharp.  A  difficult  issue  to  locate  in  this  condi¬ 
tion.

The  underfigures  of  the  first  date  were  placed  low 
and  to  the  left  and  are  quite  plain.  Can  be  identified  by  several  tiny 
scrapes  to  either  side  and  above  the  1  in  the  date. 

A  key  date  that  is  rarely  seen  and  even  more  rarely  available  at  auc¬ 
tion.  While  the  exact  overdate  mintage  remains  unknown  it  must 
have  been  exceedingly  low  since  so  few  have  survived.  Collectors 
aspiring  to  own  a  complete  date,  mintmark,  and  variety  set  of 
Seated  Half  Dollars  will  want  to  attend  the  sale  for  we  expect  there 
will  be  a  number  of  serious  buyers  on  hand  and  it  will  take  deter¬ 
mination  to  wrest  it  away  from  the  competition  for  your  own  set.  A 
die  break  extends  from  the  curve  of  U  in  UNITED  across  the  eagle's 
left  wing  tip  through  two  leaves  directly  below  ending  at  left  base 
of  H  in  HALF.  Housed  in  PCGS  holder  #5242264.

The  San  Francisco  Mint  began  striking  Half  Dollars  in  1855  with  the 
mintage  topping  out  at  129,950.  It  is  well  known  that  the  majority 
of  these  entered  the  streams  of  commerce.  Once  in  circulation,  they 
circulated  extensively  to  the  point  that  today  the  average  grade 
seen  is  usually  no  better  than  Good  or  Very  Good.  Here  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  the  Seated  Half  Dollar  connoisseur.

As  there  were  only  470 
Proofs  minted  (all  went  into  the  Proof  Sets  of  that  year),  and  few 
collectors  had  adequate  means  for  protecting  their  coins,  only  a  few 
of  these  have  come  down  to  the  present  in  unsullied  pristine  state. 
The  present  example  is  the  epitome  of  coin  preservation  in  having 
deep  reflectivity,  razor-sharpness  throughout,  and  gorgeous  lilac- 
gray  to  blue  toning  evenly  matched  on  both  sides.  PCGS  has  grad¬ 
ed  5  this  high,  additionally,  1  in  Proof  66.

No  signs  of  cleaning;  no  prob¬ 
lems  whatever;  a  very  handsome  example  given  its  years  in  circu¬ 
lation.  The  rims  are  bold  and  free  from  problems. 


Early  issues  of  1873  show  the  3  almost  closed — knobs  nearly  touch. 
A  complaint  from  the  Chief  Coiner  in  January  1873  correctly  indi¬ 
cated  that  on  small  denominations  a  closed  3  could  be  mistaken  for 
an  8;  the  Mint  Director  ordered  William  Barber's  Engraving 
Department  to  prepare  new  date  logotypes  for  all  denominations 
(except  the  half  dime  and  trime,  or  silver  3c)  with  open  3.  Although 
there  were  supposedly  214,200  Open  3  No  Arrows  Halves  struck,  it 
seems  likely  most  of  these  were  melted  when  the  change  in  weight 
went  into  effect  in  February  1873  (Mint  Act  of  1873).  Distinguishing 
features  for  purposes  of  maintaining  provenance:  a  dark  area  at 
star  12;  small  pit  on  base  below  Liberty's  shield;  small  diagonal 
nick  on  upright  of  1  in  date;  another  nick  crosses  pole  to  left  of 
elbow;  faint  old  hairline  scratch  from  Liberty's  right  shoulder 
down  to  her  midriff;

Sharp  and  lustrous,  a  coin  toned  in 
majestic  shades  of  golden-lavender  and  iridescent  blue.  This  short¬ 
lived  type  traces  to  the  United  States  Treasury  adjusting  the  weight 
of  silver  coins  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1873 
which,  among  other  things,  raised  the  silver  content  slightly  to 
keep  the  mint  ratio  of  16  to  1  in  effect.  Arrows  were  placed  at  the 
sides  of  the  date  in  1873  and  1874  to  point  attention  to  the  change 
in  weight.  They  were  removed  beginning  in  1875  leaving  collectors 
this  important  two-year  Type.  Scarce  in  all  stages  of  Mint  State. 

820  1874  With  Arrows.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Deep  and  attractive 
patina  on  both  sides,  evidence  of  the  coin  having  been  stored  prop¬ 
erly  for  many  long  years.  All  stars  are  sharp,  as  are  Liberty  and  the 
eagle. 

821  1874-CC.  With  Arrows.  Good  4. 

822  Issues  of  1875  including  branch  mints:  1875.  Very  Fine  20. 

Cleaned  and  with  scratch.  1875-CC.  Good  5.  1875-S.  Very  Fine  30. 
Lot  of  3  coins. 


823  1875-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  concensus  of  opinion 
has  always  been  that  Carson  City  Mint  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollars 
are  few  and  far  between  in  choice  Mint  State  condition.  And  this 
1875-CC  is  at  the  head  of  the  class  when  it  comes  to  icy  cold  white 
mint  frostiness.  Looking  at  it  almost  makes  a  person  shiver  with 
cold  it  is  so  snowy!  And  the  surfaces  are,  quite  simply,  outstanding. 
The  grading  services  (PCGS  and  NGC  combined)  have  graded  7 
examples  Mint  State  64,  with  3  higher  as  of  October  1994.  And  this 
surely  has  to  rank  as  one  of  the  flashiest. 

824  1876-CC  Good  4. 1876-S.  Very  Good  8.  1877.  About  Good  3. 1878. 
Good  5.  Lot  of  4  coins. 

825  1876-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Natural  gold,  silver-gray,  and 
blue  and  violet  toning,  nicely  iridescent.  Struck  the  Centennial  Year 
and  therefore  popular  with  Type  Set  collectors.  A  well-struck,  well- 
preserved  specimen. 

826  1876  Very  Fine  20.  1877-S.  Very  Fine  30.  Scratches.  1891.  Very  Fine 
35.  Lot  of  3  coins. 


827  1877  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  sure-fire  winner  in  any  Seated 
Half  Dollar  collection  and  a  coin  offering  brilliant  white  luster. 
Only  a  few  trivial  marks  away  from  being  Mint  State  65. 

The  year  1877  began  the  second  full  term  in  office  for  President 
Ulysses  S.  Grant,  the  North's  leading  General  in  the  recently  con¬ 
cluded  Civil  War  (or,  as  it  was  known  in  the  South,  the  War 
Between  the  States). 

828  1877-CC  Fine  12.  Dark. 

829  1878-CC  Good  5.  Reduced  mintage  this  year:  62,000. 
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830  1878-S  PCGS  graded  Fine  12.  Cleaned  at  one  time  but  not  with 

harshness  and  therefore  eminently  presentable.  Seven  full  letters  of 
LIBERTY  are  present  (and  strong),  and  we  note  problem-free  rims. 
In  similarity  to  the  1873  No  Arrows  Open  3  just  offered,  1878-S  is 
one  of  the  great  Seated  Half  Dollar  rarities  having  a  mintage  of 
12,000  pieces.  Out  of  this  original  total  a  large  percentage  of  the 
issue  was  apparently  destroyed,  lost,  or  remelted  since  the  coin's 
rarity  is  completely  out  of  line  with  its  mintage.  (Compare  1878-S 
to  circulation  strikes  of  the  1880s,  for  instance,  which  can  be  easily 
found,  for  a  price.)  For  purposes  of  tracing  provenance  only  we 
note  the  following  features:  a  small  nick  below  the  tip  of  the  branch 
on  reverse;  two  small  scrapes  in  field  between  Liberty's  left  elbow 
and  stars  2  &  3.  Housed  in  PCGS  holder  #9502333. 


831  1879  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  ring  of  iridescent  smoky  lavender 

and  blue  toning  at  the  rim  on  both  sides  leaving  the  centers  bright 
and  shimmering.  And  because  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are  both  satin 
frosted,  they  give  the  coin  a  strikingly  beautiful  cameo  effect.  This 
is  further  enhanced  by  the  mirror  fields  being  deep  and  watery,  and 
free  from  hairlines.  Proofs  totaled  1,355  in  1879.  Only  a  small  num¬ 
ber,  however,  remain  in  such  superb  condition. 


832  1879  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Frosty  white  brilliance,  untoned 
and  therefore  exhibiting  the  full  mint-fresh  vibrancy.  Fields  are 
somewhat  prooflike  in  appearance;  against  them,  the  devices  rise 
up  in  frosty  contrast.  This  year  begins  a  run  of  11  scarce  date,  low 
mintage  Seated  Halves  with  the  total  business  strikes  for  1879  com¬ 
ing  in  at  4,800  (plus  1,100  Proofs). 

833  1879  Good  5.  This  begins  a  run  of  scarce  dates  from  1879  to  1889,  a 
time  when  the  mint,  because  it  was  busy  striking  millions  of 
Morgan  Silver  Dollars,  hadn't  the  resources  to  apply  to  Half  Dollar 
and  Quarter  Dollar  mintage;  hence  the  low  issuance.  In  1879,  for 
instance,  there  were  only  4,800  business  strikes  and  1,100  Proof 
Halves  struck. 


834  1880  Impaired  Proof  50.  Cleaned,  leaving  most  of  the  mirror  sur 
face  fogged  or  nonexistent.  A  scarce  issue  nevertheless  since  there 
were  only  1,355  Proofs  made  along  with  8,400  business  strikes  in 
1880. 

835  1881  Fine  12.  Obverse  scratch.  In  keeping  with  the  low  mintage 
totals  of  the  1880s,  the  mint  struck  a  mere  10,000  business  strike 
1881  Half  Dollars. 

836  1882  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Another  outstanding  toned  Proof 
Seated  Half  Dollar.  Delectable  gold,  lavender,  and  steely  blue  ton¬ 
ing  caresses  what  are  obviously  pristine,  original  surfaces.  Liberty's 
stately  form  rests  atop  the  mirror  field  in  cameo  perfection. 

837  1882  Good  5.  Mintage:  4,400  business  strikes  and  1,100  proofs  for  a 
total  of  5,500  pieces. 

838  1883  Very  Fine  35.  With  suggestions  of  a  higher  grade.  A  scarce 
date  in  all  grades  with  its  8,000  business  strike  mintage  (plus  1,039 
Proofs  sold  to  collectors).

839  1884  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Among  dates  in  the  1880s,  1884 

stands  out  as  having  the  lowest  overall  mintage  at  875  Proofs  and 
only  4,400  business  strikes.  And  what  a  business  strike  this  is! 
Superb  in  every  way,  it  boasts  sharp  devices  including  each  star, 
splendid  luster,  and  highly  desirable  toning  in  shades  of  dusky 
golden  and  smoky  lilac-blue.  Just  the  ticket  for  the  advanced  col¬ 
lector.  The  latest  PCGS  census  (October  1994)  lists  10  examples 
graded  Mint  State  65,  with  only  3  higher. 

Breen,  in  his  own  unique  way,  described  the  scarcity  of  dates  in  the 
1880s  in  his  encyclopedia  (describing  the  silver  lobby):  “the  silver 
lobby  (representing  a  group  of  tax-free  multimillionaire  mine  own¬ 
ers),  motivated  by  that  Five  Finger  Word  (greed,  see  Glossary), 
pushed  the  Bland-AIlison  Act  into  law  over  a  presidential  veto, 
Feb.  28,  1878,  so  that  from  then  on  all  the  mints  were  required  to 
buy  huge  quantities  of  domestic  silver  bullion — at  a  price  so  high 
as  to  represent  frank  subsidy — for  coinage  only  into  silver  dollars 
(the  new  Morgan  dollars).  Why  silver  dollars  rather  than  small 
change?  Because  each  silver  dollar  was  heavier  than  two  halves, 
four  quarters,  or  10  dimes.  Quantities  mandated  were  so  immense 
that  to  fulfill  the  new  law  all  the  mints  had  to  suspend  or  abolish 
coinage  of  smaller  denominations.  This  accounts  for  the  small 
issues  of  1878  S  and  1878  CC  half  dollars,  and  for  the  tiny  mintage 
and  consequent  scarcity  of  Philadelphia  half  dollars  1879-91  (the 
majority  of  survivors  being  proofs).  Uncirculated  specimens 
(which  are  rarer  than  the  proofs)  are  generally  prooflike,  and  many 
have  been  retrieved  from  original  proof  sets  ..." 
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S40  1884  Good  5.  Mintage:  4,400  business  strikes,  875  Proofs.  Curiously, 

1884  is  scarcer  in  Good  condition  than  it  is  in  Proof!  Fewer  are 
offered  for  sale  by  auction  each  year  and  the  date  is  almost  nonex¬ 
istent  at  coin  shows  except  in  Proof. 

841  1885  Good  5.  Obverse  scratches.  Only  6,130  minted  (Proofs  and 
business  strikes  combined). 

842  1886  Fine  12.  Scratches.  Also,  cleaned.  Nonetheless,  a  very  scarce 
date  having  5,000  business  strikes  made  and  886  Proofs  for  a  total 
of  5,886. 


843  1887  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Fully  brilliant,  untoned  surfaces 

both  obverse  and  reverse.  Because  the  fields  are  semi-prooflike,  the 
devices,  which  show  a  bit  of  satin-like  frost,  seem  to  stand  forth  in 
bold  relief.  Furthermore,  they  are  in  bold  relief,  including  Liberty's 
hair,  gown,  and  shield,  as  well  as  all  thirteen  stars  placed  in  an  arc 
on  the  obverse;  the  reverse,  also,  has  exceptional  boldness  for  an 
1887-dated  Mint  State  Flalf  Dollar.  Mintage  for  this  year  was  very 
low  and  includes  5,000  business  strikes  and  710  Proofs.  Not  too 
many  exist  nowadays  with  such  mint-fresh  surfaces  as  these,  how¬ 
ever,  meaning  that  a  strong  bid  is  called  for. 


844  1888  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Dusky  purple-gray  and  iridescent 
blue  toning  on  either  side  with  the  surfaces  choice  to  gem.  In  terms 
of  overall  freshness,  this  1888  compares  favorably  with  many 
we've  seen  graded  higher.  Proof  mintage:  832. 

845  1888  Very  Good  8.  Light  to  medium  silvery  gray  color.  One  of  only 
12,001  business  strikes  and  832  Proofs  made. 

846  1889  Good  4.  Dark.  Again,  a  scarce  circulated  coin.  The  mint  struck 
12,000  pieces  intended  to  circulate  and  an  additional  711  in  Proof 
sets  for  sale  to  collectors. 

847  1890  Impaired  Proof  50.  Foggy  surfaces  from  excessive  dipping. 
The  strike  is  razor-sharp  as  befits  a  coin  that  began  its  life  in  a  Proof 
set.  In  1890  the  mint  struck  590  Proofs,  one  of  the  lowest  totals  with¬ 
in  the  Seated  Half  Dollar  type. 

848 


849  1892  Mint  State  63.  Fully  brilliant  save  for  a  bit  of  toning  around 
stars  and  letters.  A  few  faint  hairlines  do  not  allow  us  to  assign  a 
higher  grade  which  it  warrants  otherwise.  First  year  of  the  new 
type  and  always  in  demand. 

850  1894  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A  splendid  example  of  the  third  year  of 
issue  of  Barber  coinage.  Liberty  and  the  eagle,  which  come  nicely 
frosted,  provide  two-tone  contrast  against  the  reflective  back¬ 
ground.  Any  toning  is  light  and  semi-opaque.  The  mint  struck  972 
Proofs  this  year. 

851  1895-S  ANA  cachet  graded  Fine  12. 


852  1897  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  One  of  the  most  majestically  toned 

Proofs  of  this  date  bidders  will  ever  have  the  opportunity  of  bid¬ 
ding  on.  Deep  purples  and  blues  cover  both  sides  suggesting  long¬ 
term  storage  in  the  original  mint  tissue  paper.  The  few  original 
Proof  sets  sold  in  recent  years  had  just  this  sort  of  toning  and  it  is, 
without  mincing  words,  exquisite!  Proof  mintage  in  1897  was  731; 
there  are  currently  24  in  this  category  according  to  the  PCGS  roster.

853  1900  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Superb!  Lovely  purple-gray  and  steely 

blue  toning.  Although  our  consignor  does  not  so  designate,  we 
have  every  reason  to  believe  this  remarkable  Proof  Barber  Half 
Dollar  traces  to  one  of  the  mint-fresh  Proof  sets  that  came  up  for 
sale  in  1991  and  1992.  They  had  similar  fabulous  toning  and  pris¬ 
tine  quality  like  this,  although  only  a  few  received  such  a  high 
grade.  The  mint  produced  912  Proofs  in  1900,  and  NGC  has  grad¬ 
ed  6  this  high,  and  1  higher. 


1892  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  First  year  of  issue  and  a  frosty 
white  gem.  Full  strike  on  stars,  portrait,  and  eagle  combine  with 
snowy  luster  to  produce  an  effective  combination. 
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854  1900  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Splendid  cameo  Gem  replete  with 
frosted  devices  and  mirror-finish  fields.  One  or  two  faint  hairlines 
on  the  cheek  separate  it  from  Proof  70  perfection.  The  mint  struck 
912  Proof  Barber  Halves  in  1900.  Today  there  are  only  small  num¬ 
bers  available  in  choice  to  gem,  with  PCGS  having  graded  27  Proof 
65s  (and  12  higher). 

855  1908  Brilliant  Proof  60.  A  few  light  slide  marks  on  cheek. 
Beautifully  toned  in  shades  of  gold,  golden  brown,  and  steel  blue. 
The  devices,  because  they  are  frosted,  provide  a  wonderful  contrast 
to  the  mirror  fields.  Only  545  Proofs  issued  this  year,  all  of  them 
included  in  the  sets  (none  sold  separately). 

856  1909  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Dusky  gold,  gray,  and  lilac  toning  on 
either  side  with  surfaces  very  choice,  approaching  absolute  gem 
quality.  As  with  other  dates  from  the  turn  of  the  century,  mintage 
was  decidedly  low,  to  be  exact,  650. 


857  1911  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  multihued  toning;  shades  of 

steel-blue  and  amber  gold  with  others  too  numerous,  too  subtle  to 
describe.  View  it  yourself  if  at  all  possible  to  see  why  we  think  the 
piece  will  realize  a  price  in  advance  of  typical  Proof  65  quality.  The 
mint  struck  only  543  for  sale  to  collectors;  all  went  into  the  Proof 
Sets,  so  any  singles  that  are  offered  ultimately  trace  back  to  this 
source.  A  treasure  for  the  coin  connoisseur. 

■858  1912  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  May  have  been  dipped.  Brilliant,  untoned 

surfaces  with  a  few  hairlines  (none  major).  The  strike  is  sharp 
throughout,  including  the  stars  and  eagle's  claws.  Proof  Barber 
Half  Dollars  were  struck  in  very  limited  numbers  each  year;  in 
1912,  for  instance,  there  were  only  700  produced. 

859  1913  Good  4.  Low  mintage  date.  Lot  of  24  coins. 

860  1913  Good  4.  Another  group.  Lot  of  23  coins. 

861  1913  Good  4.  Most  have  full  rims.  Lot  of  24  coins. 

862  1914  Good  4.  Most  of  these  key  pieces  have  full  rims.  Lot  of  17 
coins. 


863  1915  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Iridescent  gold,  lavender,  and  blue- 
steel  toning  on  both  sides,  with  devices  nicely  frosted.  Charles  E. 
Barber's  classic  design  was  a  featured  part  of  the  American  scene 
from  1892  until  1915.  In  this  final  year  of  issue,  the  mint  produced 
only  450  Proofs  for  inclusion  in  Proof  sets.  None  were  sold  indi¬ 
vidually,  outside  of  the  sets.  NGC  reports  17  graded  and  6  higher. 

864  1915  Good  4.  Another  group  with  low  mintage.  Lot  of  23  coins. 

865  1915-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  gorgeous  specimen,  fresh 
and  resonating  with  original  mint  bloom.  There  is  a  light  band  of 
golden  toning  on  the  obverse  but  otherwise  the  fields  are  brilliant, 
flashy,  and  attractive.  A  first-rate  gem!  Certainly  worthy  of  a  bid  in 
excess  of  current  market  quotes.

12.  Lot  of  63  pieces.

868  1916  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Downright  gorgeous  silver-blue 

luster  with  delicate  pastel  color.  This  has  to  be  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  1916  Half  Dollars  on  the  market  today;  and  we  expect  to 
see  bidders  running  it  up  to  a  new  high  for  the  grade. 

United  States  silver  coins  of  1916  possess  unusual  "textured"  lus¬ 
ter — unusual  and  very,  very  alluring.  Such  luster  is  especially  nice 
on  high-end  Uncirculated  examples  like  the  present  coin. 
Compared  to  later  issues  which  sport  more  typical  mint  frost,  these 
early  dates  are  in  a  class  all  their  own.  Any  collector  who  is  famil¬ 
iar  with  them  may  find  it  rewarding  to  add  a  few  to  his  collection. 
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869  1916  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Under  the  American  system  of 

grading,  this  1916  has  been  assigned  "Mint  State  66"  while  under 
the  European  system  is  would  be  described  F.D.C.  from  the  French 
"fleur 'd  coin"  which  translates,  roughly,  as  incredibly  superb!  The 
exclamation  point  is  implied  in  the  term  F.D.C.  and  it  is  certainly 
warranted  here!  As  of  the  time  this  catalog  was  being  prepared,  the 
grading  services  had  seen  the  following  numbers  of  high-end  1916 
Half  Dollars:  39  graded,  with  1  higher. 

(In  assessing  the  history  of  Adolph  A.  Weinman's  Walking  Liberty 
coinage.  Mint  authorities  knew  well  that  the  Weinman  design, 
despite  its  great  artistic  merits,  no  matter  how  thorough  mint 
engraver  Charles  E.  Barber's  original  attempts  to  reduce  relief,  was 
technically  unsatisfactory:  areas  of  highest  relief  still  opposed  relief 
areas  on  the  other  side.  In  a  desperate  effort  to  make  the  striking 
quality  even  marginally  acceptable.  Assistant  Engraver  George  T. 
Morgan  in  1918  modified  the  obverse,  details  of  garment  at  throat 
are  incised.  The  present  1916  is  one  of  the  few  fully  struck  examples 
left.) 


870  1916-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Golden  brown  toning  at  the 

rim;  mint  brilliance  throughout.  Another  superb  1916  Half  Dollar, 
this  time  from  the  Denver  Mint  which  had  similar  mintage  to 
Philadelphia  Mint.  Surfaces  are  pristine  and  original,  without 
marks  or  disturbance  and  instead  displaying  rare  vibrancy. 


We  have  put  these  exemplary  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  in  a 
separate  section  to  highlight  their  importance,  their  out-of-the- 
ordinary  high  quality.  In  the  instance  of  this  1916-D,  NGC  reports 
only  6  graded,  with  none  higher. 


871  1916-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Another  spectacular  1916-D 

from  a  consignor  who  spent  many  long  months  putting  together 
this  extraordinary  date  run  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars.  Similar 
to  the  others  being  offered,  it  boasts  a  very  sharp  strike  on  all 
devices,  including  the  centers  (which  mainly  come  weak). 
Additionally,  there  is  attractive  and  original  toning  on  both  sides. 
In  the  latest  NGC  census  report  we  find  6  graded  and  none  higher; 
PCGS  has  seen  a  further  10  examples  with,  again,  none  higher. 
Therefore,  among  the  finest  known. 


872  1916-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Only  a  hair's  breadth  less 
vibrant  than  the  preceding  Mint  State  66  and  a  flashy,  naturally 
toned  specimen  in  its  own  right.  The  centers  could  be  slightly 
stronger,  but  no  improvement  is  possible  in  the  sleek,  bagmark-free 
fields.  As  with  other  1916-dated  issues,  the  rims  are  broad  and 
sqaure.  The  make  an  attractive  border  around  the  central  lettering 
and  devices. 

873  1916-S  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  full  95%  original  mint  bloom 
with  light  golden  color. 

874  1917  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Beautiful  pinkish  and  gold  toning 
on  the  obverse  expanding  into  vibrant  greenish  gold  for  the  reverse 
with  dabs  of  pastel  blue  and  pink.  To  say  the  toning  is  astounding 
would  be  understatement;  for  rarely  do  we  get  the  chance  to  offer 
such  a  resplendent  1917.  Throw  away  the  price  guides  when  figur¬ 
ing  your  bids  since  it  will  take  iron  nerves  to  wrest  it  away  from  the 
competition. 

875  1917  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Medium  to  deep  golden  red  and 
charcoal  gray  color,  almost  iridescent  in  its  sheen.  A  broad,  square 
rim  complements  the  boldly  rendered  central  devices. 


876  1917-D  Obverse  Mintmark.  Mint  State  63.  Minor  scuffing  on 

eagle's  wing  and  leg;  without  this  bit  of  impairment,  a  sharp,  lus¬ 
trous,  attractive  specimen  and  prized  for  its  mintmark's  location 
below  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  obverse. 
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877  1917-D  Reverse  Mintmark.  Mint  State  63.  Another  outstanding 

specimen  and  a  coin  boasting  attractive  lilac-blue  silvery  toning  on 
either  side.  This  is  the  second  variety  struck  at  the  Denver  Mint  in 
1917.  The  year  began  with  the  mintmark  on  the  obverse  but  then  it 
was  decided  to  place  the  small  D  in  an  inconspicuous  place  on  the 
reverse.  There  it  remained  until  the  end  of  the  design  in  1947. 


881  1918  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Another  first-rate  Walking 

Liberty,  this  time  having  silvery  white  luster  beneath  neutral  gray 
and  browish  gold  toning.  Bold  devices  predominate.  This  includes 
a  full  head  and  hand,  clearly  defined  skirt  lines  (which  on  pre-1921 
Halves  often  come  fuzzy),  and  an  unimprovable,  unimpeachable, 
impeccable  eagle.  Combine  it  all  together  and  you  get  a  splendifer¬ 
ous  specimen. 


878  1917-D  Reverse  Mintmark.  About  Uncirculated  50. 


879  1917-S  Obverse  mintmark.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Light 

color  from  natural  toning  processes,  the  underlying  fields  and 
devices  come  very  close  to  perfection.  More  importantly,  there  is  no 
weakness  in  the  strike  but  rather  a  full  head  on  Liberty,  an  ade¬ 
quate  thumb-split,  and  resplendent  eagle.  A  handsome  offering.

880  1917-S  Reverse  Mintmark.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Just  a 

whisper  of  toning  at  the  rims.  Otherwise,  a  blizzard  of  snowy  white 
mint  frost  greets  the  eye  when  this  coin  is  viewed  under  direct 
lighting;  in  fact,  it  may  shine  with  a  hidden  glow  all  its  own,  what 
with  the  surface  being  is  so  pristine  fresh.  Whatever  the  case,  any 
serious  collector  of  Walking  Liberty  Halves  will  want  to  view  it 
beforehand  so  as  to  ascertain  its  standing  in  the  overall  spectrum  of 
specimens  of  its  date  and  grade.

For  assistance  here  is  the  latest  NGC  census  as  of  cataloging 
time:  7  graded,  none  higher. 


882  1918-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Dazzling  mint  brilliance  with 

just  the  beginnings  of  toning.  Strike  is  above  average  save  for  a  typ¬ 
ical  head  on  Liberty,  while  the  fields  show  almost  no  marks  what¬ 
soever.  As  with  the  other  superb  Gem  Uncirculated  Walking 
Liberty  Halves  in  this  section,  this  1918-S  is  a  cut  above. 
Furthermore,  it  is  one  of  only  10  graded  by  PCGS  as  of  October 
1994  (per  their  Population  Report).  Significantly,  there  are  none  high¬ 
er.  In  fact,  other  than  for  certain  Philadelphia  Mint  issues  prior  to 
1934,  the  mintmarked  dates  are  all  extremely  rare  in  Mint  State  65 
or  better  condition  as  evidenced  by  the  low  populations. 

(The  year  1918  saw  a  design  modification  to  the  collar  on  Liberty's 
gown.  It  was  redesigned  and  broadened.  Also,  ray  8  from  the  sun 
is  now  centered  between  rays  7  &  9.  Before  it  had  been  out  of  align¬ 
ment  and  closer  to  ray  7.  There  is  an  incuse  border  at  the  top  edge 
of  the  ground  line  from  date  to  sun  and  the  motto  was  changed  to 
taller,  thinner,  more  widely  spaced  letters.  Each  of  these  design 
modifications  was  an  attempt  to  improve  the  appearance  and  strik¬ 
ing  quality  of  the  coin.) 
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883  1918-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  fabulous  specimen,  glowing 

with  radiant  luster  from  head  to  toe  of  Liberty  and  without  the 
usual  problems  like  marks  or  stains.  Furthermore,  the  strike  is 
much  better  than  average  for  1918-S  and  includes  a  visible  thumb 
split  on  Liberty's  hand  where  it  crosses  her  body.  This  being  one  of 
the  highest  points  on  the  coin  is  seldom  found  sharp.  NGC  reports 
only  9  in  this  category,  and  none  higher,  causing  us  to  assign  a  low 
population  advisory  to  all  interested  parties.

884  1919  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Dusky  gold  and  gray-brown  ton¬ 
ing,  evenly  balanced  on  obverse  and  reverse  and  so  giving  the  coin 
a  sense  of  aristocratic  dignity.  And  as  a  matter  of  fact,  1919  is  one  of 
the  key  dates  in  the  series.  Mintage  at  each  mint  this  year  was 
smaller  than  before,  while  survival  was,  if  anything  even  more  hit- 
or-miss  than  any  date  except  1921.  That  this  1919  Philadelphia  Mint 
specimen  escaped  the  vississitudes  of  time  is  obvious  to  all.  Its 
fields  are  immaculate;  its  strike,  second  to  none,  and  that  it  has 
achieved  the  enviable  grade  of  Mint  State  65  from  this  strict  grad¬ 
ing  service  is  a  testament  to  its  high  quality.

Evidence  of  light,  old  cleaning,  but 
more  than  90%  of  the  mint  bloom  still  adheres.  A  scarce  date  in 
upper  grades.

886  1919-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  deep  golden  red  toning

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88S  1920  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Incredible  deep  purple-brown 

and  gold  toning  on  both  sides,  deepening  as  it  reaches  the  rim.  The 
strike,  for  want  of  a  better  word,  is  unbelievable.  We  say  this 
because  most  Walking  Liberty  Halves  in  the  'teens  and  'twenties 
are  found  weak  in  areas,  especially  the  centers.  This  1920 
Philadelphia  Mint  specimen,  by  contrast,  exhibits  a  full  head  on 
Liberty  as  well  as  split  thumb  and  clear  drapery  lines  down  the  leg. 
As  well,  the  eagle  beneath  its  blanket  of  beautiful  toning  struts 
proudly,  boldly  forward,  each  feather  on  the  chest  and  legs  clearly 
delineated.

immaculate  fields  and  devices.  Such  radiance  in  a  Half  Dollar  from 
1920  is  uncommon;  in  this  instance  it  gives  the  coin  an  agreeable 
look.  The  spotless  surface  is  further  enhanced  by  a  dab  of  golden 
color  at  the  periphery.  Fresh,  superb,  a  coin  that  would  flatter  any 
high  quality  set  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars. 


891  1920-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Pale  golden  pink  toning  on  the 

obverse  and  a  small  band  of  opaque  silver-gray  covers  portions  of 
the  eagle's  wing  feathers  on  the  reverse.  We  draw  your  attention 
specifically  to  the  strike  on  Liberty  and  the  eagle  since,  unlike  that 
seen  in  most  instances,  the  strike  is  exceedingly  bold,  almost  the 
sharpness  of  the  later  Proofs,  in  fact.  The  latest  population  figures 
are  these:  20  graded  by  NGC,  and  1  higher,  with  21  graded  by 
PCGS,  and,  again,  1  higher.

892  1921-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Deep  red  and  aburn-gold  color 

on  a  base  of  antique  silver-gray.  The  central  portion  of  the  reverse, 
having  escaped  toning  entirely,  is  spotlight  white.  As  is  almost  uni¬ 
versal  with  this  sterling  consignment,  the  seller  purchased  only 
those  coins  that  resided  at  the  high  end  of  their  grade  category. 
Because  of  this  we  feel  it  only  fair  to  warn  bidders  not  to  expect  to 
purchase  it  at  anywhere  near  the  listed  quotations. 

(With  the  change  to  1920-dated  dies  the  mint  altered  the  design  of 
the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  somewhat.  Liberty's  cap  has  now 
been  redesigned  with  more  grooves  at  the  back  and  a  larger  fold  at 
the  top.  In  addition,  the  ground  line  from  date  to  sun  has  been 
given  a  sharp  raised  edge.  Finally,  the  outer  edge  of  the  flag  curl  by 
the  knee  has  also  had  a  raised  border  added  to  it.)

893  1923-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Similar  overall  to  the  blazing 

1920-S  offered  a  few  Lots  ago,  and  similarly  evidence  of  unques¬ 
tioned  originality.  Barring  a  few  light  "ticks"  on  the  lower  leg,  the 
surface  is  essentially  perfect.  Something  perhaps  worth  mentioning 
as  well  is  the  very  low  PCGS  census  in  this  illustrious  condition.  To 
date  (October  1994)  the  service  has  seen  only  13  examples,  and  1 
higher.  No  more  than  one  or  two  could  equal  this  coin's  extrava¬ 
gant  brilliance,  however.

894  1927-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  twin  in  overall  mint  origi¬ 

nality  to  the  1923-S,  and  a  rarity  in  its  own  right  in  this  condition. 
Surfaces  are  brilliant  and  glowing,  being  free  from  the  usual  sur¬ 
face  marks.  Additionally,  all  devices  show  above-average  detail, 
including  an  almost  full  head  on  Liberty  and  complete  skirt  lines. 
There  have  been  26  examples  graded  by  NGC  and  PCGS  com¬ 
bined,  though  curiously  (or  not  so  curiously)  none  have  been  graded 
higher. 

(With  the  introduction  of  the  1927  issue  the  mint  redesigned  the 
drapery  lines  at  and  below  Liberty's  right  shoulder  by  putting 
them  into  stronger  relief;  there  is  also  a  strong  incuse  border 
around  the  flag  and  curl  below  Liberty's  right  arm,  separating  it 
from  the  lower  level  of  the  flag.) 


895  1928-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Original  light  gray  color  with 

mint  silver-blue  sheen.  A  coin  offering  an  appreciable  advantage 
over  others  of  its  period  in  being  free  from  bagging  and — this  is 
key — having  great  eye-appeal.  The  balanced  composition  is  height¬ 
ened  by  understated  toning  and  overabundance  of  spotless  luster. 
NGC  lists  19  graded,  none  higher. 


896  1929-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Silvery  blue  iridescence  from 

combined  natural  toning  and  frosty  mint  perfection.  About  as 
handsome  a  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  of  this  date  and  mint  as  is 
ever  found  and  a  coin  of  genuine  beauty.  Scarce,  too,  since  only  82 
have  been  graded  by  the  service  (7  higher). 


897  1929-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Another  outstanding  speci¬ 

men,  naturally  toned  and  bereft  of  the  usual  small  bagmarks.  In 
short,  a  superb  gem. 


898  1929-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Another  flashy  specimen  of 
this  elusive  date  and  a  coin  boasting  peripheral  color  with  centers 
bright.  Superb! 

899  1929-D  Mint  State  60+.  Pale  silver-white  toning.  Liberty  has  a  full 
thumb. 


900  1929-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  mate  to  the  preceding  1929- 

S  and  earlier  1929-D  examples  and  a  first-rate  example.  For  the 
great  majority  of  collectors,  none  will  ever  see  (let  alone  have  an 
opportunity  of  bidding  on)  a  Gem  Uncirculated  1929-S  Walking 
Liberty  Half  Dollar.  Because  of  this  fact  it  behooves  every  serious 
buyer  to  weigh  his  bids  carefully  in  order  to  insure  a  position  at  the 
auction  starting  gate. 
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901  1929-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Although  1929-S  has  a  slight¬ 

ly  larger  mintage  than  1929-D  it  is,  for  some  reason,  less  represent¬ 
ed  in  the  upper  grades  in  PCGS's  Population  Report  for  October 
1994.  Only  66  reported  graded  (12  higher).  The  present  example 
boasts  natural  light  toning  and  no  imperfections  of  any  sort,  and 
has  thoroughly  earned  its  grade.

902  1933-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  resoundingly  beautiful, 

flashy,  white  and  vibrant  1933-S  Half  Dollar.  Surfaces  are  clean  as 
can  be,  lacking  any  imperfections  such  as  carbon  spots  or  heavy 
nicks.  In  their  place  one  finds  luster  par  excellence.  Those  collectors 
who  esteem  this  well-respected  series  will  want  to  place  a  bid.

903  1933-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Outstanding  mint  "flash"  and 

only  a  small  amount  of  toning  held  almost  exclusively  to  the 
reverse.  If  a  sharper  1933-S  exists  we  have  never  seen  it;  the  head 
and  hand  of  Liberty  are  incredibly  bold  (we  challenge  anyone  to 
view  them  beneath  magnification  and  find  any  weakness).  As  to 
the  glittering  fields,  they  are  irreproachable.  The  grading  services 
report  having  graded  33  Mint  State  66  examples  and  only  4  higher. 


904  1934  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Light  original  toning 
complements  sleek  and  frosty  mint  luster  with  nary  a  mark  to  catch 
your  eye,  and  nothing  but  acres  of  rolling  originality.  This  is  not  a 
rare  date  per  se,  but  in  this  condition,  with  these  outstanding  sur¬ 
faces  and  devices,  it  comes  close  to  being  a  great  grade  rarity  and 
should  be  weighed  with  this  in  mind.

908  1936  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb  white  luster  and  glitter¬ 
ing  fields!

909  1938  PCGS  graded  Proof  68.  Superb!  Incredible  surface  originality 

and  metallic-like  toning  in  shades  of  gold,  reddish  sunset,  sea- 
green,  and  blue.  PCGS  reports  only  5  graded  this  high,  with  none 
higher  and  little  chance  of  there  being  many  more  to  come  along  in 
years  hence.  Consider  it,  then,  as  one  of  the  most  astounding 
Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  of  all  time  and  give  it  the  reasoned  bit 
it  has  earned. 
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910  1938-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Key  date  and  a  coin  boasting 
rich,  deep,  golden  brown  and  reddish  purple  toning,  in  a  ring 
around  the  obverse  but  pretty  much  encompassing  the  reverse. 
Possibly  this  resulted  from  the  coin  having  been  stored  in  an  album 
for  many  years,  since  such  album  toning  is  typical.  A  scarce  coin; 
original  mintage  of  491,600. 

911  1939  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Characteristic  toning  haze  from  the 
cellophane  sieve  in  which  it  came  from  the  mint.  A  gem. 


912  1939-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Outstanding  surfaces 
and  glistening  silvery  white  luster  with  a  faint  bluish  sheen.  One  of 
the  highest  graded,  there  being  only  6  in  this  PCGS  category,  with 
none  higher.  Therefore,  low  population. 

913  1940  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Light  toning  in  areas  but  mostly  bril¬ 
liant.  All  of  the  coin  artist's  magic  is  here  revealed  in  razor-sharp 
detail. 

914  1940-S  Mint  State  63.  Attractive  brilliant  surfaces. 

915  1941  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Brilliant  surfaces  with  the  barest  hint 
of  toning  from  the  cellophane  sleeve  in  which  it  was  no  doubt 
stored  before  being  graded.  In  every  respect  a  superb  specimen  and 
fit  for  a  top-end  collection,  either  of  Walking  Liberty  Halves  or  20th 
Century  Type. 

916  1941  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Another  superb  Proof  Walking  Liberty 
Half  Dollar  from  this  collection  of  exceptional  pieces. 

917  1941  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Natural  toning  as  it  arose  from  long  stor¬ 
age  in  the  mint-provided  cellophane  sleeve.  A  gem. 

918  1941  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Brilliant,  flashy,  unim¬ 
peachable  quality.  A  top-end  specimen  that  typifies  this  exciting 
run  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars. 

919  1942  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Light  gray  and  lilac  toning.  Fields  and 
devices  pristine. 

920  1942- S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Well  struck  at  centers  with  all 
but  the  hand  full  (and  the  hand  rarely  comes  with  split  thumb  on 
later-date  issues,  especially  those  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint).  A 
gem,  in  other  words,  and  surely  worth  bidding  on. 

921  1943  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Like  the  1941  Mint  State  67 
offered  in  another  Lot,  a  superb,  indeed  spectacular,  Walking 
Liberty  Half  Dollar.  Surfaces  brilliant;  strike,  razor-sharp. 

922  Set  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars,  1916  to  1947-P,D.  Good  4  to 
About  Uncirculated  50.  Mostly  average  circulated.  Lot  of  65  coins.

934  1794  Flowing  Hair.  Bolender-1.  NGC  graded  Very  Fine 

35.  America's  first  Silver  Dollar.  Pleasing  light  to  medium 
silver-gray  color,  this  is  one  of  the  very  few  examples 
struck  before  the  dies  became  misaligned.  All  stars  on  the 
left  as  well  as  the  first  two  digits  of  the  date  are  present  (as 
contrasted  to  the  majority  of  those  known  which  are  weak 
in  these  areas).  Furthermore,  there  are  adjustment  marks. 
While  adjusting  lines  were  common  on  early  silver  and 
gold  issues,  collectors  prefer  their  coins  without  these.  The 
current  1794  will  therefore  elicit  more  bidding  pressure 
than  it  would  otherwise  and  we  expect  to  see  a  broad  smile 
on  the  face  of  the  successful  new  owner. 

America's  first  government-sanctioned  Silver  Dollar,  the 
1794,  has  a  wealth  of  history  behind  it.  This  in  the  words 
of  Q.  David  Bowers  from  his  two-volume  encyclopedia  on 
Silver  Dollars:  "The  Mint  Act  of  April  2,1792  authorized 
the  production  of  silver  dollars  of  416  grains  weight,  with 
silver  content  of  371.25  grains,  equivalent  to.89243  fine. 
The  remaining  metal  was  to  be  copper,  added  for  strength. 
Such  coins  were  intended  to  circulate  at  par  with  Mexican 
and  other  Spanish-American  silver  "dollars"  (of  the  eight 
reales  denomination)  which  were  common  in  the  states  at 
the  time.  Indeed,  earlier  the  Continental  Congress  had 
denominated  its  paper  currency  in  Spanish  milled  dollars. 
The  framers  of  the  Mint  Act  of  1792,  mindful  of  Alexander 
Hamilton's  Report  of  January  28,  1791,  chose  the  gross 
weight  of  416  grains  and  the  pure  silver  content  of  371-1  /4 
grains  for  the  sil  ver  dollar,  and  other  silver  coins  in  prepa¬ 
ration,  to  match  the  average  weight  of  Carolus  dollars  then 
in  circulation,  and  to  exceed  the  middle  fineness  Hamilton 
had  specified.  (Hamilton  had  specified  pure  silver  content 
as  ranging  from  374  grains  to  371  to  368,  corresponding  to 
899,.8918  and.8846  Fine.)  No  one  knew  the  official  Spanish 
fineness  (65/72=902-7/9  or.90278),  but  the  actual  Spanish 
dollars  were  not  then  coined  in  that  quality."  Only  1,758 
were  struck  in  1794.

Uncirculated  55.  Matte  surfaces  free  from  the  usual  nicks  and 
scuffs;  there  is  moderate  adjusting  visible  on  the  reverse  rim  and 
across  portions  of  the  eagle.  Full  strong  hair  on  Liberty,  which  is 
unusual  with  1795  Flowing  Hair  and  therefore  makes  this  an  excel¬ 
lent  choice  for  one's  Type  Set.  The  three-leaves-under-wing  die  of 
Bolender-6  but  die  has  been  lapped,  shortening  all  of  the  curls.  A 
fourth  leaf  has  been  added  to  the  cluster  under  the  first  S  in 
STATES:  diagnostic.

PCGS  grad¬ 
ed  Very  Good  10.  A  very  scarce  variety  (Breen  #5363)  with  2  leaves 
beneath  the  wings,  berries  arranged  9-8  and  the  final  star  well 
beneath  the  bust.  Pleasing  antique  silver  color  and  no  rim  prob¬ 
lems.

A  coin  featuring  upwards  of 
80%  original  untoned  mint  bloom  and  very  scarce,  not  to  say  rare, 
in  this  condition.  All  hair  well  defined  save  for  weakness  at  the 
"lovelock"  curl  below  the  ear;  on  the  reverse,  the  wreath  is  coom- 
plete  and  most  of  the  eagle's  breast  feathers  show.  This  area, 
because  it  most  often  comes  weakly  struck,  was  probably  the  cause 
of  the  mint  changing  the  design  over  to  the  more  honorific  Heraldic 
Eagle  type  beginning  in  1798  on  Silver  Dollars.  A  first-rate  speci¬ 
men  and  among  the  finest  known  of  this  type. 

In  the  admiring  words  of  Q.  David  Bowers  (from  his  Silver  Dollar 
encyclopedia):  "The  15-star  count  on  the  obverse  (the  type  of  '95 
and  '96)  makes  the  1795  BB-81  variety  especially  desirable  as  a 
major  type.  All  other  1798  obverses,  regardless  of  reverse  type, 
have  the  standard  13  stars.  The  use  of  the  much  mated  Small 
Letters  reverse  die  with  this  unusual  obverse  lends  further  interest. 
Here,  indeed,  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  varieties  among  early 
dollars."  NGC  holder  #242408-005. 


941  1798  Bolender-13.  Rarity-1. 10  arrows  in  claw.  NGC  graded  About 

Uncirculated  58.  Brilliant  surfaces  that  retain  in  excess  of  50%  of 
their  original  mint  bloom.  And,  except  for  minor  adjustment  marks 
on  the  shield,  surfaces  are  pristine,  without  blemishing  marks  or 
impurity  streaks.  An  excellent  piece  for  displaying  the  Draped 
Bust,  Heraldic  Eagle  type. 


942  1798  Bolender-14b.  Rarity-5.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Terminal  die  state 

of  this  scarce  coin  in  which  the  7th  star  and  L  in  LIBERTY  nearly 
obliterated  from  heavy  die  breakage.  Lustrous,  sharply  impressed, 
and  lacking  the  usual  rim  marks.  Should  excite  the  Bust  Dollar  die 
variety  specialist.

Extremely  Fine  40.  A  very  scarce  issue  struck  early  in  the  year 
before  the  mint  introduced  its  revised  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse. 
Other  than  for  a  very  shallow  bump  on  the  reverse,  the  rims  are 
pleasing  free  of  the  usual  marks;  and  the  few  adjustment  marks

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952  1800  Bolender-12.  Rarity-2.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Strong  strike  and 
with  luster  in  the  protected  areas  around  the  legends  and  within 
Liberty's  hair  and  the  eagle's  feathers.  A  very  attractive  offering 
because  it  is  completely  free  of  marks,  rim  problems,  or  discol¬ 
oration.  Most  easily  recognized  by  a  die  dot  inside  the  lower  part 
of  E  in  UNITED.  Also,  the  R  in  LIBERTY  is  double  cut  and  the  stars 
well-formed. 

953  1800  Bolender-19.  Rarity-2.  AMERICAI  variety.  Very  Fine  30. 

Irregular  gray  toning  with  fingerprints.  Surfaces  are  above-average 
in  being  free  from  marks  and  the  rims  are  similarly  choice.  The 
extra  "I"  after  AMERICA  is  believed  to  be  a  die  flaw  or  engraver's 
scratch  in  the  die,  and  it  is  one  of  the  more  sought-after  varieties.

962  1847  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Superb  mirror  reflectiveness 

offsets  the  cameo  devices  of  this  handsome  Proof  rarity.  The 
stars,  letters,  and  other  devices  exhibit  razor-sharpness 
throughout,  evidence  of  the  coin  having  been  struck  twice 
by  the  dies  as  in  other  Proofs  issued  by  the  American  gov¬ 
ernment.  The  coin  has  acquired  equally  superb  toning  to 
complete  the  picture  of  fresh  originality.  Purple-gray  to 
steel  blue  deepens  at  the  rim  leaving  the  centers  lighter  and 
thus  enhancing  the  two-tone  cameo  effect.  In  short,  it  is  a 
supremely  beautiful  specimen  and  among  the  top  exam¬ 
ples  known.  NGC  and  PCGS  have  graded  a  total  of  9  Proofs 
of  this  year  in  all  categories,  with  those  listed  as  Proof  64 
represented  by  4  specimens.  There  is  a  single  example  high¬ 
er  (NGC  Proof  65).  (For  purposes  of  tracing  this  coin  in  the 
future  we  give  the  NGC  holder  number:  234584-009.) 

Bowers,  in  his  two-volume  compendium  on  Silver  Dollars, 
has  this  to  say  about  1847:  "In  my  experience,  the  1847 
Proof  dollar  is  exceedingly  rare,  although  not  quite  in  the 
class  of  1841  or  1843,  but  slightly  rarer  than  1844.  However, 
PCGS  and  NGC  population  data  (as  of  December  1991) 
suggest  that  it  may  be  more  on  a  par  with  the  "common" 
1846,  something  which  I  cannot  believe.  It  may  be  that  the 
certification  data  represent  the  same  coin(s)  being  resub¬ 
mitted  in  hope  of  attaining  a  higher  grade,  or  it  may  be  one 
of  those  numismatic  anomalies  in  which  a  great  rarity 
appears  on  the  market  several  times  within  a  short  period." 

Several  high-end  Proofs  have  sold  or  appeared  at  auction  in 
recent  years,  including  these:  (1)  Auction  '90:1150,  NGC 
Proof  64,  $29,000;  (2-3)  Stack's  10/92:588  and  589;  (4)  our 
7/93:555,  NGC  Proof  65;  (5)  Bowers  1/94:1284,  PCGS  Proof 
64,  $23,100.  Obverse:  Date  about  centered  and  not  deeply 
impressed  into  the  die.  Left  base  of  1  over  space  between 
border  denticles.  Reverse  of  1840-1850  described  under 
1840).  Walter  H.  Breen  reports  that  in  this  use  the  reverse 
sometimes  has  a  faint  line  from  D  in  UNITED  to  eagle's 
wing  tip  to  beak.

965  1850-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Tied  with  one  other 

for  finest  graded.  A  frosty  and  brilliant  specimen  featuring 
golden-brown  to  blue  toning  at  the  periphery.  Most  stars 
either  rounded  or  flat;  however,  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are 
very  sharp  for  the  issue,  including  full  leg  feathers  and  claw 
on  the  eagle  which  usually  are  seen  weak.  A  bit  of  rounding 
on  the  feathers  of  the  bird's  neck  are  to  be  expected  as  this 
area  is  opposite  a  high  point  on  the  obverse. 

Among  Seated  Dollars,  1850-0  has  long  been  revered  as  a 
rarity.  There  were  only  40,000  struck  and  most,  it  seems,  cir¬ 
culated  heavily.  The  average  grade  seen  is  no  better  than 
Good  or  Very  Good.  The  latest  NGC  and  PCGS  population 
numbers  at  catalog  time  express  this  coin's  profound  rarity 
in  mint  state  64:  2  graded  (one  by  each  service)  with  none 
higher. 

We  include  the  following  paragraphs  from  Bowers'  recent¬ 
ly  published  Silver  Dollar  encyclopedia  and  recommend 
that  all  serious  Seated  Dollar  collectors  purchase  the  two 
books.  The  expenditure  will  be  well  worth  it: 

"Circulated  grades:  Worn  examples  of  the  1850-0  dollar 
are  fairly  plentiful  today  up  through  and  including  the  Very 
Fine  level.  EF  pieces  are  scarce,  and  AU  specimens  are  fair¬ 
ly  rare.  The  issue  has  always  been  popular,  due  to  the  O 
mintmark  (one  of  just  four  Liberty  Seated  dollar  varieties 
made  in  New  Orleans)  and  due  to  the  desirability  of  the 
1850  date,  some  of  which  aura  is  transferred  from  the  con¬ 
siderably  rarer  Philadelphia  Mint  coins  of  the  same  year. 
Over  the  years  numismatic  opinions  have  varied  widely 
concerning  the  1850-0,  with  some  writers  calling  it  rarity  in 
any  and  all  grades.  Mint  State  grades:  If  you  want  a  Mint 
State  1850-0  dollar  for  your  collection,  I  suggest  that  you 
compromise  and  acquire  an  EF  or  AU  instead,  at  least  an 
interim  strategy,  for  it  may  be  years,  if  ever,  until  you  can 
buy  a  nice  Mint  State  coin.  Examples  are  few  and  far 
between.  The  Lorich  study:  Bruce  Lorich,  in  The  Gobrecht 
Journal,  March  1979,  noted  that  he  had  reviewed  100  years 
of  auction  appearances  and  concluded  that  Uncirculated 
1850-0  dollars  appeared  at  auction  less  often  than  did  1844, 
1848,  1851,  1852,  1859-S,  1870-CC,  1872-CC,  1872-S,  and 
1873-CC  in  the  same  grade.  In  fact,  in  Uncirculated  condi¬ 
tion  only  four  Liberty  Seated  dollar  issues  (out  of  the  totral 
of  45  struck)  appeared  at  auction  in  my  study,  less  often 
than  the  1850-0.  These  were  1855, 1870-S,  1871-CC,  and  the 
non-existenet  1873-S.  Lorich  found  three  times  as  many 
Uncirculated  1846-0  dollars  (themselves  rare)  as  1850-Os, 
nine  times  as  many  Uncirculated  1859-0  dollars,  and  eight 
times  as  many  Uncirculated  1860-Os.  Most  of  the  auctions 
consulted  occurred  before  the  government  released  its  sil¬ 
ver  dollar  hoard  in  the  early  1960s,  meaning  that  1859-0 
and  1860-0  were  relatively  common  in  Mint  State  even 
before  that  time."

968  1857  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  With  strong  cameo  contrast  between 

devices  (which  come  satin  frosted)  and  fields  (mirror  finished  and 
in  pristine  state  of  preservation).  An  award-winning  combination! 
Seated  Liberty  Dollar  Proofs  struck  prior  to  1859  are  all  considered 
rare  to  very  rare.  Most  were  made  available  privately  to  selected 
persons  and  few  collectors  knew  they  existed,  or,  if  they  knew, 
were  unable  to  obtain  one.  The  present  example  is  mostly  brilliant 
except  for  original  amber-gold  to  iridescent  blue  toning  at  the  rims. 
Fields  are  nice  and  reflective  and  all  stars  bold.  As  well,  the  central 
figures  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  show  the  mint's  attention  to  detail, 
with  every  design  element  as  sharp  as  can  be.  (In  PCGS  holder 
#9859311.) 

The  grading  services  report  9  Proof  63  examples  seen  and  4  higher. 
Recently,  Heritage  in  their  1994  A.N.A.  sale  (Lot  7145)  offered  one 
of  the  other  PCGS  graded  Proof  63  Seated  Dollars  of  1857.  It  sold 
for  $7,920. 

From  the  Bowers  Silver  Dollar  encyclopedia:  "Breen-5455.  Obverse: 
With  large  numerals  lightly  impressed,  similar  to  foregoing.  Die 
file  marks  at  the  left  of  the  rocky  base  and  Miss  Liberty's  foot. 
Always  seen  with  Miss  Liberty's  head  struck  flat." 

Reverse:  With  irregular  raised  (on  the  coin)  die  file  marks  above 
UNITED  and  OF  AME.  Business  strikes  exist  from  this  obverse  die, 
possibly  in  combination  with  this  reverse.  The  delineation  between 
prooflike  business  strikes  and  true  Proofs  is  fuzzy  in  catalouges 
offering  mirror-like  specimens  of  this  date.  This  reverse  die  was 
also  used  to  coin  some  1858  Proofs.

969  1858  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Incredible  Original  Toning. 

King  of  the  Seated  Dollars  and  tied  with  one  other  in  the 
grading  statistics  for  second  finest  graded.  A  dazzling 
example  of  this  major  rarity  showing  the  diagnostic  tiny 
depression  at  the  eagle's  beak  from  foreign  matter  on  the 
die.  A  gorgeous  coin  toned  in  multihued  shades!  (PCGS 
holder  #9867905).  The  most  recent  census  figures  from  the 
two  primary  grading  services  reveal  there  to  be  only  2 
Proof  65  examples  graded,  with  1  higher  (Proof  66).  But 
what  these  statistics  fail  to  mention  is  surface  color;  that  is, 
aesthetic  beauty.  And  it  is  in  this  department  where  the 
present  offering  truly  outshines  the  competition! 
(Reminder:  Population:  1)  Researcher  Walter  Breen,  in  his 
encyclopedia  on  America's  Proof  coinage,  has  a  lot  to  say 
concerning  the  first  Proof  sales  to  the  public.  In  describing 
the  number  of  Proof  Seated  Dollars  minted  in  1858  he  has 
this  to  offer:  "Long  estimated  to  have  been  about  80  struck, 
this  estimate  originating  apparently  with  the  Chapman 
brothers  of  Philadelphia,  who  had  it  supposedly  from 
mint  sources  (Patterson  DuBois?).  As  the  Chapmans  began 
in  1877  as  teen-age  dealers  under  the  tutelage  of  Capt. 
John  W.  Haseltine,  knowing  DuBois  and  presumably 
remaining  in  close  contact  with  Haseltine's  father-in-law 
(and  silent  liaison  with  the  surreptitious  element  at  the 
mint)  William  Idler,  I  take  this  estimate  slightly  more  seri¬ 
ously  than  I  would  later  ones,  as  it  is  close  in  time  and 
place  to  the  source.  The  majority  of  the  80,  if  that  be  the 
correct  number,  still  survive,  many  of  them  cleaned,  some 
drastically  so,  a  few  quite  seriously  impaired."

RARE  1858  PROOF-ONLY  SEATED  DOLLAR 


970  1858  NGC  graded  Proof  62.  A  razor-sharp  specimen  featuring 
extremely  bold  stars  and  hair  on  Liberty  in  addition  to  Liberty's 
flowing  attire  and  LIBERTY  shield.  On  the  reverse,  too,  the  strike  is 
second  to  none,  and  displays  the  mint's  traditional  double-striking 
Proof  sharpness.  (In  NGC  holer  #239616-012) 

From  Breen's  Proofs  book  we  learn  "In  this  year  Mint  Director  }.  R. 
Snowden  began  wholesale  advertising  of  proof  sets  to  the  general 
public.  This  went  side  by  side  with  the  first  boom  in  coin  collecting, 
soon  to  rival  the  tulip  craze  of  1635-37  in  the  Netherlands,  the  stim¬ 
uli  being  several  popular  best  sellers  devoted  to  the  subject. 

"Mint  policy  appears  to  have  been  to  make  silver  dollars  in  some¬ 
what  greater  quantity  (1858-60  only)  than  the  other  denominations; 
in  earlier  years  the  extras  were  mostly  cents  and  half  cents,  and 
beginning  in  1861  it  would  appear  that  the  silver  coins  were  made 
in  equal  numbers,  i.e.  only  in  sets,  minor  coins  probably  in  the 
same  sets  only,  minor  sets  from  1865  on  in  perhaps  slightly  larger 
numbers." 

971  1859  About  Uncirculated  50.  Slightly  "smoked"  color  on  either 
side. 

972  1859-S  Fine  15.  Some  rim  nicks.  The  first  San  Francisco  Mint  Seated 
Dollar  and  boasting  low  mintage  of  only  20,000  pieces.  Medium  S 
mintmark;  normal  date. 

973  1860-0  Mint  State  60+.  Faint  hairlines;  surfaces  untoned.  A  well 
struck  example  of  the  last  New  Orleans  Mint  Seated  Dollar  and 
popular  among  collectors  of  No  Motto  coinage.  Well  struck  and 
having  minimal  bagmarks. 

974  1860-0  ANA  cachet  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Upwards  of 
50%  original  mint  bloom  combines  with  light  "old  silver"  silver- 
gray  tone. 

975  1860-0  ANA  cachet  graded  Very  Fine  20.  Excellent  rims.  Typical 
circulation  marks. 


976  1862  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Pale  golden  color.  Fields  are  deeply  mir¬ 

rored  and  so  retain  their  watery  Proof  aspect,  so  desirable  on  an 
early  Seated  Dollar.  Civil  War  issues  such  as  this  1862  are  consider¬ 
ably  rarer  grade-for-grade  than  dates  in  the  post-War  era.  There 
were  originally  550  struck,  but  few  choice  examples  can  be  traced 
today.  The  present  coin  should  meet  the  needs  of  most  collectors 
due  to  its  overall  attractiveness  and  freedom  from  problems. 


977  1864  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Deep  antique  gray  and  smoky  gold  and 
orange  color.  All  design  elements  come  needle-sharp  attesting  to  its 
Proof  status.  Proof  coins  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  were  each 
given  two  blows  from  the  dies  to  bring  up  the  design.  That  is  why 
they  are  so  bold.  The  mint  struck  470  Proof  Seated  Dollars  in  1864. 

978  1866  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned  and  retoned.  Some  minor 
rim  bumps  but  all  in  all  an  acceptable  specimen. 


979  1868  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Beautiful  lavender,  blue,  and  smoky 

lilac-gold  color  on  both  sides,  nicely  matched,  perfectly  propor¬ 
tioned.  Combine  this  toning  with  two  tone  contrast  between  fields 
(mirrored)  and  devices  (frosty)  and  you  get  a  highly  presentable 
result.  Seated  Liberty  Dollars  have  been  favorites  with  collectors 
for  more  than  a  century.  The  number  produced  in  any  given  year 
was  strictly  limited  (600  in  1868,  for  instance)  and,  due  to  scant 
means  for  properly  caring  for  them,  a  certain  percentage  of  the 
original  issue  saw  mishandling.  This  1868  is  one  of  the  few  that 
have  come  down  to  today's  collecting  community  in  its  preferred 
condition.  A  treat  for  any  lover  of  American's  Proof  coinage.

GEM  TONED  PROOF  1870  SEATED  DOLLAR 


980  1870  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Having  dusky  gray,  reddish  brown, 
and  steel  toning  that  cascades  from  light  to  deeper  hues  as  it 
approaches  the  rim.  Centers,  particularly  the  obverse  center,  white 
with  satin  finish;  against  these  the  mirror  field  provides  a  nice 
backdrop  creating  a  cameo  effect  so  endearing  to  these  large  silver 
pieces.  Proof  mintage  in  1870  topped  out  at  1,000,  but  only  a  small 
number  exist  in  superb  condition,  the  remainder  having  been  mis¬ 
handled  to  one  extent  or  another.  PCGS  reports  16  graded  and  none 
higher.

983  1872  Brilliant  Proof  65+.  Now  and  then  a  Gem  Proof  Seated  Dollar 

comes  up  for  sale,  but  rarely  does  one  with  this  specimen's  excel¬ 
lent  cameo  contrast  appear.  To  say  it  is  a  Gem  Proof  would  be  an 
understatement,  for  unlike  the  general  run  of  Proofs  of  this  vintage, 
the  fields  and  devices  are  fresh,  pristine,  and  essentially  hairline- 
free.  Only  the  slightest  bit  of  toning  can  be  found  hugging  the  rims, 
leaving  the  central  devices  snowy  white.  Judged  from  an  aesthetic 
standpoint,  the  coin's  beauty  almost  defies  description.

All  devices,  because  they  are  satin  frosted, 
stand  forth  in  stark  relief  against  a  nicely  reflective  background.  As 
to  the  strike,  it  is  bold  throughout  and  includes  full  stars  and  prob¬ 
lem-free  squared-off  rims.  A  very  handsome  example. 


986  1877  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Beautiful  blue  and  deep  gray-laven- 
der  toning.  All  devices  come  richly  frosted  against  smooth,  reflec¬ 
tive,  "watery"  mirror  fields.  Of  similar  import  is  the  strike,  which 
is  bold  throughout  save  for  one  or  two  stars. 

Any  Proof  Trade  Dollar  can  be  considered  scarce.  The  mint  struck 
very  few  each  year,  and  usually  these  went  into  the  Proof  Sets.  For 
1877,  a  total  of  510  pieces  were  struck,  the  smallest  regular  issue  of 
any  year  between  1873  and  1883.  PCGS  has  graded  35  examples 
Proof  65,  along  with  14  higher.

|r989  1878  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  First  of  the  Proof-only  dates  (1878  to  1883) 

and  an  important  coin  with  loads  of  history  and  pleanty  of  collec¬ 
tor  appreciation.  The  mint,  which  had  struck  the  issue  since  1873, 
found  that  many  Trade  Dollars  circulated  in  the  States  rather  than 
overseas  as  had  been  the  intention.  In  1878,  only  San  Francisco 
Mint  struck  Trade  Dollars  for  export  (business  strikes);  those  made 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  were  exclusively  Proofs  sold  to  collectors. 
This  attractive  1878  shows  the  Mint's  superb  quality  control  of  the 
period,  with  all  devices  nicely  frosted  against  a  mirror  field. 

<990  1879  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Trivial  hairlines.  Surfaces  untoned  and 

reflective,  the  raised  design  providing  a  nice  cameo  offset  to  the 
mirror  fields.  Proofs  only  were  struck  at  Philadelphia  from  1878 
until  the  end  of  the  Trade  Dollar.  The  total  for  1879  topped  off  at 
1,541  pieces,  some  of  which  were  included  in  the  Proof  Sets,  others 
sold  separately.

991  1880  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Featuring  opague  silver-gray  and  blue 

toning  on  both  sides,  nicely  balanced  and  without 
imperfections. The  underlying  surface  that  is  protected  by  this  ton¬ 
ing  is  itself  the  picture  of  perfection:  clear,  reflective,  lacking  the 
usual  hairlines  and  other  imperfections.  It  makes  a  splendid  back¬ 
drop  for  the  raised  devices  with  their  satin-like  finish.  Mintage  in 
1880  was  confined  to  Proofs  only;  there  were  no  business  strikes 
after  1878.

992  1880  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Surfaces  untoned  and  therefore  giving  full 

play  to  the  two-tone  or  cameo  contrast  between  frosted  devices  and 
mirror  fields.  As  such  this  is  a  handsome  Trade  Dollar.  Moreover,  it 
is  a  date  which  only  Proofs  were  issued,  no  business  strikes,  the 
mintage  being  1,987.

993  1882  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Fresh  and  sparkling,  the  coin,  because  there 
is  little  toning,  virtually  shouts  with  blazing  originality.  The 
devices — Liberty,  eagle,  lettering,  and  date — received  an  inordi- 
nant  frosting  at  the  time  the  dies  were  prepared.  When  struck,  the 
finished  coin  exhibited,  and  today  still  exhibits,  strong  cameo  relief 
the  way  well-made  Proofs  are  meant  to.  What's  more,  there  are  no 
unsightly  hairlines  or  toning  streaks  to  mar  the  overall  magnificent 
condition.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  coined  1,097  Proof  Trade  Dollars 
in  1882,  with  only  a  small  fraction  of  this  number  in  Gem  condition 
today.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  what  it  realizes. 

994  1882  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Dullish  light  silver-gray  fields  and 
devices  from  having  been  dipped.  A  scarce.  Proof-only  issue,  the 
mint  struck  1,097  Trade  Dollars  for  sale  to  collectors.  There  were 
none  issued  for  circulation. 
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SUPERB  TONED  PROOF  1883  TRADE  DOLLAR 


994A  1883  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Verging  on  the  edge  of  absolute  per¬ 
fection!  Sleek,  highly  mirrored  surfaces  are  counterbalanced  by 
raised  and  frosted  devices.  But  it  is  this  specimen's  toning  that  real¬ 
ly  makes  it  special.  Deep  and  sultry  lavender  gold  intersperced 
with  blue  iridescence  envelopes  the  obverse  suggesting  long,  care¬ 
ful,  loving  storage;  the  reverse  boasts  almost  full  brilliant  mint 
flash.  Because  of  this,  the  eagle  and  all  letters  in  the  legend  seem  to 
jump  right  out  of  the  background  mirror  as  though  in  bold  relief. 
The  effect  of  this  is  simply  too  hard  to  describe;  it  should  be  viewed 
to  be  fully  appreciated. 

For  1883,  the  mint  struck  a  mere  979  Proofs,  all  of  them  for  sale  to 
collectors,  most  of  which  went  with  the  Proof  Sets.  To  this  point  in 
time  (October  1994),  PCGS  has  graded  only  8  examples  Proof  66, 
and  a  single  example  one  grade  higher.

997  1879  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  One  of 

a  limited  number  of  cameo  contrast  1879  Philadelphia  Mints  grad¬ 
ed  and  a  sharp  coin.  PCGS  includes  only  37  in  this  category,  with 
an  additional  3  graded  Mint  State  65. 

998  1879-S  Hallmark  graded  Mint  State  65.  Premium  Quality. 
Prooflike. 

999  1879-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  White,  bright,  and  sporting 
vibrant  two-tone  cameo  on  the  obverse. 

1000  1879  ANA  cachet  graded  Mint  State  64. 


1001  Selection  of  lustrous  Uncirculated  Morgan  Silver  Dollars:  1879-S 
(5  pieces),  1881-S  (3  pieces),  1884-0  (7  pieces),  1886  (6  pieces),  1887

eagle  seem  to  have  received  a  double  dose  of  frost  as  they  float 
above  the  mirror  surface  giving  the  coin  a  decided  vibrancy.  Proof 
mintage  in  1880  consisted  of  1,987  pieces,  most  of  which  went  into 
the  Proof  Sets  sold  to  collectors  at  a  small  premium  over  face  value. 
In  the  115  years  since  these  were  struck  only  a  small  number  of 
Gems  exist  today.  NGC  and  PCGS  between  them  have  graded  30, 
and  39  higher. 

1003  1880-CC  Reverse  of  1878.  Mint  State  60+.  Scarcer  variety  in  which 
the  original  flat-chested  eagle  reverse  first  introduced  in  1878  (but 
superceded  in  1879  on  Silver  Dollars  from  the  other  mints)  was 
used.  Snow  white  with  mint  frostiness;  toning  only  at  the  rim. 


1004  1880-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Beautifully  toned  in  shades  of 
sundown  gold  and  red  transitioning  to  purple  and  blue  at  the  edge. 
A  very,  very  elusive  date  in  this  condition;  apparently,  most  of  the 
issue  went  into  circulation  unlike  Dollars  from  the  San  Francisco 
Mint  of  which  thousands  of  high-end  pieces  are  known.  The  suc¬ 
cessful  bidder  and  new  owner  will  particularly  appreciate  the 
coin's  extremely  bold  relief  (full  hair  over  ear  and  complete  breast 
feathers  on  the  eagle)  and  complete  absense  of  rim  problems.

More  often  than  not  this  issue  is  found  with 
friction  on  the  highest  surfaces. 
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1006  1880-0  Mint  State  60+.  Prooflike.  The  devices,  which  are  frostier 
than  the  surrounding  field,  stand  out  in  cameo-like  relief. 

1007  1880-0  Mint  State  60  or  better.  Pair:  one  piece  nicely  toned  and  the 
other  brilliant.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

1008  1880-S  Mint  State  65+.  Semi-prooflike  fields  offset  by  frosty  white 
devices.  And  the  cheek  on  Liberty  is  far  and  away  better  than  most 
seen.

1020  1883-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  key  date  in  this  condition. 
Fully  brilliant  without  a  whisper  of  toning,  the  cheek  is  gorgeous 
while  the  eagle  glows.  All  design  elements  are  sharply  struck,  as 
well,  there  being  no  weakness  over  the  ear  of  Liberty  or  on  the 
eagle's  breast.  To  put  it  all  together,  the  new  owner  of  this  coin  will 
get  a  first-rate  Silver  Dollar,  and  one  that  should  appreciate  nicely 
in  the  coming  years. 


1021  1884-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Light  silver-gray  toning  with 
milky  gold  undertone.  Among  Morgan  Silver  Dollars  from  the  San 
Francisco  Mint,  none  struck  in  the  1880s  is  more  difficult  to  find  in 
Mint  State  condition.  Evidently  a  large  percentage  of  the  issue 
found  its  way  into  circulation  and  few  were  saved.

1057  1901  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Deep  steel  and  dusky  lavender  toning 
from  long  storage  in  mint  tissue  wrapper.  The  centers  being  lighter 
than  the  periphery,  the  presence  of  light  frost  on  the  devices  is  more 
in  evidence  and  therefore  gives  things  a  two-tone  effect.  Any  Proof 
Morgan  Silver  Dollar  in  this  condition  is  something  of  a  rarity,  for 
many  (possibly  most)  that  were  struck  were  mishandled  some¬ 
where  along  the  way.  However,  a  Proof  66  1901  has  another  advan¬ 
tage  besides  its  top-flight  grade.

And  best  of  all  are  the  mirror  fields  which 
are  almost  completely  free  of  hairlines.  They  have  taken  on  light 
toning  at  the  rim  but  are  otherwise  deep,  watery,  brilliant.  A  coin 
for  the  connoisseur;  a  coin  for  someone  who  admires  numismatic 
art  at  its  peak.  The  mint  struck  813  Proofs  in  1901;  few,  it  should 
come  as  no  surprise,  remain  this  outstanding. 


With 
contrasting  satiny  devices.  The  head  of  Liberty  appears  as  a  beau¬ 
tiful  cameo  against  the  reflectiving  field.

Mottled  coppery  gold  toning  mostly  on  the  obverse  of  this  sleek, 
brilliant,  above-average  specimen.  Anthony  De  Fransisci  caused 
something  of  a  stir  when  his  new  Peace  Dollar  design  hit  the 
streets.  It  was  so  modernistic  looking  after  decades  of  tradition- 
bound  coin  issues  that  the  public  failed  to  see  how  trend-setting  it 
truly  was.  Only  in  1921  do  we  see  the  artist's  original  intention;  and 
the  1921  herein  offered  is  beautifully  representative  of  the  type.

Well,  never  is  a  long  time,  but  as  any  experienced  collector 
knows,  rarities  of  this  notoriety  seldom  appear.  It  is  cur¬ 
rently  one  of  3  Matte  Proof  64-graded  1922  Dollars  graded 
by  NGC  and  PCGS  (no  statement  as  to  whether  these  are 
all  low  or  high  relief  design),  and  there  are  2  Proof  65s 
reported  and  1  Proof  66.  A  winning  combination  of  superb 
condition  and  first-rate  provenance!  In  NGC  holder 
#255671-017.  Diagnostic  features:  a  few  microscopic  fly- 
specks  on  lower  neck  paralleling  truncation;  also,  some 
brownish-gray  toning  below  22  in  date.

Featuring 
razor-sharpness  throughout  (how  could  it  not  be  sharp  with  this 
grade?)  and  delectable  toning  in  shades  of  golden-lavender,  blue, 
and  steel.  The  surfaces  gleam  and  scintillate  unlike  all  but  a  very 
tiny  percentage  of  known  Lafayettes.  View  it  and  you  will  fall  in 
love  with  the  coin!  The  current  PCGS  census  is  12  graded  Mint 
State  66,  and  2  higher.  America's  first  Commemorative  Silver 
Dollar,  the  designs  were  by  Charles  E.  Barber  after  an  engraving  of 
Houdon's  bust  of  Washington.  On  the  reverse,  Barber  depicted 
Lafayette's  equestrian  statue  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  Paul 
Wayland  Bartlett's  statue  of  the  French  general,  then  under  con¬ 
struction  in  Paris  for  display  at  the  Exposition.  Out  of  an  original 
authorization  for  50,000  pieces,  only  36,000  were  sold,  the  remain¬ 
der  being  melted. 

1101  1900  Lafayette  Dollar.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Lightly  cleaned  but 
still  95%  subdued  luster  present.  The  first  Silver  Dollar 
Commemorative. 

1102  1900  Lafayette  Dollar.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Deep  gray  toning. 

1103  1900  Lafayette  Dollar.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Upwards  of  50%  luster. 

1104  1921  Alabama  2x2.  Mint  State  63.  Brilliant  surfaces  without  toning. 
A  boldly  struck  example  featuring  much  strong  relief  on  the  eagle 
than  normal.  One  of  the  scarcest  Commemorative  types  and 
always  a  popular  issue. 

1105  1921  Alabama  2x2.  Mint  State  60+.  A  lustrous,  lightly  toned  exam¬ 
ple  purchased  by  our  consignor  in  1971  and  lovingly  cared  for  ever 
since.

This  gruding  acceptance  would  blos¬ 
som  into  a  boquet  of  almost  infinite  variety  in  the  1930s. 
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1107  1921  Alabama.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Dusky  gray  and  gold 
toning,  matched  on  either  side  with  the  surface  beneath  approach¬ 
ing  gem  quality.

FABULOUS  RAINBOW-TONED 
ANTIETAM  COMMEMORATIVE 


1113  1937  Antietam.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb  rainbow  ton¬ 
ing.  Far  different  than  typical  Antietam  color,  the  "tab"  holder  in 
which  this  coin  must  have  been  stored  for  many  decades  imparted 
truly  awe  inspiring  color  to  both  sides!  Brilliant,  almost  metallic  in 
appearance,  any  detailed  listing  of  the  varying  hues  and  shades 
would  take  more  space  to  describe  than  we  can  spare.  Putting  the 
results  in  a  word,  they  are  endless.  Having  that  in  mind  we  encour¬ 
age  all  prospective  bidders  to  view  the  coin  ahead  of  the  sale  to  bet¬ 
ter  understand  why  it  will  bring  a  mighty  premium  over  a  less 
vividly  toned  Mint  State  67. 

The  Battle  of  Antietam,  September  17,  1862,  is  considered  the 
bloodiest  single  day  in  the  Civil  War  (1861-65).  To  commemorate 
the  75th  anniversary  of  this  bleak  event,  designer  and  sculptor 
William  Marks  Simpson  depicted  conjoined  busts  of  the  two  gen¬ 
erals  who  commanded  the  opposing  forces  to  that  battle:  George  B. 
McClellan  (Union)  and  Robert  E.  Lee  (Confederate).  For  the 
reverse,  Simpson  recreated  the  Burnside  Bridge  which  was  a  major 
focus  in  the  battle.  A  total  of  50,000  pieces  were  authorized  at  $1.65 
each,  although  only  18,000  were  sold,  the  remainder  being  melted. 

1114  1937  Antietam.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Razor-sharpness  in 
the  strike  complements  silvery  blue  luster.  A  top  quality  Antietam 
such  as  this  commands  respect  whenever  one  comes  to  market;  and 
it  will  find,  we  are  certain,  an  appreciative  new  home  in  the  suc¬ 
cessful  bidder's  collection. 

1115  1937  Antietam.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  There  are  indications 
of  just  about  every  color  of  the  spectrum  in  the  toning  of  this 
superb  Commemorative  Half  Dollar.  That  it  resided  most  of  its 
existence  in  an  issue  card  cannot  be  questioned  since  it  is  only 
through  such  a  process  that  a  coin  acquires  this  sort  of  beautiful 
toning.  Our  recommendation:  buy  it. 

1116  1937  Antietam.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Snowy  white  luster 
(some  collectors  call  this  "hard  white"  to  highlight  its  blast  of  mint 
freshness).  Accompanying  said  beautiful  luster  are  immaculate 
fields  and  devices  having  virtually  no  signs  of  contact  with  other 
coins.  The  belief  was  once  common  that  Gem  condition 
Commemorative  Halves  are  readily  available.  The  superb  pieces 
you  see  scattered  about  in  the  present  sale  are  nothing  more  than 
the  cherry-pickings  of  our  consignors;  normal  so-so  specimens 
rarely  find  their  way  into  auctions. 

1117  1937  Antietam.  Mint  State  63. 

1118  1937  Antietam.  Mint  State  60+.  Well  struck  and  pleasing,  the  por¬ 
traits  showing  excellent  hair  and  beard  or  moustache  detail.

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1119  1935  Arkansas.  Mint  State  63.  Frosty  white  luster  as  typifies  a  well 
preserved  Arkansas.  The  cheek  on  Liberty  exhibits  only  a  single 
small  mark;  otherwise  it  is  superb.  Full  strike  on  the  eagle. 

1120  1936  Arkansas.  Mint  State  60.  Light,  natural  toning. 

1121  Miscellaneous  issues:  1936-P  and  D.  Arkansas.  1925-S.  California 
(2  pieces).  1924.  Huguenot.  1920.  Pilgrim.  1935-S.  San  Diego.  1934. 
Texas.  1925.  Vancouver.  Fine  12  to  Mint  State  60.  Lot  of  9  coins. 


1122  1937  Arkansas.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Deep  toning  from  the 
issue  envelope. 

1123  1936-S  Bay  Bridge.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Intense  white  lus¬ 
ter  with  a  bare  hint  of  toning  on  the  reverse,  leaving  the  obverse 
snowy  white.  A  popular  issue  commemorating  the  opening  of  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge.  The  bridge  was  the  focus  of 
nationwide  press  coverage  when  one  of  its  double-decker  spans 
collapsed  in  the  earthquake  of  1989.  Repairs  were  quickly  made 
and  this  important  artery  reopened  a  few  short  months  after  the 
quake. 

1124  1936  Bay  Bridge.  Mint  State  60.  Brilliant  and  "as  struck."  A  popu¬ 
lar  design. 


1125  1935-D  Boone.  Small  1934.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  The  key 

issue  in  the  set,  and  for  that  matter,  the  key  Boone  Commemorative 
Half  Dollar.  Satiny  white  mint  bloom  resides  beneath  light,  natural 
toning  while  the  devices  retain  their  superb  mint-fresh  quality 
without  demeaning  bagmarks.  Only  2,003  examples  were  struck. 

1126  1935  Boone.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Original  toning  from  an 
issue  card,  deepening  at  the  rim  where  it  was  held  in  place  by  the 
cardboard.  A  gem  of  the  first  water. 

1127  Pair  of  1935-D  Boone  Half  Dollars.  Type  without  1934  date  on 
reverse.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Both  have  light  to  medium  sil¬ 
very-gray  tone.  Lot  of  2  coins. 


1128  1935-S  Boone.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Deep  and  distinctive 
toning  hues  place  this  Boone  Half  Dollar  on  a  higher  plane  than  the 
average  specimen  seen.  Reddish  to  golden  brown  toning  combines 
with  bold  detail,  unsullied  luster,  and  smooth  surfaces  to  suggest  a 
strong  bid  is  required  to  snare  it.  The  mint  struck  only  5,005  of 
which  few  come  anywhere  close. 

1129  1935-S  Boone.  Mint  State  60+.  As  with  most  of  the  other  unencap¬ 
sulated  Commemoratives  in  the  sale,  from  a  collection  assembled 
in  the  1960s  and  1970s,  and  a  coin  displaying  virtually  untoned 
mint  surfaces. 

1130  1936  Boone.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Head  and  shoulders 
above  the  average  Mint  State  Boone  offered  and  a  naturally  toned 
specimen.  Daniel  Boone  Commemoratives,  because  they  were 
struck  over  an  extended  period  beginning  in  1935,  constitute  one  of 
the  most  popular  series  in  this  important  branch  of  American 
numismatics. 

1131  1936  Boone.  Mint  State  66.  Original  dusky  gold  and  gray  toning 
from  the  holder  or  envelope  in  which  it  was  stored  since  the  time 
of  issue.  Well  struck,  free  from  problems,  among  the  few  superb 
survivors. 

1132  1936-S  Boone.  Mint  State  66.  Mate  to  the  preceding  silver-gray  and 
gold  toned  1936  Boone  and  an  equally  impressive  offering. 

1133  1937-D  Boone.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  As  fresh  and  attractive 
as  any  Boone  Commemorative  being  offered.  Light  toning  of  the 
type  found  on  coins  that  were  stored  for  long  years  in  an  issue  card 
or  holder.  And  surfaces  to  match:  blemish-free  with  oceans  of  satin 
brilliance. 

Daniel  Boone  (1734-1820)  is  depicted  on  the  obverse  in  an  idealized 
portrait.  Also  known  by  his  Indian  name,  Chief  Big  Turtle,  he  is 
represented  on  the  reverse  as  standing  with  Shawnee  Chief  Black 
Fish  allegedly  discussing  the  treaty  that  was  to  put  an  end  to  the 
nine-day  siege  of  Fort  Boonesborough  in  what  is  now  Kentucky. 
Augustus  Lukeman  sculpted  the  designs.  Coins  were  struck  every 
year  from  1934  to  1939,  some  of  the  dates  having  very  limited 
mintage. 

1134  1938  Boone.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Last  year  of  issue  and  a 
handsome  specimen.  Brilliant  satin-finish  fields  and  devices  are 
naturally  toned.  A  total  of  2,100  1938  Boones  were  issued  as  part  of 
P-D-S  sets  (none  were  sold  separately).  However  only  small  num¬ 
bers  in  Gem  condition  exist  today  despite  the  fact  all  were  sold  to 
collectors  who,  presumably,  had  adequate  means  for  protecting 
their  numismatic  treasures. 

1135  1936  Bridgeport.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Light  semi-trans¬ 
parent  golden  toning,  the  surface  underneath  being  crisp  and  fresh, 
fully  lustrous,  supremely  original  (as  the  Mint  State  66  designation 
fully  attests  to).  A  superb  opportunity  for  the  knowledgable  buyer). 

Here  is  another  thoroughly  1930s  Art  Deco  classic.  Although  the 
city  of  Bridgeport,  Connecticut  was  founded  in  1639,  the  date  1836 
on  the  coin  alludes  to  incorporation  of  Bridgeport  as  a  city.  P.  T. 
Barnum  has  the  honors  on  the  obverse  for  his  philanthropic  bene¬ 
factions  to  the  city.  Authorized  mintage  was  open-ended;  however, 
25,000  were  struck  in  all  and  sold  at  $2.00  per  coin. 

1136  1936  Bridgeport.  Mint  State  60+.  Exceptional  surfaces  for  the 
grade.  A  treat  for  the  eye. 
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1137  1936  Bridgeport.  Mint  State  60.  Possibly  retoned.  Frosty  surfaces. 


1138  1925-S  California  Diamond  Jubilee.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66. 

With  pastels  and  silvery  gray  in  the  toning  imparted  by  the  close, 
protected  environment  in  which  it  was  undoubtedly  kept;  away 
from  harsh  impuritites  in  the  air,  the  surfaces  retain  mint-fresh  per¬ 
fection  better  than  99%  of  surviving  Californias. 

California  was  admitted  to  the  Union  in  Sept.  1850,  and  this  com¬ 
memorates  the  state's  75th  anniversary.  Jo  Mora,  a  local  sculptor, 
made  the  actual  designs.  It  was  the  first  time  a  grizzly  bear  was 
depicted  on  a  coin.  The  obverse  has  a  gold  miner  squatting  down 
panning  for  gold  (one  of  the  chief  methods  used  during  the  Gold 
Rush).  Of  300,000  originally  authorized  by  the  commission,  a  net 
86,394  pieces  were  sold  at  $1.00  apiece. 

1139  1925-S  California.  Mint  State  65.  Bright  luster,  marks  that  are 
sparse  and  inconsequential,  and  barely  the  beginnings  of  natural 
tone.  Fewer  of  these  remain  in  Gem  condition  than  the  modest 
mintage  would  suggest;  apparently  a  majority  were  either  mishan¬ 
dled  or  spent.  The  Mint  State  65  offered  here  would  make  a  splen¬ 
did  addition  to  any  high  grade  set. 

1140  1925-S  California.  Mint  State  60+.  Naturally  toned  and  quite 
pleasing.  Commemorates  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  State  of 
California  joining  the  union  (September  9,  1850). 

1141  1925-S  California.  Mint  State  60.  1936.  Cleveland.  Mint  State  60. 
1937-D.  Texas.  Mint  State  63.  The  California  and  Cleveland  lightly 
toned;  the  Texas  untoned  and  brilliant.  Lot  of  3  coins. 


1142  1936-D  Cincinnati.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Outstanding 
satiny  white  luster  without  unsightly  marks  or  toning  streaks.  In 
fact,  any  toning  is  constrained  to  the  rims  leaving  the  remainder  of 
the  surface  glowing  with  pearlescent  radiance.  A  scarce  coin,  made 
even  more  desirable  by  its  outstanding  state  of  preservation. 

The  Cincinnati  commemorative  was  made  purely  for  monetary 
purposes.  It  is  another  1930s  Art  Deco-style  coin  and  features 
Stephen  Foster  on  the  obverse  and  a  female  figure  holding  a  lyre  on 
the  reverse  who  personifies  Music.  According  to  Breen-Swiatek,  the 
date  1886  was  chosen  on  the  basis  of  no  historical  event  whatever, 
in  order  to  obtain  a  suitable  year  for  convincing  Congress  to  autho¬ 
rize  the  coin,  "to  commemorate  the  50th  anniversary  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  as  a  center  of  music  and  to  commemorate  Cincinnati's  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  art  of  music  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  50 
years."  Miss  Constance  Ortmayer  designed  the  piece.  A  total  of 
5,000  P-  D-S  sets  were  struck;  they  sold  out  at  $7.75  per  set.  Prices 
soon  rose  in  the  after  market  to  $75  per  set  before  the  speculating 
bubble  burst  in  1936-37. 

1143  1936-S  Cincinnati.  Mint  State  60+.  One  of  the  scarcer 
Commemoratives  and  a  coin  offering  typical  satin-like  luster. 
Minor  haze  from  storage  in  plastic  flip. 

1144  1936  Cleveland.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Pale  semi-translus- 
cent  toning. 

1145  1936  Cleveland.  Mint  State  63. 

1146  1936  Cleveland.  Mint  State  60+.  Fully  brilliant  fields  and  devices. 
Not  rare  as  a  type  but  attractive. 

1147  1936  Cleveland.  Mint  State  60.  Lightly  toned. 

1148  1936-P,D,S  Columbia,  South  Carolina  set  in  original  3-slot  issue 
card.  Mint  State  65.  Includes  official  registered  envelope.  The  coins 
have  acquired  typical  "tab"  toning  as  a  result  of  the  cardboard 
restraining  cutouts  typical  of  such  issues.  An  appealing  item.  Lot  of 
3  coins,  issue  card,  and  registered  envelope. 

1149  1936-D  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A 

superb  specimen  that  will  spice  up  any  select  collection  of 
Commemorative  coinage.  The  buyer  will  be  especially  pleased 
with  its  blemish-free  fields  and  simple,  yet  boldly  struck  devices. 

1150  1936-D  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66. 

Sparkling  white-as-snow  mint  bloom  without  toning,  without 
marks,  without  any  detriment.  Rather  the  surfaces  compete  favor¬ 
ably  with  others  we  have  seen  in  Mint  State  67  grading  holders. 
Bidders  may  want  to  increase  estimates  10%  or  20%  to  more  fully 
take  this  into  account.

Toning  at  the 
edge  from  where  it  was  constrained  by  the  issue  card. 

1155  Pair  of  attractively  toned  1892  Columbian  Half  Dollars.  The  first 
is  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64;  the  second,  NGC  graded  Mint  State 

63.  Frosty  surfaces  beneath  glittering  gold  and  iridescent  blue.  Lot 
of  2  coins. 

1156  1892  Columbian.  Mint  State  64.  More  or  less  fully  brilliant  with 
faint  hints  of  toning.  The  important  face,  brow,  and  cheek  on 
Columbus  frosty  and  attractive.  Since  this  is  the  first  region  to 
receive  marks  or  rub  it  is  an  important  determinant. 

1157  1892  Columbian.  Mint  State  60+.  Frosty,  untoned  surfaces  with 
minimal  surface  contact  with  others  in  the  bag. 

1158  1893  Columbian.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Variegated  toning. 

1159  1893  Columbian.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Dusky  gray-gold 
toning  with  lavender  and  blue.  Above-average  detail  in  the  two 
reverse  world  globes. 

1160  1892  and  1893  Columbian  Commemorative  Half  Dollars.  Good  4 
to  Extremely  Fine  40.  Lot  of  49  coins. 

1161  1935  Connecticut.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Because  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  satiny  white  without  any  evidence  of  toning  color,  we  can 
say  with  confidence  this  is  a  full-blown  Gem  Connecticut,  "as 
struck,"  as  it  left  the  dies.  A  coin  for  the  connoisseur. 

1162  1935  Connecticut.  About  Uncirculated  58. 


1163  1936  Delaware.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Having  gorgeous  bril¬ 

liant  sunset  hues  of  red,  golden  orange,  and  lemon  yellow — and  on 
both  sides!  Truly  this  is  an  astounding  specimen;  and  it  is  one  every 
serious  buyer  will  want  to  make  a  check-mark  against  in  their  cat¬ 
alog  as  one  on  which  to  bid. 


1164  1936  Delaware.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Pleasing  auburn-sun¬ 
set  toning  on  either  side,  with  the  main  devices  free  from  the  little 
ticks  and  marks  so  common  to  the  issue;  furthermore,  the  surfaces, 
being  superbly  original,  show  complete  freedom  from  hairlines. 

Carl  L.  Schmitz,  a  local  German-American  designer  and  sculptor, 
represented  the  Kalmar  Nyckel  (Key  of  Kalmar),  the  ship  that 
brought  settlers  for  the  New  Sweden  colony  to  Delaware  Bay  in 
1638.  For  the  reverse  Schmitz  chose  the  Old  Swedes  Church  at 
Wilmington  which  was  erected  in  1698-99,  and  remains  open  today 
as  the  oldest  Protestant  church  building  still  in  use  in  the  United 
States.  There  were  a  net  20,978  pieces  sold  at  $1.75  each  to  help 
finance  the  observance  through  advance  sales. 

1165  1936  Delaware.  Mint  State  63.  Another  choice  example  of  this  mid- 
1930s  Commemorative  issue.  Lightly  toned. 

1166  1936  Delaware.  Mint  State  60.  The  underlying  surface  fresh  and 
unimpaired  by  marks  or  hairlines.

Another  top-notch  speci¬ 
men  and  among  the  scarcest  offerings  in  the  first  period  (1892  to 
1954)  of  Commemorative  coinage.  We  are  pleased  to  see  a  nice, 
frosty  portrait  on  the  pioneer;  it  shows  none  of  the  usual  dullness 
or  scuffing.

From  the  same  consignor  as  the  rainbow  1937  Antietam  and 
an  utterly  incredible  coin.  Fresh,  bold,  with  colors  so  vivid  that  they 
can  be  seen  from  across  the  room!  To  use  again  the  words  we  used 
when  describing  the  Antietam,  a  fabulous  opportunity  for  the 
sophisticated  buyer. 

New  Rochelle,  New  York  was  settled  in  1688  by  French  ITuguenots 
from  La  Rochelle,  France.  Tire  obverse  pictures  a  protesting  calf 
being  delivered  in  payment  of  "one  fatt  calfe  on  every  fouer  and 
twentyth  day  of  June  Yearly  and  Every  Year  forever"  pursuant  to 
the  conditions  set  down  in  the  land  sale  to  the  Huguenots.  The 
reverse  shows  an  idealized  fleur-de-lis  which  has  been  the  symbol 
of  France  since  AD.  1180.  Gertrude  K.  Lathrop  designed  the  coin. 
They  were  sold  at  $2.00  each  with  a  net  mintage  of  15,251  plus  50 
presentation  specimens  struck  from  a  single  blow  on  a  proof 
planchet  using  polished  dies. 

1216  1938  New  Rochelle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  coin  that  tick¬ 
les  and  fascinates  the  eye  with  its  silvery  blue  color  and  mint 
sparkle.  New  Rochelles  as  a  rule  come  very,  very  nice;  this  exam¬ 
ple,  with  its  sharp  strike,  clean  surface,  and  attractive  color,  almost 
begs  you  to  bid  on  it. 

1217  1938  New  Rochelle.  Mint  State  60+.  Pale  golden  color  comple¬ 
ments  mint-fresh  luster.  The  strike  and  surfaces  are  excellent;  so, 
too,  the  rims,  which  come  blemish-free. 

1218  1925  Norse-American.  Thin  planchet.  Mint  State  60+.  Light  origi¬ 
nal  toning.

1220  1936  Norfolk.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Another  attractively 
toned  specimen  (so-called  "tab"  toning)  and  superb  in  every 
respect.  A  husband-and-wife  team,  William  Marks  and  Marjorie 
Emory  Simpson  designed  the  Norfolk  for  the  bicentennial  celebra¬ 
tion  held  in  this  Virginia  township  which  traces  all  the  way  back  to 
1682. 

1221  1936  Norfolk.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Deep  steel  blue  toning 
on  either  side  with  colorful  nuances  intermixed  suggesting  long, 
loving  storage  in  its  issue  card.  The  strike,  as  on  nearly  all  Norfolks, 
is  razor-sharp,  so  bidders  need  not  hesitate  placing  a  full-market 
bid.  Mintage:  16,936. 

1222  1936  Norfolk.  Mint  State  63.  Brilliant  satiny  luster  on  either  side. 
As  well  there  are  no  compromises  to  surface  originality. 

1223  1926-S  Oregon.  Mint  State  67.  Silvery  white  luster  with  satin-like 
sheen  this  type  is  noted  for.  An  exquisite  specimen,  free  from  marks 
or  spots  and  struck  to  the  hilt  by  the  dies  as  exemplified  by  the 
Indian's  split  thumb  on  the  hand  holding  the  bow. 

1224  1926-S  Oregon.  Very  Fine  35,  but  porous.  1920.  Pilgrim.  Fine  12, 
marks.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

1225  1934-D  Oregon.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  As  soon  as  you  see 
this  superb  Oregon  Trail  specimen  you  will  understand  why  PCGS 
designated  it  Mint  State  65,  for  it  is  full  to  bursting  with  brilliant 
white  satin-finish  luster  and  the  fields  and  devices  are  free  from  the 
usual  small  "contact"  marks  with  other  coins  in  the  roll  or  mint 
hopper.

My  collectors  believe  the  Oregon  Trail  motif  was  one  of  the 
finest  ever  conceived,  and,  as  this  beauty  exemplifies,  it  translates 
into  a  very  stunning  coin  when  still  in  its  mint-original  condition. 

1227  1936  Oregon.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Again,  a  frist-rate 
example  of  coin  preservation.  The  fields  and  devices  are  pristine 
throughout  and  there  is  a  faint  blush  of  color  from  natural  toning 
processes.  Almost  everyone  who  sees  it  will  want  to  own  it.  And 
best  of  all,  1936's  mintage  was  very  low  at  10,006. 

1228  1937-D  Oregon.  Mint  State  63.  Characteristic  Oregon  Trail 
"bloom" — in  this  instance,  the  luster  virtually  jumps  out  at  the 
viewer,  it  is  so  bright,  so  fresh  and  original.  If  your  requirements 
include  this  Type,  by  all  means  submit  a  generous  bid.  It  will  be 
well  worth  the  little  more  it  takes  to  buy  it. 

1229  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  About  Uncirculated  55.  One  of  the  most 
revered  Commemorative  designs;  a  coin  issued  for  an  important 
celebration  held  in  San  Francisco,  California  in  1915  to  commemo¬ 
rate  the  opening  of  the  Panama  canal. 
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1230  1920  Pilgrim.  Mint  State  64.  Delicate  gold  and  silver-blue  toning 
on  either  side  with  surfaces  approaching  Mint  State  65  quality  in 
terms  of  overall  freshness  and  freedom  from  hairlines. 

1231  1920  Pilgrim.  1936.  Robinson-Arkansas.  Mint  State  63.  Lot  of  2 

coins. 

1232  1920  Pilgrim.  Mint  State  63.  Original  toning.

Instead  of  typical 
Roanoke  mint  brilliance  (found  on  the  preponderance  of  the  issue), 
this  little  jewel  has,  in  its  sojourn  through  the  years,  developed  bril¬ 
liant,  colorful  toning.  Shades  of  reddish  lilac  and  iridescent  blue 
greet  (and  treat)  the  eye,  placing  the  coin  far  above  the  typical 
Roanoke. 

Local  celebration  at  the  old  Fort  Raleigh  on  Roanoke  Island,  North 
Carolina.  The  obverse  shows  a  bust  of  Walter  Raleigh  while  the 
reverse  depicts  Eleanor  Dare  with  the  infant  Virginia  Dare,  first 
Christian  born  in  Virginia.  William  Marks  Simpson,  of  Baltimore, 
designed  the  coin.  There  were  29,000  sold  in  all  at  $1.65  each,  and 
an  additional  50  prooflike  presentation  pieces  made.  Their  satin  fin¬ 
ish  on  the  Proofs  somewhat  resembles  that  on  "Roman  Gold" 
Proofs  of  1909-10.

Faint  toning  around  the  letters  and 
rims,  though  otherwise  offering  satin  mint  brilliance.  Roanokes 
almost  invariably  are  found  sharply  struck  and  blemish-free,  and 
this  example  exemplifies  the  Type. 


1243  1935-S  San  Diego.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Intense,  not  to  say 
blinding,  bright  white  luster  on  either  side  characterizes  this  hand¬ 
some  San  Diegan.  As  a  Type  Coin  it  has  one  of  the  most  aestheti¬ 
cally  pleasing  Commemorative  coin  designs  and  has  long  been 
popular.

Light  silvery  blue 
toning  with  a  splash  of  gold  hugging  the  rim.  Exquisite  in  every 
way:  strike,  color,  surface  freshness,  visual  appeal. 


1246  1926  Sesquicentennial.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Centers  main¬ 
ly  bright  and  resonating  with  luster;  the  only  toning  appears  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  edge  where  the  coin  probably  came  into  contact  with  the 
paper  envelope  or  holder  in  which  it  was  sent  from  the  issuing 
body.  Washington  and  Coolidge  are  conveniently  and  appropriate¬ 
ly  juxtaposed  on  this  well-liked  Commemorative;  it  was  struck 
during  Calvin  Coolidge's  first  full  term  in  office  after  he  stepped  in 
for  the  deceased  Warren  G.  Harding.

1248  1935  Spanish  Trail.  Mint  State  60.  Luster  subdued.  Well  struck  on 
the  simple,  but  effective,  designs  of  this  scarce  issue;  as  well,  the 
surfaces  are  above-average  in  exhibiting  fewer  than  the  usual  num¬ 
ber  of  light  marks.  All  in  all  a  handsome  example.

“Stonewall"  Jackson  and  General  Robert  E.  Lee.  The  thirteen  stars 
around  them  allude  to  the  13  seceding  Southern  states,  not  the  orig¬ 
inal  13  colonies.  On  the  reverse,  the  inscription  MEMORIAL  TO 
THE  VALOR  OF  THE  SOLDIER  OF  THE  SOUTH  alludes  to  the 
Confederate  troops.  Net  mintage  was  1,310,000. 

A  number  of  Stone  Mountains  were  counterstamped  with  various 
state  names  and  serial  numbers  by  promoters  of  the  issue. 

1251  1925  Stone  Mountain.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Very  colorful 
toning  blesses  the  reverse  of  this  well  struck,  well  preserved  Stone 
Mountain  issue,  with  much  of  the  spectrum  represented.  Together 
with  glorious  mint  bloom  it  has  much  to  offer  the  collecting  con¬ 
noisseur.

One  hundredth  year  celebration  of  Fort  Vancouver  (now  the  city  of 
Vancouver),  Washington  built  by  Dr.  John  McLoughlin,  whose  bust 
dominates  the  obverse.  The  reverse  shows  a  frontiersman  dressed 
in  skins,  musket  at  the  ready,  defending  the  stockaded  fort.  In  the 
background  is  Mt.  Hood,  with  the  Columbia  river  at  its  base.  The 
net  mintage  for  Vancouver  was  14,966  and  these  were  distributed 
at  the  exposition  at  $1.00  apiece  to  help  fund  the  local  celebrations.

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FINEST  KNOWN  PINK  FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY  SHIELD 

1293  Circa  1866-67  Fractional  Currency  Shield  with  bright  Pink  background. 

Very  Rare.  Fresh  and  attractive.  In  frame.  Tiie  Finest  Known.  A  magnifi¬ 
cently  preserved  Fractional  Currency  Shield  having  the  rare  pink  back¬ 
ground  rather  than  the  more  typical  gray  shield.  Notes  are  fresh  and  bril¬ 
liant  while  the  shield  is  bright,  unfaded  (meaning  this  has  never  been  hung 
in  a  place  where  sunlight  hit  it  as  so  often  happens  to  run-of-the-mill 
shields).  Moreover,  the  cardboard  on  which  the  shield  is  printed  is  in  equal¬ 
ly  superb  condition,  without  stains  or  foxing  or  other  problems. 

Fractional  Currency  Shields  measure  20  inches  wide  by  25  inches  deep  (out¬ 
side  frame  measurement)  and  are  more  often  than  not  seen  framed  in  gilt- 
lined  wooden  molding  of  the  period,  although  none  were  believed  sold 
originally  in  frames.  Affixed  to  the  front  of  the  shield  are  39  different 
Fractional  notes,  each  printed  on  one  side  (uniface  Specimens).  Curiously, 
several  of  the  notes  were  liandsigned  in  sepia  ink;  others  have  printed  signa¬ 
tures. 

According  to  Gene  Hessler,  noted  authority  on  American  paper  money, 

"...these  shields  were  sold  unframed  to  banks  and  merchants  for  $4.50.  The 
demand  for  the  shields  did  not  meet  the  expectations  of  the  Treasury 
Department.  In  1869  the  remaining  shields  were  dismanteled,  and  the  spec¬ 
imens  were  sold  to  collectors.  Some  shields  supposedly  were  destroyed." 

While  most  of  the  several  hundred  known  shields  have  gray  printed  back¬ 
grounds,  a  few  rare  varieties  come  in  pink,  green,  or  purple-lavender.  Prior 
to  their  shipment  to  various  banks  these  shields  were  stored  in  a  Treasury 
basement  which  flooded.  As  a  result,  nearly  all  shields  known  today  show 
some  evidence  of  staining,  especially  along  the  lower  border.  (As  said 
above,  this  present  pink  shield  is  completely  stain-free  and  rare  as  such.) 

Their  purpose  was  to  assist  in  detecting  counterfeits  (a  major  problem  experienced  in  the  days  when  Fractional  Currency  took  the  place  of 
small  change  in  everyday  commerce).  A  bank  employee  who  suspected  a  note  was  counterfeit  could  compare  it  to  the  genuine  article  on  the 
shield.  Today,  Fractional  Currency  shields  are  highly  prized  by  collectors.

1294  Circa  1866-67  Fractional  Currency  Shield  with  Gray  background. 
Fine  condition,  somewhat  faded  and  several  folds.  An  historice 
piece  of  19th  century  Americana.  In  modern  aluminum  frame;  a 
few  minor  tears,  stains,  and  folds,  as  so  often  the  case,  and  the  notes 
(especially  those  having  red  backs)  have  faded  to  brownish. 
Possibly  this  hung  in  a  bank  for  many  years  where  sunlight  hit  it  in 
the  afternoon  causing  the  notes  to  fade. 

One  of  America's  most  talked  about  collector  items,  the  Fractional 
Currency  shield  was  sold  by  the  United  States  Treasury  in  the  late- 
1860s  to  bankers  and  other  currency  handlers  to  aid  in  catching 
bogus  Fractional  notes  (which  were  then  plaguing  the  economy). 

On  a  lighter  note,  the  large  and  impressive  eagle  that  is  perched  at 
the  shield's  top  is  none  other  than  the  same  bird  portrayed  on 
America's  1869-1901  $10  bills  otherwise  known  to  collectors  as  the

snowy-muzzled  donkey's  head.  It  takes  a  bit  of  imagination  to  see 
this  illusion,  but  the  poor  critter  has  earned  the  nickname  "jackass 
eagle"  because  of  it!

PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  few  minuscule  flyspecks  but  all  in 
all  a  superbly  preserved  example  of  this  famous  "Transitional" 
Indian  Cent.  Collectors  employ  the  term  transitional  whenever  an 
adopted  coin  has  a  predecessor  Pattern  of  the  identical  design  in 
the  proper  metal;  in  the  instance  of  Judd-228,  this  means  the 
obverse  of  1859  paired  to  the  adopted  reverse  of  1860.  Several  dif¬ 
ferent  wreath  and  shield  reverses  made  it  into  the  Pattern  stage,  but 
this  die  pairing  employing  an  oak  wreath  with  plain  Union  shield 
became  the  standard.  It  would  remain  the  standard  until  1909.

1304  1838  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-73.  Rarity-8.  Very  Rare  Original: 
only  2  known.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66. 

Incredibly  gorgeous  surfaces,  strike,  toning,  and  overall  appear¬ 
ance.  The  surfaces  are  toned  in  natural  shades  (deepening  out¬ 
wards)  of  lilac-gold  to  iridescent  blue  and  steel  and  are,  simply  put, 
perfect.  So,  too,  is  the  detail  uncompromised:  boldly  rendered  on  all 
hair  curls,  the  drapery  over  the  shoulder,  the  small  flanking  stars, 
and,  on  the  reverse,  Christian  Gobrecht's  beautiful  soaring  eagle. 

The  obverse  design  is  by  William  Kneass.  However,  since  Mr. 
Kneass  was  unable  to  work  after  suffering  a  stroke  in  August  1835, 
this  die  must  have  been  prepared  before  that  date  and,  according  to 
Judd,  "apparently  is  the  last  work  executed  by  him."  The  Gobrecht 
reverse  has  a  flying  eagle  in  a  plain  field  with  legends  around. 
Originals  weigh  206  grains  and  have  143  reeds  on  the  rim.  That 
offered  here  also  exhibits  light  cracked  dies.  (Restrikes  generally 
weigh  192  grains  and  are  more  heavily  cracked). 

One  of  the  earliest  Pattern  Half  Dollars,  and  one  of  the  handsomest 
in  the  entire  Pattern  series,  Judd-73  Original  is  represented  in  the 
most  recent  PCGS  Population  Report  as  follows:  Proof  64  (1);  Proof 
66  (1).  That's  it!  Two  coins,  with  this  being  the  finer  of  the  two  (and 
by  a  country  mile).  Coin  is  in  PCGS  holder  #4093036.

PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Red  and  Brown.  Deep  purple  brown  iri¬ 
descence  with  glistening  blue.  A  superb  copper  example  of  the 
STANDARD  SILVER  type,  a  proposal  that  went  much  farther  in 
the  Pattern  stage  than  many  but  never  translated  into  actual  pro¬ 
duction.

The  surfaces  are  immac¬ 
ulate,  creating  an  absolute  gem,  and  one  bidders  should  seriously 
consider  bidding  on.

Pretty  much  brilliant  save 
for  pale  golden  toning  just  beginning  to  form.  An  important 
Pattern  issue,  the  proposed  design  was  by  William  Barber  and 
incorporates  a  head  of  Liberty  wearing  coronet  with  pearl  border 
inscribed  LIBERTY  in  raised  letters;  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  above. 
For  the  reverse,  the  artist  combined  a  partial  wreath  of  cotton  and 
corn  tied  at  the  base  with  a  ribbon  and  joined  at  the  top  by  a  tablet, 
with  the  inscription  DEO  EST  GLORIA  (God  is  in  Glory);  within 
the  wreath  is  a  circle  of  dots  enclosing  the  metric  alloy  breakdown 
of  silver,  copper,  and  (yes!)  a  small  amount  of  gold.  Scarce,  desir¬ 
able,  and,  in  this  condition,  a  coin  to  consider.

Hawaiian  Coinage 

THE  COINS  OF  KING  KALAKAUA 

The  following  four  coins  (to  he  sold  individually)  comprise  the  four  circu¬ 
lating  denominations  of  Hazvaii's  King  Kalakaua  (r.  187 4-1891).  Before 
Hawaii  became  a  state  it  was  a  sovereign  kingdom  ruled  in  succession  by 
eight  high  chiefs  following  consolidation  of  the  island  chain  by 
Kamehameha  l  in  1810.  King  Kalakaua  (David  Kalakaua  before  he  was 
crowned  in  1874)  authorized  mintage  of  Dimes,  Quarter  Dollars,  Half 
Dollars,  and  Silver  Dollars  in  1883.  The  dies  were  made  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  and  sent  to  San  Francisco  Mint  where  the  coins  were 
struck  to  the  same  weight  standard  and  fineness  as  America's  silver 
coinage. 

They  reached  Hawaii  in  November  1884  where  they  went  into  circulation. 
Between  that  time  and  1904,  when  the  United  States  government  demon¬ 
etized  them,  they  provided  the  chief  minor  coinage  of  the  islands.  (United 
States  gold  supplied  the  needs  when  large  amounts  had  to  be  transacted.) 

Hawaii  became  a  part  of  the  United  States  after  a  transition  period  begin¬ 
ning  in  1893.  Territorial  status  was  proclaimed  in  1900  and  Hawaii  was 
admitted  as  the  50th  state  in  1959.  Today,  Hazvaii's  King  Kalakaua 
coinage  is  avidly  sought  after.  This  is  especially  the  case  ivith  Mint  State 
examples  which,  except  for  the  Quarter  Dollar,  are  all  elusive  in  choice  to 
gem  condition.  We  are  pleased  to  present  examples  of  the  Dime,  Quarter 
Dollar,  Half  Dollar,  and  Silver  Dollar  in  the  following  four  Lots.  Each  is 
being  sold  separately.  As  will  be  seen  by  their  descriptions,  these  trace  to 
a  common  source  and  exhibit  original,  attractive,  and  matched,  toning. 


1308  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  Dime.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65. 

Beautiful  blue  and  steel-gray  toning  on  either  side,  with  immacu¬ 
late  luster,  strike,  and  overall  appearance.  There  were  250,000 
Dimes  minted  but  the  average  grade  seen  today  is  Good  or  Very 
Good  and  this  denomination  is  very  scarce  when  Uncirculated.  In 
NGC  holder  #280872-001. 


1309  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  Quarter  Dollar.  NGC  graded  Mint  State 

65.  Identical  in  overall  appearance  to  the  Dime  just  offered  and  an 
exquisite  specimen.  Rarely  does  the  King's  beard  where  it  crosses 
the  jaw  come  so  fully  defined  as  it  does  here.  This  was  a  high  point 
on  the  coin  that  lay  opposite  the  central  part  of  the  reverse  shield 
causing  problems  in  striking.  The  NGC  Mint  State  65  grade  says  it 
all:  superb! 

Although  500,000  Quarter  Dollars  were  made,  more  than  half  the 
mintage  was  melted  following  demonetization  in  1904.  Two  vari¬ 
eties  are  known,  with  perfect  date  and  with  first  8  punched  over 
erroneous  3.  The  present  coin  is  from  the  die  with  perfect  date.  Five 
sets  of  dies  for  each  denomination  were  made  (although  probably 
not  all  were  used  to  strike  coins).  They  reside  currently  in  the  vaults 
of  the  Hawaii  State  Archives  in  Honolulu  and  can  be  viewed  upon 
request  (don't  take  no  for  an  answer  since  the  archivists  are  there  to 
serve  the  public). 


1310  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  Half  Dollar.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63. 

A  few  scattered  marks  below  the  attractive  silver-gray  and  irides¬ 
cent  toning.  Well  struck  and  attractive;  one  of  the  scarcest  issues  in 
Uncirculated  condition  and  certain  to  elicit  much  comment  from 
knowledgable  bidders. 

The  San  Francisco  Mint  struck  700,000  Half  Dollars;  however  all 
but  87,755  were  melted.  The  central  shield  from  the  Hawaii  coat  of 
arms  is  featured  on  the  reverse  of  the  Quarter  Dollar  and  Half 
Dollar  denominations  (complete  coat  of  arms  on  the  Dollar).  The 
first  and  fourth  quadrants  each  have  seven  horizontal  stripes  rep¬ 
resenting  the  seven  inhabited  islands.  (The  island  Kahoolawe  no 
longer  supports  a  human  population.  It  was  used  for  artillery  and 
bombing  practice  by  the  navy  in  World  War  II;  later,  goats  took  it 
over  and  stripped  any  and  all  vegetation.) 


1311  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  Silver  Dollar.  NGC  graded  Mint  State 

64.  The  highest  denomination  coin  issued  by  the  Hawaiian  govern¬ 
ment  carries  a  left-facing  bust  of  King  Kalakaua.  Beautifully  toned 
in  the  same  way  as  the  smaller  denominations,  the  Dollar  is 
extremely  elusive  in  Uncirculated  condition;  moreso  in  Mint  State 
64.  Originally,  there  were  500,000  struck  but  after  453,622  were 
melted,  the  net  was  left  at  46,348  pieces,  the  majority  of  which 
grade  Very  Fine.  A  prime  opportunity  to  acquire  this  important 
coin.  King  Kalakaua  (unlike  many  an  American  President  of  his 
day)  was  thoroughly  educated,  spoke  English  fluently  and  several 
other  languages,  was  an  author  of  a  book  on  Hawaii's  myths,  wrote 
what  is  today  the  State  song  (Hawaii  Ponoi)  as  well  as  a  number  of 
other  first  rate  Hawaiian  songs,  and  became  the  first  monarch  to 
make  an  around  the  world  trip.  This  latter  he  did  in  1881.  His  court 
etiquette  and  scholarship  impressed  the  Emperor  of  Japan,  the 
King  of  France,  Queen  of  England,  and  President  Harrison  of  the 
United  States.  Today  he  is  remembered  for  building  Iolani  Palace, 
the  judiciary  building  in  downtown  Honolulu,  and  has  the  main 
boulevard  in  Waikiki  named  after  him.  He  died  in  1891  while  on  a 
train  trip  from  Los  Angeles  to  San  Francisco. 

1312  1847  Hawaii  Cent.  Crosslet  4.  15  berries.  About  Uncirculated  50. 

Recolored  but  still  quite  attractive.  The  only  coin  of  this  denomina¬ 
tion  from  the  Hawaian  kingdom.  Bust  of  Kamehameha  III.

SUPERB  GEM  1883  HAWAIIAN  DIME 


1313  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  Dime.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  A 

superb — and  superbly  toned — specimen.  We  cannot  imagine  it 
being  handsomer  or  more  resplendent.  The  Hawaiian  Kingdom 
issued  these  proudly  displaying  a  portrait  of  the  King,  Kalakaua  I 
on  the  obverse;  the  reverse  was  copied  from  America's  own  Dime 
reverse  (the  dies  were  made  in  Philadelphia)  with  the  addition  of 
the  words  UMI  KENETA  (10  cents)  below  the  wreath.  The 
Hawaiian  national  motto  (now  the  state  motto) — UA  MAU  KE  EA 
O  KA  AINA  I  KA  PONO — translates  into  English  as  THE  LIFE  OF 
THE  LAND  IS  PRESERVED  IN  RIGHTEOUSNESS.  This  interest¬ 
ing  motto  traces  back  to  1843  when  a  visiting  British  naval  captain 
overstepped  his  authority  and  proclaimed  the  island  chain  in  the 
name  of  England's  Queen  Victoria.  Following  six  months  of  tense 
negotiations,  the  good  Queen  returned  the  islands  to  their  rightful 
rulers,  the  Kamehameha  dynasty  and  repremanded  the  naval  offi¬ 
cer.  In  commemoration  of  the  event  King  Kamehameha  III,  pro¬ 
claimed  Queen  Victoria's  righteousness  to  the  Hawaiian  people. 
NGC  reports  2  in  this  grade  and  PCGS  2.  There  are  none  higher.  Be 
prepared  for  a  bidding  war.  In  NGC  holder  #280618-003. 

1314  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  Quarter  Dollar.  About  Uncirculated  55. 

Pewter  gray  toning  and  a  nice  beard  on  the  King. 

1315  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  Half  Dollar.  Extremely  Fine  40.

PCGS  graded 
Mint  State  62.  Matte-finish  luster  allows  the  fields  (which  are 
remarkably  smooth  and  blemish-free)  full  play.  Each  and  every 
star,  tiny  as  each  is,  comes  fully  struck.  So,  too,  do  we  find  a  very 
bold  portrait  of  Liberty  which  often  fails  to  strike  fully.  A  hand¬ 
some  offering.

Type  Set 
collectors  will  want  to  submit  a  bid  as  this  establishes  itself  as  the 
quintessential  Type  One  Gold  Dollar,  fitting  squarely  within  its 
grade  classification.

1407  1851-C  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Above-average 
strike  in  centers  and  wreath  and  over  50%  luster.  The  few  light  sur¬ 
face  marks  are  not  uncommon  to  gold  issues  from  this  Southern 
mint.  A  moderate  mintage  of  41,267  causes  1851-C  to  be  readily 
affordable  and  makes  this  a  splendid  opportunity  to  represent  this 
scarce  mint. 

1408  1852  Mint  State  60.  Another  frosty  Type  One  Gold  Dollar,  almost 
in  the  same  league  as  the  preceding  1850  and  1851.  According  to 
the  envelope  accompanying  it,  the  coin  was  bought  from  Abner 
Kreisberg  in  November  1962. 

1409  1853  Mint  State  60+.  Faint  scratch  across  portrait.  Frosty  and  prob¬ 
lem-free  otherwise  and  well  struck  on  either  side.  First  Gold  Dollar 
type  as  designed  by  James  Barton  Longacre  and  struck  only  from 
1849  to  1854. 

1410  1853  Mint  State  60.  Small  hairline  on  the  jaw  keeps  us  from  assign¬ 
ing  a  higher  grade,  for  barring  this  the  coin  sports  frosty  luster  and 
a  bold  strike.

1411  1853-C  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Another  high-grade 

(and  elusive)  Gold  Dollar  from  the  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  mint. 
Minor  weakness  on  Liberty's  hair.  Struck  on  a  light  yellow-gold 
planchet,  the  coin  exhibits  few  field  marks  and  only  one  small  "tic" 
on  the  reverse  rim  at  about  7  o'clock.  Scarcer  than  1851-C  and  yet 
not  priced  much  higher.  The  mint  struck  11,515  this  year. 
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Gold  Dollars 


1412  1854  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Last  year  of  the  Type  1 
design.  A  lustrous,  boldly  struck  example. 

Although  a  Gold  Dollar  had  been  an  integral  part  of  Alexander 
Hamilton's  monetary  scheme  (1791)  the  denomination  was  not 
introduced  until  1849  when  the  vast  supplies  feeding  East  from  the 
California  (and  later,  Nevada)  gold  fields  necessitated  it  and  the 
Double  Eagle.  This  first  design  for  the  Gold  Dollar  was  issued 
between  1849  and  1854  when  modified  dies  were  introduced. 


1413  1854  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Above-average  in  cen¬ 
ters  (only  the  85  in  the  date  a  trifle  soft)  and  lustrous  throughout 
including  the  curve  of  Liberty's  face. 

The  mint,  having  decided  the  Type  1  Gold  Dollar  was  simply  too 
tiny  for  convenience,  hoped  by  expanding  the  diameter  at  the 
expense  of  the  coin's  thickness  to  improve  its  acceptance.  However, 
the  new  thin  planchets  created  a  new  set  of  problems — poor  strike 
quality  in  the  centers — and  the  design  had  to  be  modified  once 
again  beginning  in  1856.  This  left  the  1854-1856  design  languishing 
by  its  lonesome  self,  generating  at  the  same  time  a  scarce  Type 
Coin. 

1414  1854  Type  2.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Weakness  at  8 
in  the  date;  otherwise  sharply  impressed.  And  lustrous  throughout. 

1415  1854  Type  2.  About  Uncirculated  55.  First  year  of  the  new  type. 
Between  30%  and  40%  of  the  original  luster  adheres.  Date  is  bold. 


1416  1856-S  Type  2.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  The  only 
1856-dated  Gold  Dollar  struck  with  Type  2  obverse,  and  because 
there  were  only  24,600,  it  is  very  elusive  in  all  grades.  Especially  is 
this  so  in  upper  condition  such  as  that  offered.  Besides  having  close 
to  75%  original  mint  bloom  intact,  it  boasts  a  sharp  strike,  nice  rims 
and  surfaces,  and  (best  of  all)  an  excellent  appearance.  NGC 
reports  2  in  About  Uncirculated  58  condition  while  PCGS  has  grad¬ 
ed  3. 

1417  1857  Mint  State  60+.  Some  adjustment  lines  through  wreath  and 
center  of  reverse,  often  the  case  with  mid-19th  century  United 
States  gold.  Lustrous,  well  struck,  attractively  toned. 

1418  1859  About  Uncirculated  58.  Greater  than  50%  mint  bloom  still 
present.  A  sharp  example. 

1419  1859  Extremely  Fine  40.  Area  of  disturbance  on  rim  at  12:00,  possi¬ 
bly  from  mount  removal.  A  scarce  coin,  nevertheless,  with  mintage 
of  15,000  and  few  offered. 


1420  1860  About  Uncirculated  58.  Two  small  dings  at  date;  otherwise 
frosty  and  toned  light  golden-orange.  Only  36,668  struck. 


1421  1869  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  beautiful  orange-gold  to 

pinkish  lilac  toning  suggesting  careful  storage  over  the  years.  A 
small  hairline  in  the  left  obverse  field  is  easily  overlooked.  What 
cannot  be  ignored  is  1869's  rarity  due  to  a  low  original  mintage 
(6,335)  and  subsequent  low  survival  total  in  all  grades,  not  only 
Uncirculated.  PCGS  reports  a  low  population  of  3  in  Mint  State  64 
condition. 


SUPERB  PROOFLIKE  1873  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1422  1873  Closed  3.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Cameo  prooflike.  The 
head  of  Liberty,  which  comes  nicely  frosted,  floats  upon  a  deep 
mirror  field.  Normally,  1873  Gold  Dollars  evidence  normal  mint 
luster.  The  present  example  has  an  added  feature  unique  to  this 
date:  a  short  raised  die  file  mark  (see  Breen  #6090)  on  Liberty's  por¬ 
trait  believed  caused  by  a  slip  of  the  die  engraver's  tool.  Partial 
LIBERTY  on  headband  due  to  lapping  the  die.  Should  be  viewed 
for  proper  evaluation. 


MAGNIFICENT  PROOF  1887  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1423  1887  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Glittering  surfaces  that  have  toned  in 

warm  golden-orange  hues.  The  head  of  Liberty  is  pristine  and 
frosted,  and  juts  out  from  the  mirror  field  in  exquisite  cameo  relief. 
On  the  reverse,  the  wreath  displays  all  of  its  design  elements  such 
as  the  artist  who  designed  it  (James  Barton  Longacre)  meant  it  to 
appear.  Little  more  needs  be  said  other  than  this  is  a  museum-qual¬ 
ity  Gem.  According  to  PCGS,  the  service  has  graded  only  5  Proof  66 
examples  (none  higher);  this,  out  of  an  original  Proof  mintage  of 
1,000  pieces.  In  PCGS  holder  #1576675.

RARE  1888  GOLD  DOLLAR  GEM 


1424  1888  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  superbly  preserved  specimen,  glit¬ 
tering  and  original  and  featuring  nice  cameo  contrast.  The  devices 
are  smoothly  frosted  against  the  reflective  mirror  field;  meanwhile. 
Liberty's  delicate  cheek  is  impeccable.  A  total  of  1,079  Proofs  were 
sold  to  collectors  in  1888,  but  it  has  been  our  experience  there  are 
only  a  few  Gems  available  today. 


EXEMPLARY  1889  MINT  STATE  67  GOLD 
DOLLAR 


1425  1889  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Final  year  of  Gold  Dollar 
issuance  and  an  incomparable  Gem.  The  surfaces  have  acquired 
light  orangish  gold  color  with  a  blush  of  pink  and  are,  quite  simply, 
marvelous.  Viewing  the  coin,  one  comes  inevitably  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  it  was  set  aside  the  day  it  was  struck  and  never  handled  (or 
mishandled)  again!  PCGS  has  assigned  43  examples  this  grade. 


Quarter  Eagles 

VERY  RARE  1821  CLASSIC  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1426  1821  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  One  of  the  highlights  of 
the  gold  section,  although  not  because  it  is  so  pricey  but  rather  for 
its  historic  interest.  First,  though,  the  fields,  because  they  are 
prooflike,  provide  a  nice  background  support  to  the  lustrous  raised 
devices.  On  the  obverse,  all  stars  are  razor-sharp  and  include  com¬ 
plete  radials  between  the  points;  as  well,  Liberty's  abundant  hair 
curls  as  nicely  defined,  so,  too,  her  ear.  On  the  reverse,  the  devices 
are  also  satisfyingly  well  struck.  Sometimes  portions  of  the  eagle's 
neck  show  indistinctly,  but  not  here.  Every  feather  and  claw 
exhibits  superior  detail. 

At  the  time  this  coin  was  struck  the  mint  was  kept  busy  striking 
Half  Eagle  gold  coins  for  use  by  exporters.  There  was  little  call  for 
Quarter  Eagles  and  so  few  were  made.  The  mintage  figures  in  the 
Red  Book  show  this  lack  of  demand,  for  each  year  fewer  than 
10,000  coins  were  minted.  In  some  years  there  were  none,  so  slight 
was  demand.  The  year  1821  marks  the  introduction  of  John  Reich's 
modified  head  of  Liberty.  A  total  of  6,448  Quarter  Eagles  is  all  that 
were  made!  Today,  these  are  scarce  and  underappreciated  in  high 
grade  such  as  this  brilliant  About  Uncirculated  example. 


1427  1821  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  second  example  of  this  scarce 
Quarter  Eagle.  After  a  hiatus  since  1808  the  mint  was  ready  to 
strike  Quarter  Eagles  again,  but  only  in  small  numbers  until  1834. 


1428  1839-C,  9  over  8.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Very  lofty 
condition  for  this  scarce  date  and  mint.  Although  the  fields  are 
lightly  abraded  from  normal  contact  with  other  coins,  the  devices 
are  exceedingly  well  struck.  In  all,  the  Charlotte  Mint  produced 
18,140  Quarter  Eagles  in  1839.  NGC  has  graded  3  examples  in  this 
category.  According  to  Akers  in  his  work  on  this  denomination, 
"There  are  two  main  varieties  of  the  1839-C  quarter  eagle.  One  is  an 
overdate  (1839/8-C)  and  the  other  has  a  markedly  recut  39  in  the 
date.  In  my  experience,  the  two  varieties  are  of  approximately 
equal  rarity,  but  since  so  few  cataloguers  distinguished  between 
the  two  varieties,  it  has  not  been  possible  for  me  to  give  a  break¬ 
down  by  variety  in  the  auction  listing  that  follows.  Surprisingly 
enough,  there  are  some  choice  examples  of  this  date  around,  and  I 
have  actually  seen  more  choice  1839-C  quarter  eagles  than  I  have  of 
the  1839/8." 
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Quarter  Eagles 


1429  1839-D  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Excellent  compan¬ 

ion  piece  to  the  1839-C  and  equally  well  struck,  equally  attractive. 
Important,  too,  are  problem-free  rims  (which,  in  this  issue,  is 
unusual  since  the  rims  are  often  found  with  light  marks).  Again, 
mintage  was  quite  low  for  the  issue,  the  Dahlonega,  Georgia  facili¬ 
ty  having  turned  out  a  mere  13,674  Quarter  Eagles  in  1839.  In 
upper  grades  it  handily  outranks  the  1839-C  in  terms  of  low  popu¬ 
lation.  PCGS  lists  5  graded  About  Uncirculated  50,  with  9  in  high¬ 
er  About  Uncirculated  grades. 


1433  1850-0  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Lustrous,  bright,  and 
free  from  defects.  The  broad,  square  rims  show  no  signs  of  marks 
or  "tics"  and  the  centers  are  above-average  with  the  sole  exception 
of  the  eagle's  neck.  An  attractive  specimen  and  one  of  only  84,000 
minted. 

1434  1854-0  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  small  mark  on  the  cheek  and  other 
light  surface  abrasion,  but  the  strike  is  above  average  and  the  rims 
free  from  injury. 


1430  1839-0  Wide  Fraction.  Breen-6152.  NGC  graded  About 

Uncirculated  58.  Two  minor  variences  in  the  spread  of  the  fraction 
and  size  of  the  arrows  in  the  eagle's  claw,  with  this  being  the  more 
common.  However,  1839-0  is  not  at  all  common  in  this  outstand¬ 
ing  condition  with  this  much  luster  (close  to  50%)  and  full,  uncom¬ 
promised  strike.  A  low  mintage  of  17,781  does  not  hurt,  either. 


1435  1855  Mint  State  63.  Superb  original  color,  surfaces,  strike,  and — 
most  importantly — visual  appeal.  Indeed,  we  have  seldom  seen  a 
handsomer  specimen  in  this  condition.  In  full-blown  Mint  State 
condition  1855  is  unusually  hard  to  come  by.

1431  1845-D  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Among  dates  in  the  early 

1840s,  1845-D  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  procure,  espe¬ 
cially  unimpaired.  The  specimen  offered  displays  luster  around 
legends  and  devices,  some  weakness  in  the  strike  on  the  eagle  as  so 
often  occurs,  and  broad,  problem-free  rims.  A  total  of  19,460  struck. 
The  average  grade  seen  (as  reported  by  Akers)  is  Very  Fine. 


1432  1847-D  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  With  its  smooth  sur¬ 

face  and  abundant  luster  it  is  easy  to  mistake  this  1847-D  for  an 
Uncirculated  coin.  Not  only  are  the  fields  excitingly  fresh  and 
unmarked  but  the  strike  is  second  to  none.  From  the  stars  to  the 
hair  on  Liberty  to  all  of  the  letters  in  the  legend  and  the  all  impor¬ 
tant  eagle,  everything  is  bold  with  a  capital  B!  We  would  also  like 
to  mention  this  has  a  low  PCGS  population  in  this  grade  of  5. 


1436  1856-C  About  Uncirculated  50.  Lightly  porous  surfaces  and  there 
is  a  small  granular  depression  line  from  Liberty's  chin  to  star  2. 
Nice  rims  without  defect.  One  of  the  extremely  scarce  Charlotte 
Mint  issues  from  the  later  period  in  this  mint's  history.  A  total  of 
7,913  Quarter  Eagles  were  struck  and  most  seen  today  grade  Very 
Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.

1856-0  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1437  1856-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Exquisite  luster  and  surfaces 
for  this  pre-Civil  War  New  Orleans  Quarter  Eagle.  Tire  strike  is  all 
you  could  ask  and  includes  needle-sharp  stars,  plain  neck  feathers 
on  the  bird  (these  usually  found  flat),  and  fault-free  surfaces. 
Currently,  this  is  the  finest  graded  by  either  NGC  or  PCGS,  there  being 
only  this  single  Mint  State  62  in  either  service's  report.  What's 
more,  David  Akers  reported  none  sold  in  his  in-depth  study  of  the 
series.  Since  that  study  was  published  there  have  been  very  few 
sightings;  the  only  recent  appearance  being  an  example  in  Stack's 
September  1994  sale.

1438  1857-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Prooflike  fields  give  a  nice 
background  to  the  well-defined  (indeed,  bold)  satin-finish  devices 
of  this  handsome  New  Orleans  Mint  Quarter  Eagle.  Best  of  all, 
there  are  no  problems  whatever,  only  mint-fresh  originality  with  a 
few  light  signs  of  contact  from  other  coins  in  the  bag  or  mint  bin. 
No  circulation  wear.  NGC  has  graded  2  in  this  category,  and  4  high¬ 
er,  while  PCGS  lists  3,  and  1  higher.  Recent  auction  sales  include: 
(1)  Bowers  1/94:1363,  PCGS  Mint  State  61,  $6,600;  (2)  Bowers

1439  1858  Mint  State  60+.  Another  very  scarce  1850s  Quarter  Eagle  that 
escaped  circulating.  Like  the  1855  just  offered,  this  1858  has  a 
wealth  of  positive  attributes.  And  the  only  sign  of  weak  striking 
(and  it  is  slight)  can  be  found  in  the  centers:  the  hair  over  the  ear 
and  the  eagle's  leg  and  breast.  Not  often  seen.

1440  1860-C  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  One  of  a  pair  of 
extremely  high  grade  specimens  consigned  by  a  gentleman  who 
knew  what  he  liked  and  was  willing  to  acquire  duplicates,  espe¬ 
cially  of  the  rare  dates  like  this  1860-C.  Plenty  of  luster  adheres  and 
there  is  only  one  tiny  pit  mark  on  the  neck  above  the  date.  This 
(and  the  NGC  holder  number)  can  be  used  in  the  future  for  tracing 
this  coin's  travels  through  the  numismatic  community.  A  wonder¬ 
ful  opportunity  for  the  gold  coin  specialist.  In  NGC  holder 
#287448-010. 


1441  1860-C  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  faint  pin  scratch 

before  the  face  and  one  or  two  others  on  the  portrait.  Another,  an 
upside-down  L  scratch  above  and  to  right  of  eagle's  head  can  be 
used  for  identification  purposes.  None  of  these  is  out  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  considering  the  vast  time  span  between  when  the  coin  was 
struck  and  the  present.  Keep  in  mind,  too,  that  it  had  to  traverse  the 
horrors  of  the  American  Civil  War.  The  mint  struck  7,469  pieces. 
This  was  the  last  year  of  Quarter  Eagle  coinage  at  Charlotte  Mint; 
the  facility  was  closed  permanently  during  and  after  the  Civil  War. 
In  NGC  holder  #287438-005.  From  the  Akers  reference:  "All  known 
specimens  are  weakly  struck,  particularly  on  the  eagle  on  the 
reverse.  High  grade  pieces  are  extremely  rare  and  only  one  speci¬ 
men  better  than  EF  has  been  offered  at  auction  in  the  last  seven 
years.

(of  which  close  to  90%  remains).  A  splendidly  struck  and  pre¬ 
sentable  coin;  except  for  a  few  Uncirculated  examples  known  this 
is  among  the  finest  reported  and  would  make  a  stunning  addition 
to  any  well-chosen  set  of  Quarter  Eagles.  The  mint  struck  35,600  in

1451  1894  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Cameo.  Strong  contrast  between  the 
devices,  which  are  richly  frosted,  and  a  mirror  field  that  is  superbly 
reflective  and  free  from  hairlines.

Coppery  toning  atop 
very  choice  surfaces. 


1448  1879  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Frosty  surfaces  and  beautiful  cop¬ 

pery  orange  toning.  There  are  only  16  so  graded  by  NGC,  and  14 
higher.  Mintage  in  1879  topped  out  at  88,990. 


1449  1881  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Lustrous  and  well 

struck.  This  date  boasts  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  figures  among 
Quarter  Eagles:  691  struck  (including  the  51  Proofs).  Always  in 
demand. 


1454  1903  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Superbly  original  color,  surfaces, 
and  strike.

With  the  mints  concen¬ 
trating  on  Double  Eagle  coinage  in  1904  there  was  little  call  for  this 
smaller  denomination  and  so  few  were  minted.  Fewer  than  2,000 
pieces  have  been  graded  in  all  categories  from  Mint  State  60  to  67. 
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14?  1905  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  razor-sharp  Gem  specimen  fea¬ 

turing  deep  golden  color  and  some  copper  toning.  Everyone  knows 
that  high  grade  Liberty  Quarter  Eagles  are  scarce  regardless  of 
date.

and  the  belief,  once  common,  that  these  were  readily  available  in 
Gem  condition  any  time  a  person  wanted  one,  has  been  shown  to 
be  false  by  the  advent  of  grading  databases.

1463  1909  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Satin  or  “Roman"  finish.  Characterized  by 
a  knife  rim  on  both  sides  attesting  to  the  fact  it  was  struck  twice  by 
the  dies.  A  superb  Proof  that  is  free  from  the  usual  spots  and  hair¬ 
lines.  The  cheek  on  the  Indian  as  well  as  the  wide  fields  on  either 
side  come  smooth  and  satiny. 

The  Roman  finish,  halfway  between  matte  and  mirrored,  was  prob¬ 
ably  developed  to  end  complaints  about  the  dark  color  of  1908 
Proofs.  (The  name  "Roman"  for  this  satiny  finish  dates  back  to  the 
1950s  or  earlier,  and  alludes  to  an  accidental  resemblance  between 
this  surface  and  that  on  some  Roman  aurei.)  Their  lighter  color 
meant  that  they  could  easily  be  mistaken  for  business  strikes;  many 
were  spent.

A  coin  with  all  of  the  hallmarks 
of  a  well  preserved  Liberty  Quarter  Eagle:  bold  devices,  clean, 
mark-free  fields,  warm  yellow-golden  luster,  and  a  fresh  cheek  on 
Liberty.

Also  (and  this  is  very  important) 
there  is  a  bold  mintmark.  Many  times  this  feature  is  weak  on  1911-

Very  close  to  Mint  State  65  quali¬ 
ty  as  marks  are  almost  completely  nonexistent;  further,  the  luster  is 
bright  and  frosty,  including  the  Indian's  cheek  whose  smooth 
rounded  surface  remains  pristine  fresh.

Lustrous,  well  struck,  and 
pleasing  to  the  eye.  Appreciably  better  than  the  majority  of  surviv¬ 
ing  1925-D  specimens. 

1481  1925-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Another  sharp  Uncirculated 
example  of  this  destinctive  type.  Suitable  for  a  choice  quality 
United  States  Gold  Type  set. 


1482  1926  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Superb  color,  strike,  surfaces, 
and  luster  suggests  to  us  the  grading  service  might  re-evaluate  the 
coin  as  "Mint  State  65"  should  it  be  resubmitted.  As  it  stands,  this 
1926  is  among  the  handsomest  of  its  highly  unusual  type.  The 
cheek  on  the  Indian  Chief  is  frosty  and  blemish-free,  while  there  is 
natural  light  orange-gold  toning  enhancing  the  overall  sense  of 
mint  freshness. 

1483  1926  Mint  State  60+.  Collapse  of  the  Florida  real  estate  boom 
occurred  in  1926,  spurred  by  a  devastating  hurricane  and  wildly 
overvalued  housing  developments. 

1484  1927  Mint  State  60+.  An  attractive,  problem-free  specimen. 

1485  1928  Mint  State  63.  Though  not  a  rare  date  or  type,  1928  Quarter 
Eagles  seem  mostly  to  have  entered  circulation.  Very  few  nice  ones 
remain  today;  few  with  this  coin's  burst  of  luster  and  light  orange- 
gold  color.

The 
movie  spoofed  the  recently  deflated  Florida  land  boom  that  had 
collapsed  into  a  heap  of  bankruptcies  three  years  earlier.  Little  did 
Groucho  Marx  realize  it  but  he  was  using  his  bountiful  salary  from 
the  picture  to  speculate  in  the  stock  market!  He  would  loose  his 
financial  shirt  during  the  coming  Great  Depression. 

1487  1929  Mint  State  60+. 

1488  1929  Mint  State  60+.  Another  sharp  piece  from  a  collection  put 
together  mostly  in  the  1960s.  Lustrous,  lightly  toned,  and  exhibit¬ 
ing  only  a  few  random  surface  marks.

Do  not  overlook  the 
clean  face  of  Liberty,  either,  since  this  is  one  of  the  most  important 
features  on  the  coin.  Rarely  found  so  nice. 


1497  1878  Mint  State  63.  Cheek  on  Liberty  free  from  the  usual  bag- 
marks;  also,  the  wreath  bow,  which  typically  is  seen  weak  on  dates 
in  the  1870s,  is  here  much  bolder  than  normal,  including  the  bow.

1499  1884  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Exquisite  cameo  contrast  between  the 

devices  and  fields.  The  mirror  fields  are  smooth  and  watery,  and 
give  wonderful  support  to  the  raised  satin-finish  devices,  all  of 
which  remain  free  of  problems.  The  Three-dollar  Gold  piece  was 
authorized  by  the  Act  of  February  21,  1853.  The  coin  was  first 
struck  in  1854,  but  was  never  popular  and  saw  very  little  circula¬ 
tion.  In  1884,  the  mint  struck  106  Proofs,  30  for  sets  January  9,  42  on 
February  29,  13  on  June  28,  21  before  December  31  (though  deliv¬ 
ered  1/10/85).  In  all,  fewer  than  35  examples  have  been  graded  by 
the  grading  services. 

Significantly,  there  are  fewer  auction  records  than  1883  and  the  date 
is  possibly  slightly  rarer:  (1)  A  PCGS  Proof  64  example  in  Superior

1498  1881  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  With  strong  cameo  contrast  between 

frosted  devices  and  mirror-finish  fields.  The  few  hairlines  present 
are  faint  and  of  absolutely  no  consequence;  best  of  all,  there  are  no 
copper  spots  or  nicks  marring  the  delicate  golden  fields  and 
devices.  Among  later-issue  Three-dollar  Gold  Proofs,  1881  boasts 
one  of  the  lowest  mintage  figures:  one  of  only  54  made:  40  with  sets 
February  9,  10  more  March  26,  4  in  last  quarter.  Possibly  25  to  30 
survive.  In  all,  25  examples  have  been  graded  by  the  services,  with 
the  3  finest  in  Proof  65.

1500  1885  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  spectacular  Mint  State  speci¬ 
men  toned  a  warm  orange  and  deep  golden  color  and  somewhat 
prooflike.  Prooflike  fields  are  common  to  dates  in  the  1880s  and,  as 
is  the  case  with  others  we  have  seen,  the  head  of  Liberty,  because  it 
is  frosted  and  not  prooflike,  gives  everything  a  two-tone  appear¬ 
ance  not  unlike  that  seen  on  the  cameo  Proofs.  This  is  one  of  the 
few  surviving  Uncirculated  business  strikes.  The  low  mintage  of 
800  (plus  110  Proofs)  possibly  explains  better  than  anything  else  the 
coin's  rarity  and,  hence,  its  popularity.  A  wonderful  coin  for  the 
specialist  or  advanced  collector.  In  PCGS  holder  #6512355.  Only  12 
in  this  grade  in  the  PCGS  census,  and  there  are  2  higher.

1501  1887  Gem  Uncirculated.  Comes  with  small  S.  H.  Chapman  enve¬ 

lope.  A  gorgeous  Gem  specimen  exhibiting  mint  brilliance 
throughout  and  coppery  orange  toning  at  the  rims,  doubtless  from 
years  of  contact  with  the  small  brown  craft  Chapman  envelope  in 
which  it  was  stored.  From  an  old-time  source,  this  1887  ranks  near 
the  top  in  terms  of  freshness,  color,  strike,  and  appearance.  Mintage 
was  low:  6,000.  Survival  was  limited  and  it  has  been  noted  that  as 
late  as  the  1930s  the  United  States  Treasury  was  still  melting  this 
denomination  as  gold  coinage  was  deposited  in  the  nation's  banks! 


SUPERB  PROOF  1889  THREE-DOLLAR  GOLD 


1502  1889  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Light  golden  orange  toning  haze  with 
hints  of  green.  Fields  are  nice  and  "watery"  and  show  to  good 
effect  the  mint's  technique  of  finishing  them  with  an  "orange  peel" 
effect.  This  being  the  last  year  of  issue  for  the  denomination,  it  is  all 
the  more  important  that  Liberty  sports  a  fresh,  clean,  frosted  cheek 
without  hairlines  or  scuffs,  and  the  wreath  and  other  devices  come 
needle-sharp. 

One  of  only  129  made.  Much  rarer  than  this  mintage  figure  indi¬ 
cates,  rarer  than  other  dates  1882-88.  Most  likely  many  were  melt¬ 
ed  in  1890  after  the  denomination  was  abolished,  as  Samuel 
Fludson  Chapman  claimed  in  the  David  S.  Wilson  sale  (1907).  In 
all,  47  examples  have  been  graded,  with  the  finest  (several)  being 
Proof  65. 

An  example  graded  Choice  to  Gem  Brilliant  Proof  appeared  in 
Superior  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.,  Inc.'s  Trompeter  2/92:132  where  it 
realized  $18,150;  the  1976  Garrett  (Stack's  8/76:2916)  resold  in 
Stack's  10/93:989,  a  "Choice  Brilliant  Proof."  Two  examples  in 
Superior  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.,  Inc.'s  Baltimore  '93  sale,  both  PCGS 
Proof  64:  Lot  880,  unsold;  Lot  881,  $11,000;  a  PCGS  Proof  64 
appeared  in  Superior  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.,  Inc.'s  1/94:2401. 


1503  1795  Small  Eagle.  Breen-6E.  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded  About 
Uncirculated  53.  Prooflike  fields;  only  slight  signs  of  adjustment  on 
eagle  (breast)  and  minor  weakness  at  the  center  obverse  where  the 
hair  over  the  ear  failed  to  strike  fully.  Breen,  who  researched 
America's  early  gold  pieces  over  a  span  of  50  years,  has  this  to  say 
about  the  Small  Eagle  type:  "From  all  that  I  have  been  able  to  learn, 
Robert  Scot  was  the  designer  for  these  gold  coins  of  1795.  Miss 
Liberty — an  unusually  buxom  wench  even  for  early  American 
coins,  and  one  with  a  profile  quite  different  from  the  classical  one 
usually  found — wears  a  cap  commonly  misidentified  as  the  Liberty 
cap  Phrygian  cap.  It  is,  in  fact,  based  instead  on  one  of  the  fashion¬ 
able  headdresses  of  the  day  (according  to  Eckfeldt:  cf.  the  letter  of 
Samuel  Moore,  Director  of  the  Mint,  to  Thomas  Jefferson,  Feb.  14, 
1825.)  The  reverse  of  these  gold  coins  of  1795  derive  from  a  First 
Century  B.C.  Roman  onyx  cameo  in  the  Kunsthistoriches  Museum 
in  Vienna  of  the  same  period  as  the  famous  Gemma  Augustea  and 
possibly  by  the  same  master.  On  this  cameo  ...  the  eagle  stands  to 
right,  rather  than  breast  outwards,  but  it  agrees  with  Scot's  design 
for  our  gold  coins  in  having  the  eagle  on  a  palm  branch  and  hold¬ 
ing  a  circular  wreath  in  his  beak,  his  wings  outstretched." 

Breen  goes  on  to  describe  the  mintage  breakdown  for  1795: 
"Mintage  8707,  in  nine  deliveries  between  July  31  and  Sept.  16.  .  . . 
R.  W.  Julian  has  established  that  Director  David  Rittenhouse 
ordered  Robert  Scot  to  make  dies  for  this  denomination  about  May 
1795.  After  Rittenhouse's  resignation  took  effect  at  the  end  of  June, 
business  went  on  as  usual  save  that  no  payment  of  any  kind  could 
be  made  to  Mint  creditors  or  depositors,  as  these  payments 
required  the  Director's  signature.  His  successor,  Henry  William 
DeSaussure,  arrived  in  June  and  promptly  ordered  gold  coinage  to 
begin." 


LUSTROUS  UNCIRCULATED  1806  HALF 
EAGLE 


1504  1806  Pointed  6.  Stars  8x5.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Warm,  gold¬ 
en-orange  toning.  Only  light  signs  of  adjustment  in  the  center 
obverse.  The  eagle,  while  not  entirely  full,  is  still  much  better  struck 
than  on  most  1806  Half  Eagles.  Luster  prevails  everywhere,  con¬ 
firming  the  coin's  absence  of  circulation  wear.  A  very  handsome 
example  of  the  second  major  $5  Gold  type. 
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Half  Eagles 


1505  1810  Large  Date.  Large  5.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Yellow-gold 
luster  with  more  subdued  pinkish  hue  on  the  highest  relief.  All 
stars  fully,  not  to  say  boldly,  struck  and  the  hair  and  drapery  on 
Liberty  equally  so. 

During  the  early  years  of  the  19th  century  the  mint  concentrated  on 
striking  Half  Eagles.  Depositors  such  as  banking  houses  and 
exporters  required  the  denomination  for  trade  with  Europe,  pay¬ 
ment  being  made  almost  exclusively  in  gold  at  the  time.  The  chief 
European  gold  coins  it  had  to  compete  with  were  of  similar  size 
and  weight.  It  was  only  natural  that  America's  traders  would  ask 
for  a  comparable  coin  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

Estimates  have  been  made  that  no  more  than  5%  of  the  issues 
between  1795  and  1834  exist,  the  rest  having  been  melted.  Even  a 
smaller  percentage  is  recorded  for  certain  dates  in  the  1820s.  A  high 
grade  example  with  historic  underpinnings! 


1506  1811  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Light  golden  yellow 
color  with  minimal  wear  on  the  high  points  and  more  than  30% 
mint  bloom  present  around  legends  and  devices.  Splendid  in  every 
respect  and  a  fit  coin  to  represent  the  type. 


(It  is  believed  that  John  Reich,  the  coin's  designer,  "signed"  his  dies 
by  leaving  a  small  "chip"  out  of  star  13's  five-o'clock  star  point.  It 
cannot  have  been  accidental  since  this  little  defect  appears  on  coins 
from  different  dates  and  die  pairings  as  well  as  on  different  coin 
denominations,  and  is  always  in  the  same  place.  It  could  not  have 
been  caused  by  a  defective  star  punch;  otherwise,  the  other  stars 
would  show  the  chip.  The  photograph  may  not  show  it,  but  the 
small  signature  "chip"  is  present  on  the  current  coin.) 


1507  1823  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Lustrous,  well  struck, 
and  uncleaned  except  a  trifle  shiny  on  the  curls,  stars,  and  other 
higher  points.  A  Half  Eagle  from  the  most  important  decade  of  the 
19th  century  in  terms  of  rare  dates.  Under  our  description  of  the 
1810  Half  Eagle  we  described  how  many  of  these  were  used  for 
export  purposes.  The  mint  struck  14,485  Half  Eagles  in  1823  but  it 
is  doubtful  more  than  a  few  dozen  exist  in  all,  perhaps  as  many  as 
75. 

"The  1823  is  a  very  rare  coin  but  it  is  still  one  of  the  more  "com¬ 
mon"  dates  of  this  type,"  explains  Akers  in  his  Half  Eagle  edition, 
"and  certainly  the  most  available  date  between  1821  and  1829. 
When  1820  is  considered  just  as  a  date  and  the  Curved  Base  2  and 
Square  Base  2  varieties  are  not  broken  out,  the  1823  is  more  rare 
than  1820,  as  well  as  1813,  1814/3  and  1818.  There  are  a  few  well 
circulated  1823's  around  but  most  known  specimens  are  AU  or  bet¬ 
ter.  A  number  of  very  choice  uncs  are  also  known,  perhaps  as  many 
as  25-30  pieces.  Although  proofs  are  known  of  most  dates  in  the 
1820's,  no  1823  proofs  are  currently  known  to  exist,  although  one 
was  catalogued  as  such  in  the  1885  Randall  Sale."  In  PCGS  holder 
#9867920. 


LUSTROUS  UNCIRCULATED 
1834  NO  MOTTO  $5  GOLD 


1508  1834  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  First  year  of 
the  new  type  and  a  frosty  example.  Devices  are  well  struck  except 
for  the  very  centers  which  show  minimal  weakness.  The  fields  as 
well  as  the  relief  portions  come  lustrous  and  attractive. 

This  was  William  Kneass's  first  modernization  of  the  Half  Eagle. 
The  type  lasted  only  through  1838-9  on  Half  Eagles  and  Quarter 
Eagles  before  the  mint  changed  its  mind  and  modified  it  again. 
Building  a  complete  date  and  mintmark  set  of  this  short-lived  type 
(1834  to  1838)  is  a  challenging  and  rewarding  task,  and  will  not 
bankrupt  the  serious  collector. 
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Half  Eagles 


1509  1834  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53. 

About  30%  original  mint  bloom  shines  from  the  devices  and 
around  the  legends,  date,  and  stars,  of  this  well  struck  William 
Kneass-designed  coin.  A  short-lived  Type,  the  mofit  of  Liberty  with 
her  welter  of  curls  was  displaced  beginning  in  1839  on  the  Half 
Eagle  (1840  on  the  Quarter  Eagle).  Struck  pursuant  to  the  Coinage 
Act  of  1834  after  Congress  changed  the  weight  specification  of 
America's  gold  coinage. 

1510  1834  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Scrape  across  the  shield 
and  a  portion  of  the  eagle's  leg;  without  this,  very  choice. 

1511  1836  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  small  scrape  before  the  face.  Lustrous 
and  well  struck.  This  is  the  year  Martin  Van  Buren  was  elected 
President.  During  his  term  the  American  economy  took  a  roller 
coaster  ride  from  boom-time  peak  to  depressionary  depths. 


1512  1840-D  Narrow  mill.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Pleasing  surfaces  without 
the  usual  light  field  marks,  and  the  strike  bold.  A  scarce  issue  and 
the  first  Half  Eagle  struck  at  New  Orleans  Mint.  There  were  40,120 
minted. 

1513  1840-0  Narrow  mill.  Very  Fine  20.  Excellent  rims  and  pleasing  sur¬ 
faces.  Above-average  for  the  Type  and  grade. 

1514  1840-0  Narrow  mill.  Very  Fine  20.  A  third  example,  a  trifle  soft  in 
the  centers  though  still  exhibiting  some  luster. 


MAGNIFICENTLY  TONED  1841  MINT  STATE  63 


1515  1841  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  clean  cheek  on  Liberty  com¬ 
bines  with  similary  superb  fields  to  make  this  a  "must  see"  coin. 
Every  bit  of  the  design,  from  the  stars  to  Liberty's  hair  to  the  eagle's 
intricate  claw  detail,  rises  off  in  perfect  sharpness.  Were  this  a  Proof 
this  could  not  be  sharper.  Finally,  we  mention  the  toning,  which  is 
the  first  aspect  of  the  coin  a  person  notices.  For  without  a  doubt  the 
coin's  golden  to  sundown-orange  color  is  impressive;  and  so  allur¬ 
ing  that  we  hope  bidders  will  make  note  of  the  fact  in  their  cata¬ 
logs. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  a  total  of  15,833  Half  Eagles  this  year, 
but  most  that  have  come  down  to  us  are  no  finer  than  Very  Fine  or 
Extremely  Fine  condition.  Exceedingly  few  remain  in  either 
Uncirculated  or  Choice  Uncirculated  condition.  This  is  the  one  and 
only,  as  well  as  the  finest,  graded  by  PCGS  (there  being  a  single 
Mint  State  62  below  it).  As  further  evidence  of  the  coin's  great  rar¬ 
ity  in  Mint  State  is  NGC's  similarly  sparce  population:  3  Mint  State 
63s,  and  2  higher.  Recent  auction  appearances  include:  (1)  Auction 
'90:1322,  NGC  Mint  State  63,  $13,500;  (2)  Auction  '90:1900,  "Mint 
State  65,"  16,000;  (3)  Superior  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.,  Inc.'s  2/94:1363, 
NGC  Mint  State  63,  $11,550;  and  (4)  Bowers  1/94:1389,  PCGS  Mint 
State  63,  $14,300.  In  PCGS  holder  #1489196. 


1516  1843-C  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Average  strike  in  centers 
as  seen  in  the  slight  rounding  of  the  hair  waves  over  the  ear  and 
temple,  and  softeness  on  eagle's  claws  and  neck  feathers.  A  perfect 
specimen  to  represent  the  type  since  there  are  no  impairments  of 
any  sort.  The  mint  struck  44,277  pieces. 


1517  1843-C  Very  Fine  35.  Only  44,277  minted.  Luster  in  the  protected 
areas. 


1518  1844-0  Very  Fine  35.  Some  obverse  marks  but  nicer  than  most  con¬ 
sidering  its  age. 

1519  1846-D  Very  Fine  20.  Cleaned.  Only  58,000  minted.

1848-C  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Light  yellow 
planchet.  Surface  marks  about  normal  for  this  mint  and  grade.  The 
rarity  of  1848-C  is  in  line  with  other  dates  in  this  period,  there  hav¬ 
ing  been  64,472  produced  but  a  large  percentage  of  the  issue 
(approaching  95%)  long  since  lost  or  destroyed.  The  Charlotte  Mint 
struck  coins  from  locally  mined  gold  for  the  most  part;  often  the 
color,  due  to  the  alloy  composition,  is  light  to  lemon-colored  yellow 
rather  than  pinkish  gold  as  on  Philadelphia  Mint  issues. 


1852-C  About  Uncirculated  55.  Light  surface  marks,  as  usual,  but 
highly  lustrous.  In  addition,  the  strike  is  above  average  for  the  era 
and  (especially)  this  Southern  mint,  which  often  comes  very  weak. 
We  can  recommend  it  without  hesitation  to  collectors  of  the  series. 
Furthermore,  it  hasn't  been  offered  for  sale  in  more  than  a  quarter 
century,  as  the  provenance  below  attests  to.

1853-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  One  of  the  most 
available  dates  in  average  condition  of  Very  Fine  or  Extremely  Fine, 
1853-D  is  much  scarcer  when  About  Uncirculated.  This  is  seen  in 
NGC's  relatively  sparce  population  figures  of  16  graded  in  this  cat¬ 
egory. 


1853-D  Very  Fine  35.  Clean  surfaces  on  both  sides  (unusual)  and 
better  than  average  rims  (mark-free).  One  of  the  characteristics  of 
Half  Eagles  struck  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint  is  flattening  of  the  rim 
denticles  due  to  insufficient  die  pressure  or,  another  possibility, 
from  excessively  worn  dies. 


1524  1854-D  Very  Fine  20.  A  few  marks  in  the  fields.  The  strike  is  much 

sharper  in  the  centers  than  normal  for  Dahlonega  Mint,  and  the 
rims,  which  often  come  nicked  or  with  rim  bumps,  are,  in  this 
instance,  better  than  average.  There  were  56,413  minted. 


1525  1855-S  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Brilliant  luster  with 
an  orange-gold  tint  around  all  letters  and  devices  places  this  1855- 
S  above  those  commonly  seen.  And  1855-S  is  definitely  not  a  comon 
issue,  as  witnessed  by  its  mintage  of  61,000  and  high  Guide  Book 
valuation.  Far  fewer  of  these  have  been  graded  than,  say,  the  pre¬ 
ceding  1853-D  in  similar  grade,  to  wit:  3  in  About  Uncirculated  53 
and  1  each  in  the  next  two  higher  categories. 


1526  1858  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  low  mintage  date 
(15,136  struck)  and  unusual  to  find  with  so  much  luster.  Generally 
dates  in  the  1850s  are  found  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  NGC  has 
graded  only  1  in  this  category,  with  5  others  in  About  Uncirculated 
58. 


1527  1861  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  One  of  the  few  well  struck,  frosty 
Uncirculated  Half  Eagles  of  this  type  seen.  Prior  to  the  addition  of 
the  national  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  in  1866,  most  Half  Eagles 
saw  some  circulation.  Between  1839  and  1866  there  are  only  ran¬ 
dom  years  when  true  Uncirculated  specimens  turn  up.  The  present 
example,  with  its  attractive  orange-gold  toning,  would  spruce  up 
any  choice  set  of  American  gold  Type  coins.  Furthermore,  the 
PCGS  census  is  14,  with  28  higher. 
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1528  1861-S  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Very  scarce  in  all 

upper  grades  and  seldom  offered.  While  things  were  getting  pret¬ 
ty  brutal  in  the  eastern  third  of  the  nation  at  this  time  due  to  the 
outbreak  of  America's  Civil  War,  life  was  pretty  much  as  usual  out 
West.  For  this  simple  reason,  most  gold  coins  that  were  struck  in 
San  Francisco  and  Carson  City  mints  circulated  well  and — it 
should  come  as  no  surprise — heavily.  Few  were  saved;  none  hoard¬ 
ed.  Today,  the  average  1861-S  seen,  according  to  the  compilation 
done  by  David  Akers  in  his  book  on  Half  Eagles,  is  Very  Fine  20.  He 
has  no  records  of  any  specimens  selling  in  grades  higher  than 
Extremely  Fine  prior  to  the  time  his  book  was  published.  And  cer¬ 
tainly  only  a  few  have  traded  since  then.  A  prime  opportunity! 


1529  1866-S  No  Motto.  NGC  graded  Fine  15.  Key  issue  and  a  coin  struck 
before  the  mint  received  orders  from  Philadelphia  to  replace  the 
reverse  die  with  a  new  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  reverse.  Only  9,000 
pieces  struck;  most  saw  extensive  use  before  being  retired. 


1530  1867-S  NGC  graded  Fine  15.  Similar  overall  to  the  1866-S  No 
Motto  and  would  make  a  splendid  companion  piece  to  show  the 
new,  WITH  MOTTO  reverse  that  has  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  a 
scroll  over  the  eagle.  Mintage:  29,000. 


THE  HIGHEST  GRADED  1868-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1531  1868-S  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Fully  70%  frosty 

mint  bloom  present  and  any  marks  are  light  and  widely  scattered. 
Well-struck  devices  are  unusual  in  a  period  of  typically  weak 
strikes.  Since  most  1868-S  Half  Eagles  circulated,  there  are  few 
known  today  this  sharp.  As  befits  this  consignor's  excellent  choice 
of  branch  mint  issues,  PCGS  currently  lists  this  as  the  highest  grad¬ 
ed  (Population:  1).  And  NGC  reports  none  higher  than  About 
Uncirculated  55.  In  PCGS  holder  #9804592. 


1532  1871-S  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Much  lighter  marks  than 
normal  for  the  issue,  we  note  only  one  small  nick  on  the  obverse 
rim  at  star  12  and  two  chatter  marks  by  Liberty's  eye.  Scarce  in  all 
grades,  1871-S  becomes  very  rare  in  higher  condition  since  so  few 
were  made  and  almost  the  entire  issue  went  unsaved.  The  mint 
struck  25,000  1871-S  Half  Eagles.  In  the  same  rarity  class  as  1868-S 
and  1869-S. 


FINEST  GRADED  1872-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1533  1872-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Not  only  is  this  the  finest  seen 
by  either  NGC  or  PCGS,  it  may  very  well  be  the  finest  known  1872- 
S.  The  bald  fact  is,  this  is  the  only  Uncirculated  example  graded,  period. 
And  when  you  view  it  (by  all  means,  find  time  to  view  this  and  the 
other  handsome  coins  in  the  sale)  you  will  be  as  pleased  as  we  were 
to  see  the  attractive  surfaces,  bountious  luster,  and  excellent  rims. 

“Most  known  specimens  of  the  1872-S  are  low  grade,  i.e.  VF  or 
less,"  explains  noted  Half  Eagle  author  David  Akers.  "In  full  EF  the 
date  is  very  rare  and  I  have  seen  just  a  few  at  that  level  and  two  or 
three  in  AU.  I  also  know  of  one  strictly  uncirculated  piece  in  a  pri¬ 
vate  west  coast  collection  and  the  auction  records  indicate  that 
there  may  be  one  or  two  others.  As  a  date,  the  1872-S  is  as  rare  as 
the  1868-S,  1869-S  and  1871-S  and  only  a  little  less  rare  than  the 
1866-S  Motto,  1867-S,  1870-S,  and  1873-S.  The  mintmark  is  very 
small  but  is  generally  sharper  than  on  the  other  S  Mint  Half  Eagles 
of  this  period." 


1534  1873-S  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Another  excellent  example 
from  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  well  struck  and  toned  coppery-orange 
around  the  lettering.  Only  31,000  were  produced  and  it  has  been 
our  experience  most  of  those  seen  are  well  worn. 


1535  1875-CC  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Centers  above-average;  as 
well,  the  surfaces  are  free  from  the  usual  scuffs  and  heavy  marks. 
Again,  low  mintage  combines  with  relatively  high  grade;  in  all, 
there  were  11,828  1875-CC  Half  Eagles  struck. 
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1536  1876-S  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Unimpaired  by  rim  marks  or 
field  scuffs;  attractive,  evenly  worn,  and  very  scarce.  The  mint 
struck  only  4,000. 

“The  1876-S  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  of  the  very  rare 
"S"  Mint  Half  Eagles  from  1858-1876  and  it  had  the  third  fewest 
number  of  auction  appearances  in  my  survey  after  the  1864-S  and 
1862-S,  ranking  in  the  top  10%  of  the  entire  $5  series  in  that  respect. 
Most  known  specimens  are  well  worn,  grading  VF  or  less,  and  I 
consider  this  to  be  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  underrated  Half 
Eagles  in  any  condition,"  explains  David  Akers  in  his  book  on  Half 
Eagles. 


1537  1877-S  Extremely  Fine  45.  Key  date  in  the  series  and  one  of  the  last 
low  mintage  dates.  In  1877  the  country  was  flooded  with  gold  and 
silver  coins  that  had  been  off-shore  since  1862  when  the  Civil  War 
broke  out. 

1538  1880-S  Mint  State  60+.  Semi-reflective  fields  and  plenty  of  mint 
flash.  1880-S  is  a  date  not  often  found  in  full-fledged  Mint  State 
grade. 

1539  Run  of  Liberty  Head  Half  Eagles:  1880, 1881, 1881-S,  1885-S,  1886- 
S,  1888-S,  1901-S,  1907-D,  and  1908.  Extremely  Fine  40  to  Mint 
State  60.  All  attractive  specimens,  most  of  which  were  purchased 
by  the  consignor  in  the  1960s  and  have  only  now  come  into  the 
light  of  day  after  a  quarter  century.  Lot  of  9  coins. 

1540  1881  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61. 

1541  1882-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Only  82,817  mint¬ 
ed. 

1542  1882-CC  Very  Fine  35.  Solder  on  rim.  One  of  82,817  struck. 


1543  1890  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Extremely  reduced  mintage 
in  1890  of  4,238.  This  resulted  from  an  East  Coast  shortage  of  bul¬ 
lion  in  the  Treasury  and  a  drain  of  gold  from  the  United  States  to 
Britain  which  was  experiencing  a  similar  monetary  stringency. 
Within  two  years  the  pressure  let  up  and  coinage  totals  rebounded. 
1890  Half  Eagles  are  much  scarcer  than  their  modest  Guide  Book 
estimates  imply. 

1544  1891-CC  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Frosty,  well  struck,  and  the 
cheek  on  Liberty  much  nicer  than  most.  The  first  of  a  small  group¬ 
ing  of  1891-CC  Half  Eagles  presented  for  your  bidding  pleasure. 

1545  1891-CC  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Frosty  and  attrac¬ 
tive.  Close  to  95%  of  the  mint  bloom  still  intact. 

1546  1891-CC  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Almost  as  lustrous 
as  the  preceding  and  a  well  struck  example. 

1547  1891-CC  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Another.  A  few 
light  marks  but  lustrous  throughout. 

1548  1892-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Some  copper- 
orange  toning  at  the  rim.  Only  82,968  struck. 

1549  1892-CC  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  More  than  50%  of 
the  original  luster  remains. 

1550  1893-CC  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Last  year  of  issue 
and  a  frosty,  well  struck  specimen.  We  point  to  a  small  scuff  mark 
across  the  chin  and  jaw  but  this  has  minimal  affect  on  the  coin's 
value.

After  a  long  hiatus  following 
the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  in  1861,  the  New  Oreans  facility  was 
again  authorized  to  strike  coins  beginning  in  1879.  However,  there 
was  no  Half  Eagle  production  until  1892.

1552  1896  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Cameo.  Superb!  Population:  1,  the 
Finest  Graded  1896  Half  Eagle.  Spectacular  cameo  contrast 
between  devices  (which  explode  with  satiny  frost)  and  the  mirror 
fields.  The  fields  are,  for  want  of  a  better  word,  incredible!  Deep, 
glittering,  and  fully  "watery,"  they  make  a  starkly  beautiful  back¬ 
ground  for  the  raised  devices  which,  because  of  their  heavy  frost¬ 
ing,  seem  to  ride  on  the  surface  the  way  a  luxury  yacht  rides  on  a 
calm,  glassy  sea.

NGC  and  PCGS  combined 
have  seen  only  1  other  Proof  67  Half  Eagle  of  any  date  and  that  is  the 
Trompeter  specimen  1899  listed  at  the  end  of  the  Double  Eagle  sec¬ 
tion  in  the  Census  Report.  No  other  specimens  on  the  market  come 
anywhere  close! 

Distinguishing  features  of  the  1896  Proofs  include  low  date  to  left; 
closed  96;  dangling  curl  broken  away;  die  polish  at  eye  and  IBERT. 
Reverse  die  polish  in  white  stripes  2-5,  at  berries,  leg  feathers  next 
to  leaf,  in  claws  and  between  arrowheads,  and  on  scroll  below  WE. 
Hollow  in  wing  as  in  1895  but  smaller.  Open  beak.  Only  103  made, 
a  few  dozen  survivors;  32  examples  have  been  graded  by  the  ser¬ 
vices,  with  the  finest  being  this  Proof  67.  In  NGC  holder  #293014-

Along  with  the  Eagle  and  Double  Eagle  from  this 
mint,  only  San  Francisco  Mint  struck  gold  coinage  for  regular  busi¬ 
ness  purposes  in  1916.  Philadelphia  Mint's  output  exclusively  was 
Commemorative  Gold  Dollars  and  Denver  sat  out  the  year,  striking 
copper,  nickel,  and  silver  issues  but  no  gold.

1580  1799  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  With  flashy  mint  brilliance  on 
both  sides  and  an  above-average  strike  on  stars,  portrait,  eagle,  and 
letters.  Best  of  all,  the  rims  are  completely  free  from  nicks  or  bumps 
(which,  in  itself,  is  noteworthy).  A  handsome  Classic  Head  Eagle 
from  the  days  when  ex-President  George  Washington  was  still 
alive.  Struck  under  the  stewardship  of  the  second  President  of  the 
United  States,  John  Adams.  Mintage  of  37,449  in  1799  does  not  take 
into  account  that  approximately  95%  of  the  issue  was  either  export¬ 
ed,  melted,  or  lost  leaving  only  small  numbers  today.  In  NGC  hold¬ 
er  #297661-023.  Identifying  feature:  a  small  hairline  on  neck  and 
tiny  lint  mark  by  inside  point  of  star  13. 


1581  1799  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  A  small  mark  below 

the  ear  and  other  light  surface  abrasion,  but  this  is  easily  over¬ 
looked  considering  the  coin's  age,  metallic  content,  and  historic 
importance.  The  Eagle  was  America's  premier  coin  from  1795  until 
1850  when  Double  Eagle  coinage  displaced  it  from  the  top  rank. 
However,  because  the  mint  struck  coins  on  demand  in  those  days, 
merchants,  bankers,  and  other  bullion  depositors  tended  to  order 
Half  Eagles  rather  than  Eagles.  The  year  1799  saw  37,499  Eagles 
made  but  it  has  been  our  experience  that  no  more  than  5%  or  so  of 
this  original  mintage  is  in  collectors'  hands  today,  generally  well 
circulated. 
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1582  1842  Large  Date.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Superb  yel¬ 

low-golden  luster  with  surfaces  far  above  the  average  quality  seen. 
The  rims  are  wide  and  square  (no  nicks  or  bumps),  the  stars  and 
other  devices  bold,  and  boatloads  of  luster  still  adhere  to  the  pris¬ 
tine  surfaces.  Listed  in  Breen's  reference  encyclopedia  as  number 
6857,  the  1842  large  date  is  believed  to  have  been  struck  between 
May  and  December  of  that  year  and,  in  the  opinion  of  Breen,  is 
"prohibitively  rare  AU." 

Akers  concurs,  adding:  "Almost  Uncirculated  examples  are 
extremely  rare  and  I  have  never  personally  examined  a  strictly 
uncirculated  specimen.  Proofs  are  excessively  rare  and  no  more 
than  one  or  two  are  known."  The  NGC  census:  3,  with  4  higher. 


1583  1842  Large  Date.  Breen-6857.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53. 

Breen  says  of  1842  Large  Date,  "prohibitively  rare  AU."  A  sharply 
impressed  example  in  which  all  but  a  few  of  the  stars  come  bold; 
and  25%  of  the  luster  is  still  present.  NGC  lists  1  graded  About 
Uncirculated  53,  with  7  above  it. 


1584  1842  Large  Date.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Reams  of 

luster  and  the  bust  of  Liberty  is  inordinately  sharp,  much  more  so 
than  usual  for  this  early  period  in  American  coin  craft.  The  eagle 
for  its  part  is  similarly  bold  and  displays  complete  feathers  on  the 
neck  and  legs  as  well  as  knobby  foot  detail.  A  handsome  example. 


1585  1845  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Slightly  more  than  the 
usual  number  of  surface  marks  are  incapable  of  blotting  out  the 
abundant  luster  of  this  sharply  struck  Eagle.  Date  numerals  are 
from  the  heavier  of  the  two  logo  punches  used  this  year,  corre¬ 
sponding  to  Breen-6866.  "Interiors  of  845  crude  enough  to  suggest 
repunching,"  explains  the  author  of  the  comprehensive  encyclope¬ 
dia  on  America's  coinage.  Mintage:  26,153. 


1586  1845-0  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  First  of  two  high- 
grade  specimens  we  offer.  Lustrous,  free  from  rim  marks,  and  hav¬ 
ing  a  pleasing  appearance  so  unlike  most  Eagles  of  this  vintage 
with  their  heavy  bagmarks.  PCGS  has  graded  6  in  About 
Uncirculated  50  condition. 


1587  1845-0  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  problem-free  specimen 
featuring  strong  centers  and  wisps  of  luster  around  legends  and 
devices.  Mintage:  47,500. 


1588  1846  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  One  of  only  20,095  struck  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint.  "Like  the  1845,"  explains  Akers  in  his  book 
on  Ten-dollar  Gold,  "the  1846  is  a  grossly  underrated  date  in  this 
most  underrated  U.S.  coin  series.  It  is  not  easy  to  locate  an  1846 
Eagle  in  any  condition  and  almost  all  of  the  relatively  few  knowm 
specimens  are  only  VF  or  EF.  No  uncirculated  specimen  has  ever 
been  auctioned  and  I  have  never  seen  one  in  that  grade.  In  fact,  I 
have  seen  only  one  that  I  graded  AU.  In  my  opinion,  few  other  U. 
S.  coins  are  as  underrated  and  unappreciated  for  their  true  rarity  as 
this  one  and  most  of  those  are  also  Liberty  Head  Eagles."  A  lozv 
PCGS  population  of  9  in  this  grade.

1591  1852  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Lustrous  and  attractive  with 

orange  toning.  Mintage  of  263,106  belies  the  fact  there  have  been 
very  few  Uncirculated  1852  Eagles  graded  by  the  services.  NGC 
reports  only  2  in  Mint  State  61  (none  higher)  while  PCGS  has  seen 
a  Mint  State  65  but  none  lower.  Therefore,  the  entire  census  can  be 
described  as  very  low  population.

Second  year  of  issue 
from  the  San  Francisco  Mint  and  considerably  rarer  than  1854-S. 
With  only  9,000  minted,  survival  was  necessarily  hit-or-miss;  also, 
very  few  1855-S  Eagles  exist  with  outstanding  surfaces.  The  exam¬ 
ple  we  present  here  is  far  superior  to  any  other  we  have  offered  in 
a  long  while. 

According  to  Akers,  "The  1855-S  is  very  rare  in  any  condition  and 
all  of  the  relatively  few  known  examples  grade  only  VF  or  EF.  No 
specimen  is  known  in  uncirculated  condition  and  I  have  not  seen 
or  heard  of  one  that  was  even  close.  Both  in  overall  rarity  and  "con¬ 
dition  rarity",  the  1855-S  is  one  of  the  rarer  dates  of  the  series  rank¬ 
ing  in  the  top  twenty  dates  according  to  rarity  by  average  grade 
and  in  the  top  quarter  of  the  series  according  to  frequency  of 
appearance."  This  observation  made  over  a  decade  ago  is  rein¬ 
forced  by  the  latest  PCGS  census  for  1855-S  in  About  Uncirculated 
53  condition.  There  are  only  2  reported,  and  1  higher  in  About 
Uncirculated  55. 


1597  1856  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Orange-gold  toning  over  decid¬ 
edly  brilliant  surfaces.  The  fields,  which  are  slightly  prooflike,  con¬ 
trast  nicely  the  raised  frosty  devices.  Were  it  not  for  the  date  "1856" 
a  person  could  easily  mistake  it  for  an  Eagle  from  the  turn  of  the 
century!  As  in  the  case  of  the  Mint  State  61  1852  and  1853  Eagles  we 
offered  a  moment  ago,  1856  boasts  low  population  in  this  condition; 
to  be  exact:  2  graded  by  PCGS,  with  6  higher,  and  2  graded  by 
NGC,  with  3  higher.  In  PCGS  holder  #9836622. 


1598  1857  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  An  exceptionally  nice 
specimen,  sharply  struck  in  centers  and  without  the  usual  little 
marks  and  scuffs.  Indeed,  the  fields  and  devices  are  nicer  than  the 
great  preponderance  of  Eagles  that  are  consigned  for  auction.  We 
feel,  therefore,  this  deserves  a  bid  in  advance  of  posted  "Trends." 
The  PCGS  census  in  About  Uncirculated  50  condition:  8. 
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1S57-S  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  One  of  the  scarcest 
San  Francisco  Mint  Eagles  of  the  1850s  in  this  condition.  There  are 
an  average  number  of  light  surface  marks,  but  much  more  luster  is 
present  than  usual  and  the  rims  show  no  problems,  unlike  many. 
Because  mintage  was  only  26,000,  this  date  is  prohibitively  rare  in 
About  Uncirculated  condition  or  higher.  PCGS  reports  5  graded  in 
this  category,  and  only  2  higher  (none  Mint  State). 

1858-0  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Two  small  planchet 
imperfections  on  the  obverse.  Luster  in  the  protected  areas.  A  very 
scarce  date  in  high  grade. 


1858-S  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Orange-tinted  luster 
around  stars,  legends,  and  devices.  One  of  the  best  we've  seen  in 
this  grade.  The  surfaces  are  smooth  and  blemish-free.  Similar  to 
other  late-1850s  Eagles,  1858-S  boasts  very  low  mintage  (11,800) 
and  correspondingly  low  numbers  known  (witness  the  elevated 
Guide  Book  listing  in  this  condition).  This  appears  to  be  the  only 
Extremely  Fine  40  example  graded  by  PCGS  (our  October  1994 
issue  has  a  zero  in  the  “40"  column,  possibly  signifying  that  the 
coin  was  a  recent  submittal).  Additionally,  there  are  3  reported  in 
Extremely  Fine  45  and  1  in  About  Uncirculated  50. 

In  reviewing  David  Aker's  findings  on  the  date  we  find  he  has  this 
to  say:  "The  1858-S  is  a  very  rare  and  underrated  coin  in  any  grade, 
as  rare  in  fact  as  the  highly  publicized  1858.  It  is  more  rare  than  the 
1855-S,  1856-S  or  1857-S  and  similar  in  overall  rarity  to  the  equally 
underrated  1846.  Most  known  specimens  grade  no  better  than  VF 
and  I  have  seen  only  a  few  that  even  reached  the  EF  level.  If  an  AU 
or  uncirculated  example  exists,  I  have  not  seen  or  heard  of  it.  This 
date  ranks  in  the  top  10%  of  the  entire  $  10  series  in  rarity  accord¬ 
ing  to  frequency  of  appearance  and  it  is  just  below  the  top  10%  in 
rarity  according  to  average  grade." 


1602  1860-0  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Fully  struck  devices  other 
than  for  the  obverse  stars  which  come  slightly  rounded  (as  usual). 
A  goodly  quotient  of  original  luster  still  remains  in  the  protected 
areas  around  devices  and  legends.  With  11,100  minted,  1860-0  is 
rarer  than  most  Eagles  of  this  period.  Gold  specialist  Akers  says: 
"This  is  the  final  Eagle  from  the  New  Orleans  Mint  until  produc¬ 
tion  resumed  in  1879.  The  1860-0  is  rare  in  any  condition  and  most 
known  specimens  grade  VF  or  EF.  AU  examples  are  very  rare  and 
mint  state  pieces  are  extremely  rare  although  I  have  seen  two  very 
choice  uncirculated  examples  of  this  date." 


RARE  ABOUT  UNCIRCULATED  1861-S  EAGLE 


1603  1861-S  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Here  we  offer  one  of 

the  highlights  of  the  No  Motto  Eagle  series,  a  rare  coin  in  even  rarer 
condition.  While  1861-S  is  noted  for  weak  strikes,  in  the  present 
instance  all  central  details  are  bold,  including  hair  curls  on  Liberty 
and  neck  and  leg  feathers  on  the  eagle.  According  to  Akers,  "while 
not  as  rare  as  the  1858-S,  1859-S  or  1860-S,  the  1861-S  is  still  a  very 
rare  date  in  all  grades.  It  is  similar  in  rarity  to  the  lower  mintage 
1855-S  and  a  little  more  rare  than  the  1857-S.  Most  specimens  are 
well  worn  with  the  population  evenly  spread  over  the  Fine,  VF  and 
EF  grades.  A  very  few  AU's  are  known,  perhaps  two  or  three,  but 
no  uncirculated  specimens.  Like  the  other  dates  mentioned  above, 
this  date  is  a  grossly  underrated  rarity." 

To  complete  the  body  of  evidence  in  this  coin's  favor,  the  following 
is  the  current  PCGS  census  of  1861-S:  1  graded  About  Uncirculated 
50,  with  2  higher  (none,  however,  in  Uncirculated  grades). 


1604  1868  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Moderate  bagmarking. 
A  bright  and  lustrous  specimen,  far  in  advance  of  most  1868  Eagles 
that  are  offered  (the  typical  grade  being  either  Very  Fine  or 
Extremely  Fine).  "High  grade  specimens,"  of  1868,  says  Akers,  "are 
virtually  non-existent  and  1  have  not  personally  seen  or  heard  of  an 
uncirculated  piece.  Most  known  specimens  grade  only  VF  or  EF 
and  I  doubt  if  there  are  more  than  a  couple  that  even  reach  the  AU 
level."  The  grading  service  reports  only  4  seen  in  this  category. 
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1605  1871  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Average  light  marks,  none  of 
which  affects  the  overall  appearance.  Fields  are  prooflike.  As  with 
other  Philadelphia  Mint  dates  in  the  1870s,  due  to  stressed  metals 
markets  on  the  Eastern  Seabord  there  were  few  bullion  deposits 
made  other  than  for  export  purposes  (which  consisted  of  Double 
Eagles  mainly).  Eagle  mintage  suffered.  In  fact,  in  1871  there  were 
only  1,820  Eagles  struck  at  Philadelphia  and  the  few  that  remain 
come  mostly  well  circulated  with  heavy  bagmarks. 

1606  1878  About  Uncirculated  58.  At  the  time  this  was  issued,  small  cir¬ 
culating  coinage  was  then  beginning  to  reappear  after  many  years 
in  hiding.  Paper  money  ("greenbacks")  which  had  been  trading 
below  par  for  coins  finally  returned  to  par  in  December  1877.  This 
precipitated  a  flood  of  out-of-date  coins  returning  to  American 
shores  from  Canada  and  Central  and  South  America.  Mintage  of 
Eagles  increased  rapidly  thereafter  as  confidence  returned  and 
depositors  deposited  bullion  at  the  nation's  mints. 

1607  1881  Extremely  Fine  40. 


1608  1882-CC  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Superb,  almost 
prooflike,  fields  and  the  devices  (including  all  stars)  are  bold. 
Furthermore,  the  few  marks  that  are  seen  are  small  to  insignificant 
and  do  not  affect  the  pleasant  dusky  gold  color.  There  were  only 
6,764  1882-CC  Eagles  minted.  Auction  records  prove  it  is  extreme¬ 
ly  elusive  in  Extremely  Fine  condition  or  better.  To  date,  NGC  has 
graded  9  examples  About  Uncirculated  55,  and  3  higher.  None 
reported  Uncirculated. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1884  PROOF  EAGLE 


1609  1884  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Strong  cameo  contrast  and  beautiful 
golden  orange  toning.  The  head  of  Liberty,  as  well  as  the  thirteen 
small  stars  which  encircle  it,  come  nicely  frosted  against  mirror- 
deep  reflective  fields.  On  the  reverse  the  idental  situation  exists: 
satin  frost  on  lettering  and  eagle  against  a  highly  reflective  field.  So 
close  is  this  to  being  Proof  65  quality  we  feel  anyone  who  is  in 
earnest  should  insure  his  bid  level  is  adequate  to  meet  the  expect¬ 
ed  competition. 

Only  45  made,  30  with  sets  January  19,  4  on  February  29,  4  on  June 
28,  1  in  September,  1  in  December,  last  one  delivered  1/10/1885. 
One  of  the  great  rarities  of  the  series;  only  9  or  10  survive.  Neither 
F.  C.  C.  Boyd  nor  J.  F.  Bell  owned  one.  Far  rarer  than  the  Double 
Eagle  or  the  Trade  Dollar  of  this  date.  The  grading  services  have 
seen  a  combined  9  specimens  (including  duplication?),  with  the 
finest  5  tied  at  Proof  64.

1610  1886-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Light  surface  abrasions  (bag 
marks)  consistent  with  the  grade.  The  luster,  unlike  that  seen  on 
many  Eagles  from  the  1880s,  is  exceedingly  brilliant  and  vibrant, 
allowing  us  to  recommend  the  coin  without  hesitation  to  anyone 
needing  the  coin  for  his  date  set  or  Gold  Type  Set.

1611  1888  Brilliant  Proof  64.  With  strong  cameo  devices,  the  head  of 

Liberty  being  especially  pristine.  When  the  mint  official  who  had 
the  function  of  preparing  Proof  dies  made  the  dies  from  which  the 
Eagle  was  struck,  he  must  have  given  it  his  special  attention.  For 
the  resulting  coin  is  exquisite.  A  few  light  hairlines  keep  us  from 
assigning  a  higher  grade,  but  bidders  may  want  to  configure  their 
bids  above  the  current  levels. 

Only  72  made,  30  before  March  31,  12  before  June  30,  20  in 
September,  10  before  December  31 .  Rarer  than  1887;  we  believe  that 
not  over  20  survive.  The  grading  services  have  seen  3  as  of  cata¬ 
loging  time.

that  is  much  more  resiliant  than  usual;  so,  also,  is  the  cheek  above- 
average  in  its  lack  of  marks.  We  find  only  a  few  random  hairlines 
present  and  none  of  them  extreme. 

After  two  abortive  attempts  to  satisfy  the  mint  hierachy,  designer 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  modified  his  models  once  again  and 
came  up  with  this  handsome  rendition  of  golden  allegory.  The 
head  was  modeled  after  a  Greek  head  of  Nike  ('Victory').  His 
standing  eagle  design,  "splendid  in  its  original  form,"  in  the  words 
of  Breen's  encyclopedia,  was  "reminiscent  of  late  Egyptian  and 
early  Roman  work  at  its  best."

Pale  golden-orange  toning  with 
underlying  fields  and  devices  satiny  brilliant.  Adding  to  the  mag¬ 
nificent  state  of  preservation  is  an  incomparably  bold  eagle  whose 
every  feather  shows  including  those  near  the  leading  edge  of  the 
wing.

Luster  subdued  on  the  high  points  but  bril¬ 
liant  and  velvety  in  the  fields.  Gold  coinage  in  1916  was  struck  sole¬ 
ly  at  the  San  Francisco  facility  except  for  an  issue  of 
Commemorative  Dollars  (McKinley  Memorial).  The  next  year  the 
United  States  found  itself  involved  in  the  great  European  World 
War  and  coinage  of  this  precious  metal  ceased  until  1920.  The  1916- 
S  Eagle  has  always  been  popular  with  collectors;  popular,  yet  not 
so  expensive  as  to  shut  out  those  on  a  strict  budget. 


1635  1926  Mint  State  60+.  Areas  of  pinkish  orange  toning  attest  to  the 
uncleaned  originality  of  the  piece. 


1636  1932  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  If  you  prefer  your  gold  coins  bril¬ 
liant  and  flashy  they  you  will  want  to  consider  this  dazzling  1932 
Eagle.  Not  only  do  the  surfaces  shine  with  golden  radiance,  but  the 
fields  and  devices  are  remarkably  free  of  the  usual  bagmarks  so 
common  to  the  issue.  In  all  ways  it  is  above-average. 


1637  1932  Mint  State  60+.  Last  readily  affordable  United  Stated  gold 
piece  and  the  only  1932-dated  coin  that  won't  bust  a  collector's 
bank  account.  This  and  the  following  Mint  State  60+  were  con¬ 
signed  by  an  astute  collector  who  put  them  away  more  than  a  quar¬ 
ter  century  ago.

1639  1852  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Smooth  surfaces  and  lovely  sun¬ 
set  gold  color  with  reddish  orange  undertones.  A  winning  combi¬ 
nation  this  is,  and,  combined  with  needle-sharp  devices  and  splen¬ 
did  cheek  on  Liberty,  a  coin  certain  to  find  a  home  in  a  first-class 
collection.  The  history  of  this  famous  gold  denomination  reads  like 
a  novel.  Breen,  in  his  encyclopedia,  says,  in  part,  “One  of  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  the  immense  discoveries  of  gold  in  California  was  an 
inordinate  increase  in  gold  bullion  coming  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
for  coinage.  Authorities  felt  that  large-scale  domestic  or  interna¬ 
tional  transactions  payable  in  gold  should  be  made  in  more  com¬ 
pact  form  than  eagles  or  smaller  denominations.  Accordingly,  Rep. 
James  Iver  McKay  (D.N.C.)  was  persuaded  to  introduce  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  his  Gold  Dollar  bill,  Feb.  1849,  which  would  authorize 
coinage  also  of  $20s,  to  be  called  Double  Eagles.  These  were  to 
weigh  516  grains  =  33.436  grams,  a  little  over  a  troy  ounce  each, 
and  be  roughly  comparable  in  value  to  several  Latin  American 
denominations." 


1640  1852  About  Uncirculated  55.  Close  to  70%  original  luster  present 
and  the  strike  is  full,  including  the  stars.  One  or  two  small  rims 
marks  are  mentioned  but  generally  everything  is  above-average  for 
the  Type  and  condition.  Double  Eagle  design  by  James  Barton 
Longacre,  whose  small  J.B.L.  initials  can  be  found  on  the  base  of  the 
neck  in  microscopic  letters. 


1641  1852-0  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Warm  yellow-gold 

color  with  orange-colored  highlights.  There  is  luster  surrounding 
the  stars,  legends,  and  devices  and  much  original  mint  bloom  can 
still  be  found  on  Liberty's  portrait.  As  suits  a  coin  in  this  upper  con¬ 
dition,  the  centers  on  both  sides  are  sharply  impressed;  in  fact, 
other  than  for  a  few  of  the  stars,  the  strike  could  be  said  to  be  razor- 
sharp.  Only  11  examples  in  this  grade  according  to  NGC's  Census 
Report  for  October  1,  1994. 


1642  1853  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Faint  hairline  rubbing 
across  face;  otherwise  far  nicer  than  average  for  the  period  with 
very  few  bagmarks.  A  lustrous  specimen. 


1643  1854  Extremely  Fine  45.  Upwards  of  20%  mint  luster  in  the  pro¬ 
tected  areas  around  stars,  legends,  and  devices.  More  importantly, 
the  surfaces  are  supremely  beautiful  for  a  Type  1  Double  Eagle  in 
this  grade.  It  is  a  commonplace  that  this  issue  usually  comes  heav¬ 
ily  bagged.  Not  so  in  this  instance!  An  attractive  example.

1645  1856-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Possible  Brilliant  Proof  or  Prooflike  Presentation  Piece  63.  The 

finest  known  example  of  this  great  rarity.  Razor-sharpness  quite  unlike  regular  issues  of  this  date  and 
comparable  to  the  few  pre-1858  Philadelphia  Mint  Proofs  that  exist.  Each  star  has  characteristic  satin 
finish  and  shows  shadowing  as  though  impressed  with  an  extra  blow  into  the  die.  Equally  superb  are 
the  head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  with  its  ornate  shield,  rays,  and  scroll.  Again,  these  were  carefully 
frosted  in  the  die  resulting  in  typical  cameo  finish  as  seen  on  post-1858  Proofs.  The  fields  are  highly 
reflective;  not  merely  prooflike  but  deeply  mirrored.  Clearly,  the  coin  was  handled  differently  from 
normal  business  strikes  by  the  pressman.  The  sharpness  suggests  it  was  struck  more  than  once  by  the 
dies;  and  the  two-tone  finish  of  frosted  devices  against  a  mirror  field  further  advance  the  theory  that 
this  is  some  sort  of  Proof  striking  or  presentation  issue.  The  color  is  deep  golden  with  a  whisper  of 
orange. 

Every  collector  of  Double  Eagles — or  for  that  matter,  every  numismatist  who  has  ever  perused  the 
Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  knows  1856-0  is  the  great  rarity  of  the  Double  Eagle  denomina¬ 
tion.  In  the  words  of  David  Akers,  quoting  from  his  volume  on  the  series,  "This  date  is  one  of  the  clas¬ 
sic  rarities  of  the  Double  Eagle  series  and  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  famous  and  popular.  It  is  the 
rarest  O-Mint  $20  .  .  .  and,  except  for  the  1861  Paquet  and  1882  business  strike,  it  is  the  rarest  regular 
issue  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle.  In  terms  of  number  of  specimens  known  it  is  more  rare  than  the  her¬ 
alded  1870-CC  (although  it  usually  comes  in  higher  grade  than  the  1870-CC)  and  is  about  the  same 
rarity  as  the  proof-only  1883.  Claims  by  some  cataloguers  that  less  than  10  specimens  are  known  seem 
to  me  to  be  overly  conservative  and  I  would  place  the  number  extant  at  15-18.  There  is  one  very  nice 
uncirculated  piece  known  that  was  sold  by  Superior  in  1980  and  at  least  two  others  that  grade  Almost 
Uncirculated,  including  the  Eliasberg  coin  which  grades  AU-55."  Mr.  Akers'  reference  to  "one  very 
nice  uncirculated  piece"  is  the  present  coin  which  Superior  sold  to  1980  at  a  record  price  for  this  date 
and  mint.  Since  that  time  no  other  such  offering  has  been  made;  indeed,  the  finest  1856-0  sold  in 
recent  times  graded  About  Uncirculated  and  showed  typical  surface  marks.  What  this  extraordinary 
coin  realizes  is  up  to  you,  the  bidding  public.  But  we  feel  safe  in  wagering  that  it  will  be  headline  news 
in  the  various  numismatic  periodicals! 

Superior  submitted  the  coin  to  PCGS  for  grading.  In  a  conversation  with  PCGS's  principal  sharehold¬ 
er,  Mr.  David  Hall,  Larry  Goldberg  was  told  by  Mr.  Hall  that  in  his  opinion  the  coin  is  definitely  some¬ 
thing  special,  completely  unlike  regular-issue  New  Orleans  Mint  Double  Eagles  of  the  period.  Only 
because  he  (Hall)  wanted  to  insure  a  conservative  estimate  was  it  graded  Mint  State  63  by  PCGS.  (The 
service  eschews  "Proof"  or  "Specimen"  designations  on  most  branch  mint  issues  except  for  the  few 
documented  Proofs  of  which  the  mint  has  a  record.) 

Again,  this  is  a  monumental  offering.  The  finest  known  1856-0,  it  belongs  in  a  museum-quality  col¬ 
lection  of  American  coinage  and  will  undoubtedly  find  a  place  in  just  such  a  collection.  For  identifi¬ 
cation  purposes  there  are  two  small  flan  "flakes",  one  below  the  8  in  date,  the  other  at  the  top  of  the 
5.  Several  others  are  seen  at  stars  4,  5,  8,  10,  and  13,  and  in  the  hair  just  above  the  bun.These  are  not 
handling  marks  but  tiny  planchet  irregularities  commonly  found  on  gold  Proofs  from  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  of  this  period  and  from  the  identical  manufacturing  process.  On  the  reverse  we  note 
a  fine  die  crack  running  from  the  rim  through  the  D  of  TWENTY  D.  and  ending  at  the  curve  of  the 
scroll.  Finally,  a  portion  of  the  mirror  finish  is  incomplete  along  top  and  bottom  sides  of  the  right  wing. 

Provenance:  this  illustrious  coin  was  purchased  at  the  New  Oreans  Mint  at  the  time  of  issue  by  a 
collector  who  often  bought  his  coins  direct  from  the  mint;  from  him  it  passed  down  to  the  collector's 
heirs.  They  sold  it  to  an  unnamed  dealer  who  then  sold  it  to  Mr.  Larry  Demerer  in  1979;  Mr.  Demerer 
subsequently  sold  it  to  Ira  Goldberg  of  Superior  Stamp  and  Coin  in  mid-1980,  from  whom  the 
consignor  bought  it.  It  has  been  in  the  consignor's  collection  since  1980.  This  is  its  first  appearance  in 
an  auction.  (The  history  of  the  coin's  whereabouts  prior  to  purchase  by  Ira  Goldberg  was  kindly 
provided  by  Mr.  Demerer.) 
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1646  1864  Extremely  Fine  45.  Lighter  than  normal  handling  marks  for  so 
early  an  issue.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  issues  are  scarcer  grade-for- 
grade  than  the  San  Francisco  coins  of  the  Civil  War  period. 


1647  1869  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Frosty  mint  luster  with  the  nor¬ 
mal  bagmarks.  Much  lower  mintage  than  Double  Eagles  from  the 
San  Francisco  Mint  (there  was  a  gold  panic  on  the  East  Coast  in 
September  1869  known  as  "Black  Friday")  and  consequently  rare  in 
higher  conditions  such  as  this.  PCGS  lists  5  graded  Mint  State  60  as 
of  October  1994's  Population  Report  and  6  higher. 

1648  1869-S  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Exceptional  rims  and 
close  to  50%  mint  luster. 


THE  FINEST  1871-CC  GRADED  BY  PCGS 


1649  1871-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  full  75%  mint 
bloom  spreads  over  both  sides  of  this  well  struck,  well  preserved 
Carson  City  Mint  Double  Eagle  rarity.  Because  of  its  exceptional 
condition  it  ranks  among  an  elite  group  of  top-end  specimens.  A 
tiny  rim  "tic"  can  be  used  for  identifying  purposes,  and  also  the 
PCGS  holder  number:  9867907.  PCGS  and  NGC  have,  between 
them,  graded  very,  very  few  1871-CC  examples  in  all  grades,  let 
alone  one  so  high.  To  date  there  are  3  in  About  Uncirculated  55  (this 
sole  PCGS  coin  and  2  by  NGC),  1  NGC  About  Uncirculated  58,  and 
1  NGC  Mint  State  60  reported,  placing  this  in  a  tie  for  third  finest 
graded!  What  that  means  for  you,  the  Double  Eagle  specialist,  is 
this:  there  will  be  few  opportunities  to  acquire  an  1871-CC  between 
now  and  the  turn  of  the  century.  Possibly  this  very  coin  will 
become  the  last  offering  of  the  decade!  Therefore,  it  seems  advis¬ 
able  bidders  will  want  to  weigh  their  estimations  carefully  so  as  to 
assure  themselves  a  chance  of  winning  it.

RARE  1879-CC  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1651  1879-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  very  elusive 

Carson  City  Mint  issue.  The  mint  struck  10,708  pieces  but  all  but  a 
very  few  no  longer  exist.  In  this  condition,  a  recognized  rarity. 
"This  date,"  according  to  Akers  in  his  Double  Eagle  volume,  "is  not 
available  all  that  often  in  any  grade  and  when  offered,  the  typical 
1879-CC  is  only  VF  or  EF.  Strictly  graded  AUs  are  rare  and  mint 
state  specimens,  even  Unc-60's,  are  for  all  practical  purposes  non¬ 
existent."  As  if  in  support  of  this  argument,  PCGS  reports  (October 
1994)  it  has  graded  only  25  examples  About  Uncirculated  50. 

HIGHLY  LUSTROUS  1879-0  RARITY 


1652  1879-0  About  Uncirculated  50.  Light  copper  stains  on  either  side, 
none  of  any  consequence.  Leaning  to  an  even  higher  grade  because 
of  its  abundance  of  luster  (upwards  of  90%  mint  bloom  remains) 
and  freedom  from  marks.  Indeed,  from  the  few  of  these  we  have 
seen  offered  we  would  place  the  present  specimen  well  advanced 
in  the  hierarchy.  New  Orleans  Mint  struck  only  2,325  Double 
Eagles  this  year,  after  having  not  struck  gold  coinage  since  before 
the  Civil  War  (1861).  Every  gold  collector  worth  his  salt  aspires  to 
own  an  1879-0.  And  that  offered  should  please  the  most  demand¬ 
ing  buyer.  Clearly,  because  of  the  outstanding  grade  this  should 
bring  close  to  Mint  State  60  money.

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KEY  DATE  1881  DOUBLE  EAGLE 

1653  1881  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Population:  2.  The  finest  graded.  Frosty  surfaces 

with  the  usual  quotient  of  light  bagmarks.  Boldly  struck.  A  very  rare  date  regard¬ 
less  of  condition,  1881  witnessed  one  of  the  lowest  Double  Eagle  mintage  figures  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint:  2,220  business  strikes  and  61  Proofs.  With,  in  one  study  done 
of  the  date,  only  12  estimated  known.  Most  of  these  are  Extremely  Fine  or  About 
Uncirculated  with  bagmarks. 

"The  1881  is  the  first  of  a  run  of  seven  ultra  low  mintage  issues  from  the 
Philadelphia  Mint,"  observes  David  Akers  in  his  Double  Eagle  book.  "Overall,  the 
1881  is  almost  identical  in  rarity  to  the  lower  mintage  1885  and  just  a  little  less  rare 
than  the  1886.  In  AU  or  Unc.,  however,  the  1881  is  possibly  the  rarest  of  the  three. 

(The  same  might  be  said  for  the  1886  but  one  thing  is  for  certain,  the  1885  is  the  most  common  of  the  three  in  high  grade.)  The  1881  is  not  quite  as  rare 
as  the  proof-only  1887  or  the  1882,  and,  of  course,  it  is  also  not  as  rare  as  the  1883  or  1884.  Most  known  1881's  grade  EF  or  so  and  always  have  a 
prooflike  or  partially  prooflike  surface.  A  few  AUs  are  known  and  there  is  one  Unc-60  example  in  a  Texas  collection.  I  have  neither  seen  nor  heard  of 
a  choice  or  gem  mint  state  example  and  the  Texas  coin  may  be  the  only  known  unc."  Akers  suggests  there  may  be  15  to  20  business  strikes  known. 
This  is  clearly  the  finest  graded,  in  fact,  the  only  Uncirculated  piece  reported  by  PCGS  or  NGC!  It  could  conceivably  be  the  finest  known  business 
strike  1881.  This  calls  for  a  strong  bid.  (PCGS  holder  #9852184;  identifiers:  a  line  of  "chattering"  descending  from  temple  to  cheek  and  a  small  hori¬ 
zontal  scrape  in  the  luster  of  the  cheek).  According  to  Breen  (see  encyclopedia  #7280)  business  strikes  have  the  left  base  of  the  first  1  about  over  the 
right  edge  of  a  dentil;  the  right  base  of  the  final  1  about  over  the  center  of  a  dentil. 


THE  AMON  CARTER  1885  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1654  1885  Mint  State  60+.  Prooflike.  The  Amon  Carter  Specimen.  Key  date  in  the  series  (mintage  of  828  including  the  Proofs)  and  seldom  offered  in  grades 
above  About  Uncirculated.  This  is  the  well  struck,  lustrous,  and  prooflike  Amon  Carter  specimen  sold  by  our  friends  at  Stack's  in  their  1984  sale.  With 
the  fields  reflective  and  the  head  of  Liberty  frosted  the  coin  has  a  two-tone  aspect  to  it.  Light  coppery  golden  toning  enhances  the  beauty  while  every 
star  on  the  obverse  is  bold.  "Next  to  the  1882  (and  possibly  the  1861  Paquet  whose  mintage  is  unknown),"  explains  Akers  in  his  book  on  Double 
Eagles,  "the  1885  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  regular  issue  (business  strike)  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle.  In  terms  of  overall  rarity,  the  1885  is  almost 
identical  to  the  1881  and  just  a  little  less  rare  than  the  1886.  As  a  business  strike,  it  is  also  similar  in  rarity  to  the  1854-0  and  1870-CC.  However,  the 
1885  is  considerably  less  rare  in  high  grade  than  any  of  the  aforementioned  dates.  Most  1885's  are  AU  or  Choice  AU  and  perhaps  as  many  as  six  or 
seven  true  uncs  exist  including  at  least  one  gem,  the  Auction  '79  coin.  Proofs  of  this  date  are  very  rare,  on  a  par  with  the  1881  and  1883  and  just  a  lit¬ 
tle  less  rare  than  the  1882  and  1884.  Approximately  15-18  proofs  are  known."  Identifiable  by  a  small  copper  tone  spot  at  star  10;  also,  a  diagonal  "tic" 
on  cheek  right  of  and  level  with  nose,  and  small  scuff  below  18  in  date. 

Previously  from  Stack's  Amon  Carter  Sale,  January  1984,  Lot  936. 
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1655  1891-S,  1894-S,  1901,  and  1904-S.  Extremely  Fine  40  to  About 
Uncirculated  50.  Varying  degrees  of  luster  on  these  important  gold 
coins.  According  to  the  envelopes  in  which  they  came,  these  last 
saw  the  light  of  day  in  the  early  to  mid-1960s.  Lot  of  4  coins. 

1656  1902-S  Mint  State  60.  In  custom  telemarketer's  case  with  certificate 
of  authenticity  signed  by  “Nicholas  J.  Bruyer,  Numismatic 
Authority."  A  solid  piece  of  California's  heritage. 


BLAZING  GEM  1904  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1657  1904  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Filled  to  overflowing  with  daz¬ 
zling,  not  to  say  blinding,  fresh  mint  luster.  The  strike  is  uncompro¬ 
misingly  bold  while  the  surfaces — well,  the  surfaces  are  the  picture 
of  perfection.  Surprising  as  such  quality  is,  we  find  that  many  col¬ 
lectors  aspire  to  own  a  Double  Eagle  in  Mint  State  65  condition  in 
spite  of  its  premium  price.  The  only  problem  is  that  there  are  so  few 
of  them  around  they  rarely  come  on  the  market.  And  when  they  do 
they  are  quickly  squirreled  away  again!  So  take  heed.  Remember, 
too,  the  coin's  infinitely  brilliant  luster  translates  into  infinitely 
solid  value. 

1658  1904  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Natural  toning  and  minimum  of 
marks.  A  superlative  specimen,  much  nicer  than  most  of  its  date 
and  grade. 

1659  1904  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Another,  this  time  without  any 
toning.  Brilliant  surfaces  combine  nicely  with  the  razor-sharp 
devices  to  produce  a  satisfying  look  of  high  quality.  There  are  no 
unsightly  marks  or  hairlines. 


1660  1904  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Approaches  Gem  quality  in  a 
number  of  areas,  including  sharpness  of  strike,  original  color  with 
natural  light  toning,  and  surface  freshness.  An  exceptional  speci¬ 
men  for  the  collector  who  desires  only  higher-end  coins. 


1661  1904-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Just  shy  of  full  gem  status  The 
surfaces,  fresh  and  glowing,  are  overlaid  by  semi-opaque  original 
haze,  identifying  this  as  a  coin  that  has  never  been  dipped. 

1662  1904-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Full  "cartwheel"  luster  accom¬ 
panies  a  clean  cheek  on  Liberty  and  razor-sharp  detail.

1663  1906  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  A  few  minor  hairlines  and  surface 
abrasions  but  much  nicer  than  most.  The  devices  come  smoothly 
frosted  against  a  deep  mirror  field.

1664  1907  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  [MCMVII].  PCGS  graded 
Mint  State  65.  A  razor-sharp  example  of  Saint-Gaudens'  master¬ 
piece  and  one  of  several  we  are  pleased  to  present.  Fields  and 
devices  are,  from  top  to  bottom,  resplendent  in  their  satin-finish 
originality.  Everything  is  spotless,  undefaced  by  irregular  toning 
streaks  or  marks;  such  quality  is  truly  uncommon  in  a  High  Relief 
Double  Eagle  which  is  why  we  direct  bidders  attention  to  it. 

As  was  true  of  the  1907  Indian  designs  for  the  Eagle,  the  present 
piece  was  the  result  of  Theodore  Roosevelt's  orchestration  with 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  America's  most  celebrated  sculptor  at 
the  time.  It  was  originally  proposed  that  the  entire  spectrum  of 
American  coinage  would  be  redesigned,  from  the  lowly  One-cent 
piece  through  the  Double  Eagle.  In  correspondence,  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens  felt  that  the  1857  Flying  Eagle  Cent  was  the  finest 
motif  found  on  any  American  coin.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this 
same  motif  he  used  on  the  Double  Eagle  offered  here. 

Throughout  early  1907,  designs  for  the  new  Double  Eagle  were  pre¬ 
pared,  and  eventually  chosen  was  the  standing  Liberty  motif  earli¬ 
er  used  on  the  1903  Sherman  Monument  now  on  view  in  New  York 
City  at  Central  Park  South  and  Fifth  Avenue. 

Giving  his  artistic  expression  full  rein,  the  sculptor  expressed  the 
date  in  Roman  numerals,  MCMVII — a  first  on  an  American  coin 
design — and  the  designs  themselves  in  sculpture-like  high  relief. 
The  Mint's  staff  objected  forcefully,  as  those  in  Philadelphia  felt 
that  coinage  designs  were  their  franchise  and  it  was  not  fair  for 
President  Roosevelt  to  enlist  the  aid  of  an  outsider  to  create  new 
models.  Apart  from  that,  the  engraving  department  at  the  Mint 
made  it  clear  that  Saint-Gaudens'  idea  of  producing  a  circulating 
coinage  in  high  relief  was  impractical,  for  such  would  require  mul¬ 
tiple  blows  on  a  special  press  and  would  not  be  suitable  for  high¬ 
speed  production. 

Annoyed  at  this  stonewalling,  Roosevelt  said  that  he  did  not  care 
what  the  Mint  thought,  and  if  only  one  Double  Eagle  could  be 
struck  per  dap  then  that  is  the  way  it  would  be!  Roosevelt  prevailed 
and  the  MCMVII  High  Reliefs  were  slowly  and  carefully  struck  on 
a  medal  press.  The  production  was  considerably  more  than  the  fan¬ 
ciful  one  per  day,  and  over  a  period  of  weeks  some  11,250  pieces 
were  made;  but  each  had  to  be  done  by  the  personal  attention  of  a 
press  operator  and  required  three  to  five  separate  blows,  the 
process  used  to  make  medals. 

In  the  summer  of  1907,  Saint  Gaudens,  who  had  been  in  failing 
health  for  some  time,  took  a  turn  for  the  worse,  and  in  August  he 
died.  Ironically,  he  never  lived  to  see  examples  of  his  own  Double 
Eagle  design.  After  Roosevelt  had  been  appeased  by  the  striking  of 
11,250  High  Relief  coins,  the  Mint  obtained  permission  to  revise  its 
design,  wherein  the  relief  was  lowered,  the  Roman  numerals  elim¬ 
inated,  and  more  familiar  numeral  punches  used  for  the  date.  This 
was  amenable  to  high-speed  production  and  from  then  to  the  end 
of  the  series  in  1933  Double  Eagles  were  so  made.

1665  1907  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  [MCMVII],  Flat  edge.  NGC 
graded  Mint  State  65.  A  handsomer  specimen  is  almost  impossible 
to  imagine!  Words  cannot  do  justice  to  the  coin  for  it  is  pretty  much 
"as  struck."  Oddly  enough,  we  have  several  superb  Mint  State  65 
Saint-Gaudens  High  Relief  Double  Eagles  from  which  to  choose. 
Although  there  were  slightly  greater  than  11,000  pieces  struck,  and 
although  many  were  saved  at  the  time,  it  seems  a  fair  number  of 
High  Reliefs  were  kept  as  keepsakes  by  the  non-collecting  commu¬ 
nity.  The  general  public  is,  and  always  has  been,  rather  careless  in 
their  handling  of  numismatic  treasures  and  this  may  be  one  reason 
why  so  few  Gem  quality  High  Reliefs  are  found  today.  If  a  guess 
has  to  be  made  we  would  suggest  there  are  fewer  than  300  Gems 
available.  The  present  example  is  on  the  threshold  of  absolute  per¬ 
fection..

1666  1907  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  [MCMVII].  Flat  rim.  NGC 

graded  Mint  State  65.  An  exact  duplicate  of  the  preceding  Mint 
State  65  High  Reliefs  and  a  coin  with  an  appreciable  advantage  for 
99%  of  extant  specimens.  For  those  with  a  keen  aesthetic  sense  we 
recommend  these  without  hesitation  as  America's  premier  coins. 
The  present  example  has  no  blemishes,  no  hairlines,  no  problems; 
bust  instead,  splendid  luster,  splendid  strike,  and  splendidly  origi¬ 
nal  color. 

(In  reference  to  the  edge  on  these  historic  pieces,  Breen  explains: 
"There  are  two  variants  generally  collected  as  major  varieties:  "flat 
rim"  and  "knife-rim,"  generally  known  by  the  misnomers  "flat 
edge"  and  "wire  edge."  (The  edge  shows  motto  and  stars;  the  rim 
is  the  boundary  between  border  and  edge.)  Many  estimates  agree 
that  the  approximately  3,000  of  Nov.  1907  [issue]  had  flat  rims,  the 
8,250-odd  of  December  showed  knife-rims.  This  detail  consists  of  a 
thin  raised  flange  around  half  or  more  than  half  circumference  on 
either  side  (usually  both),  manifestly  from  metal  being  squeezed 
between  the  collar  and  dies  on  successive  blows  at  striking.  It  is 
irregular  enough  to  have  been  most  likely  unintentional,  unlike 
that  on  the  "Type  I"  Saint-Gaudens  $10s  of  1907;  it  may  have 
caused  difficulties  in  ejecting  coins  from  the  dies,  and  doubtless 
made  Barber  feel  all  the  more  justified  in  opposing  the  design  as  an 
impractical  presidential  whim.") 


1667  1907  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  [MCMVII].  Partial  knife 
edge.  Mint  State  63.  Golden  orange  toning  combines  with  the  High 
Relief's  famous  satin-finish  luster  to  produce  a  winning  combina¬ 
tion.  Not  only  are  the  fields  smooth  and  satiny,  but  marks  are  vir¬ 
tually  non-existent;  as  well,  the  strike  could  not  be  fuller  were  this 
a  Proof!  All  of  the  Saint-Gaudens'  masterly  devices  come  up  in 
sharp,  stunning  relief,  exactly  the  way  the  artist  intended  them  to. 

As  a  result,  if  you  have  been  planning  to  acquire  one  of  these 
important  coins  for  your  collection,  now  may  be  the  time  to  stretch 
a  little  and  put  in  a  bid.  We  expect  to  see  this  specimen  bring  a 
strong  market  price  in  line  with  its  outstanding  condition.

1694  1923  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Remarkably  low  PCGS  census 
for  1923  in  this  condition;  while  the  overall  mintage  of  the  date  was 
more  or  less  in  line  with  others  in  the  1920s  from  Philadelphia 
Mint,  for  some  reason  unexplained  most  of  this  issue  received 
heavy  bagging.

1697  1924-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Lustrous  and  well  struck, 
with  only  light,  widely  scattered  marks  from  contact  with  others  in 
the  bag.  An  elusive  date  even  when  circulated.  However,  in  full- 
fledged  Mint  State  condition,  1924-D  is  extremely  difficult  to  find. 
PCGS  reports  only  29  graded  (24  higher)  and  this  is  after  more  than 
eight  years  grading  untold  millions  of  rare  and  desirable  United 
States  coins! 

According  to  Double  Eagle  researcher  Akers,  "From  this  issue  on, 
all  of  the  mintmarked  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles  are  scarce  or 
rare.  Many  of  them  also  have  very  high  mintage  and  thus  their  rar¬ 
ity  is  due  to  the  mass  melting  of  gold  coins  after  1933.  The  1924-D 
is  a  scarce  date,  similar  overall  to  the  1908-S,  1909-D  and  1926-S. 
However,  since  most  known  1924-D  twenties  are  uncirculated,  the 
date  is  not  nearly  as  rare  in  Unc.  as  either  the  1908-S  or  1909-D. 
Most  1924-D  Double  Eagles  are  Unc-60  or  Unc-63  and  so  true  gems 
are  very  scarce,  if  not  rare.  A  few  superb  uncs  are  known  but  they 
are  very  rare.  The  typical  1924-D  is  well  struck  with  good  luster 
and  color  but  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  a  1924-D  that  is  very  weak 
at  the  border  from  die  deterioration."  (The  border  of  the  currently 
offered  Mint  State  62  is  bold  and  complete.) 


LOW  POPULATION  1925-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1698  1925-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  only  coin  graded  in  this 
category  by  PCGS  and  topped  by  just  two  specimens  in  higher 
grade  (Mint  State  66).  A  superlative  specimen,  boldly  struck  and 
delicately  toned  in  shades  of  pinkish  gold  and  a  touch  of  green. 

In  the  words  of  gold  expert  David  Akers:  "The  1925-S  is  one  of  the 
most  underrated  dates  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle  series  in 
full  mint  state.  In  terms  of  overall  rarity,  it  is  not  as  rare  as  the  1924- 
S,  1925-D  or  1926-D  but  it  is  far  more  rare  than  any  of  the  three  in 
strictly  uncirculated  condition.  The  typically  available  1925-S  is 
only  EF  or  AU  and  average  quality  uncs  are  very  scarce,  similar  in 
rarity  to  uncs  of  1908-S  and  1909-D.  Choice  and  gem  quality  uncs 
are  very  rare  and  I  have  seen  fewer  such  high  quality  pieces  than  I 
have  of  the  1908-S  and  1909-D.  I  know  of  only  one  superb  unc  1925- 
S;  most  important  Double  Eagle  collections  contain  only  an  Unc-60 
example  of  this  date  at  best."

1720  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  McKinley  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint 
State  65.  Consigned  by  the  same  gentleman  who  consigned  the 
1903  Jefferson  Dollar  in  the  accompanying  Lot,  this  1903  McKinely 
is  nothing  short  of  a  joy  to  behold!  Its  oceans  of  mint  frostiness 
combine  with  orange  peripheral  toning  to  give  it  great  visual 
appeal.  If  you  desire  only  impeccable  Commemorative  Gold  pieces 
for  your  set,  then  either  this  McKinley  or  the  Jefferson  specimen 
would  do  nicely. 

The  Jefferson  and  McKinley  Gold  Dollars  were  authorized  on  June 
28, 1902  for  sale  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  held  in  Forest 
Park,  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  Charles  E.  Barber  engraved  the  dies  for 
both  obverses,  Jefferson  and  McKinely.  Barber  copied  the  portrait 
of  Jefferson  from  John  Reich's  Indian  Peace  Medal  of  Jefferson 
(1801).  The  McKinley  portrait  was  from  life;  McKinley  had  sat  for 
his  portrait  on  Barber's  presidential  medal.  Originally,  the  Gold 
Dollars  were  only  to  depict  Jefferson  as  the  president  in  office  when 
the  Louisiana  Territory  was  sold  to  the  United  States.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  President  McKinley,  who  had  signed  the  Exposition  into  law 
as  of  March  3,  1901,  was  assassinated  at  another  exposition  (Pan- 
American)  in  September  1901.  Through  some  unrecorded  agree¬ 
ment,  a  new  obverse  die  portraying  McKinley  was  authorized.  It  is 
not  definitely  known  which  Dollars  were  first  struck,  only  that  they 
were  distributed  simultaneously  in  equal  quantities  of  about  17,500 
of  each  type.  (Proof  are  very  scarce,  there  having  been  100  made  of 
each  type.)

State  64.  Brilliant  luster  with  hints  of  golden-orange  toning  attests 
to  its  pristine  untouched  condition.

Natural  orange  and  warm  golden 
color. 


1728  1904  Lewis  and  Clark  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  With 
warm  golden  orange  toning  around  the  periphery  suggesting  this 
was  kept  in  an  album  or  old  craft-type  envelope  before  it  was  sent 
in  for  grading.  As  such  it  should  fill  the  needs  of  any  quality  buyer 
nicely  and  represents  excellent  value  in  a  Commemorative  Gold 
coin. 

A  smoothly  lustrous 
coin  featuring  coppery  orange  toning  around  the  periphery  on 
both  sides.

1730  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  Gold  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65. 

Extraordinary  condition  for  this  issue  which  typically  comes  dull 
or  hairlined  in  Uncirculated  (when  it  comes  Uncirculated  at  all). 
The  surfaces  are  toned  in  splendid  shades  of  orange-gold  and  there 
are  no  annoying  marks  whatever.  Instead  the  luster  glows  and 
dances  like  that  seen  on  a  newly  made  coin,  fresh  from  the  mint! 

Currently,  PCGS  has  records  of  only  64  Mint  State  65  examples  (8 
higher).  This  is  40  fewer  than  the  1904-dated  coins  confirming  what 
we  have  known  for  years:  that  1905,  despite  its  similar  mintage,  is 
much  rarer  than  1904  in  tip-top  condition.

1731  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A 

frosty  example  superior  to  most  that  are  seen.  The  fields  and 
devices  come  pleasantly  free  of  the  usual  little  nicks  and  marks 
being,  instead,  smooth,  clean,  and  lustrous.  With  these  surfaces,  in 
this  excellent  PCGS  condition,  it  is  a  coin  worth  owning.

A  few  faint 
hairlines  on  either  side  of  one  portrait  are  seemingly  all  that  keeps 
this  from  the  next  grade.  The  fields  are  pretty  much  "as  struck" 
with  only  light  orangish  toning  having  begun  around  the  legends; 
meanwhile,  the  strike  on  both  portraits  could  not  be  sharper.  NGC 
has  graded  50  fewer  Mint  State  64  1905  Lewis  and  Clarks  than 
1904s  in  spite  of  an  otherwise  almost  identical  mintage:  81  graded 
vs  131  of  the  latter. 

Engraved  by  Charles  E.  Barber  and  struck  for  the  exposition.  The 
Lewis  and  Clark  Dollar  honored  the  Corps  of  Discovery  which 
explored  the  Northwest  in  1803  to  1806  at  the  behest  of  President 
Jefferson.  They  were  sold  for  between  $2.00  and  $2.50  apiece,  with 
the  proceeds  earmarked  for  completion  of  the  bronze  memorial  to 
Sacagawea,  part-time  guide  and  full-time  interpreter  between  the 
Corps  of  Discovery  and  the  Indian  tribes.  Mintage  figures  show 
10,025  dated  1904  and  10,041  dated  1905. 


1733  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition  Dollar.  About  Uncirculated  55. 

Following  President  Thomas  Jefferson's  acquisition  of  the  vast 
Louisiana  Territory  from  a  cash-strapped  Napoleon  Bonepart  (it 
had  belonged  to  France),  the  President  proposed  an  expedition  to 
explore  the  region  and  assess  its  resources,  Indian  tribes,  etc. 
Meriwether  Lewis  and  Rogers  Clark  led  the  expedition  and  are 
commemorated  here;  upon  their  return,  their  journal  of  the  trip 
was  published.  It  is  widely  read  today,  190  years  later!

Housed  in  custom  plastic  holder.  An  impressive  set 
matched  for  color  and  surface  originality  on  the  gold  coins 
and  naturally  toned  Half  Dollar  as  it  came  out  of  its  craft 
paper  envelope.  Includes  the  two  mightiest  United  States 
gold  coins,  the  $50  round  and  $50  octagonal,  the  largest 
regular-issue  coins  ever  struck,  weighing  a  full  2-1/2 
ounces  apiece!  Featured  on  the  $50  coins  is  a  head  of 
Minerva  (Greek  goddess  of  harvests,  among  other  things) 
with  the  wise  owl  prominently  displayed  on  the  reverse 
surrounded  by  pine  cones  and  needles.  Because  the  issue 
price  on  the  $50  gold  was  so  high  at  the  time  (double  face 
value  =  $100  each),  only  limited  numbers  were  sold.  To  be 
exact,  there  were  483  rounds  and  645  octagonals  sold  out 
of  original  mintage  totals  of  1,500  (the  remainders  being 
returned  to  the  mint  and  melted).

1735  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Gold  Dollar.  NGC  graded 
Mint  State  65.  Features  exceedingly  brilliant  mint  frostiness,  clean 
cheek  on  the  Canal  worker,  similary  unsullied  frost  on  the  twin 
dolphins,  and  a  mint-fresh  look  of  originality. 


The  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  at  a  time  in  our 
nation's  history  when  the  art  world  was  throwing  off  the  con¬ 
straints  of  its  staid,  Victorian-girdled  ways.  All  manner  of  mod¬ 
ernistic  techniques  tried  on  coinage,  such  as  matte-finish  Proofs, 
rims  lacking  denticles,  spruced-up  lettering,  textured  or  roughed- 
up  backgrounds.  Coins  struck  for  the  exposition,  like  the  Gold 
Dollar,  capture  the  essence  of  this  revolution.  Instead  of  perfectly 
balanced  devices,  Charles  Keck,  the  coin's  creator,  put  his  Panama 
Canal  workman  off  to  one  side.  Opposite  the  portrait.  Keck  made 
two  concentric  arcs  for  the  country's  name.  The  reverse  continues 
the  trend  and  is  a  far  cry  from  anything  attempted  before  in 
American  numismatics.  A  pair  of  sprightly  dolphins  frolic  above 
and  below  the  central  denomination  giving  a  happy  feel  to  the 
artist's  trim  design. 


1736  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Gold  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64. 

Beautiful  warm  orange-gold  toning  the  color  of  a  late-evening  sun¬ 
set.  The  underlying  luster  combines  with  this  color  to  make  a  very 
effective  combination. 


1737  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Were 
it  not  for  a  faint  staple  scratch  on  the  cheek  of  the  Panama  canal 
worker's  portrait  the  grade  would  be  one  or  two  points  higher 
since  barring  this  minor  impairment  everything  is  exceptional.  A 
scarce  Gold  Dollar  Commemorative. 


1740  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  About 
Uncirculated  58. 


1741  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Quarter  Eagle.  PCGS  graded 
Mint  State  64.  Frosty,  well  struck,  and  pleasing  to  the  aesthetic 
sense  because  of  its  unusual  allegorical  theme  and  outstanding 
state  of  preservation. 

Part  of  a  five-piece  set  of  coins  issued  to  commemorate  the  opening 
of  the  Panama  Canal  as  well  as  to  celebrate  the  fair  held  in  San 
Francisco,  California  in  1915,  this  handsome  Quarter  Eagle  sports 
abundant  frosty  luster  and  one  of  the  sprightlier  designs  to  issue 
from  a  United  States  mint.  In  all  there  were  6,749  pieces  produced 
and  sold  to  collectors  at  the  exposition. 

The  obverse  has  Columbia  with  a  caduceus  in  her  left  hand  seated 
on  a  hippocampus,  a  mythological  sea  creature.  This  obverse  was 
said  to  typify  the  usefulness  of  the  Panama  Canal.  An  American 
eagle  with  raised  wings  is  placed  on  the  reverse.  Designs  are  the 
work  of  Charles  E.  Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan. 

1742  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Quarter  Eagle.  NGC  graded 
Mint  State  62.  Minor  shininess  on  the  high  points  but  elsewhere 
sporting  complete  mint  frost.  A  popular  type  featuring  allegorical 
figures  tastefully  done  and  highly  symbolic  to  the  subject  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition:  the  opening  of  the  important  Panama 
Canal. 

1743  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Quarter  Eagle.  Mint  State  60. 

Brilliant  yellow-gold  surfaces.  Unusual  use  of  allegorical  figures 
rather  than  actual  once-living  personages.  Columbia  (representing 
America)  sits  astride  a  mythical  hippocampus — half  fish,  half 
horse. 

1744  1916  McKinley  Memorial  Dollar.  Mint  State  63.  President  William 
McKinley,  while  attending  the  Pan-American  exposition  in  1901 
was  assassinated.  This  issue,  struck  15  years  after  the  event,  com¬ 
memorates  the  fallen  President.  His  Vice  President,  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  went  on  to  fame  and  fortune  following  an  orderly  tran¬ 
sition  of  office. 

1745  1916  McKinley  Memorial  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  About 
Uncirculated  58. 


1738  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Dollar.  Mint  State  60+.  Pinkish 

gold  color  on  the  high  points  merging  into  yellow  gold  luster  in  the 
fields.  An  original  and  unusual  design  unlike  that  seen  on  other 
Commemorative  Gold  Dollars.

1746  1917  McKinley  Memorial  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65. 

Spectacular  surface  perfection  and  originality.  Only  a  few  top-qual¬ 
ity  McKinley  Memorial  Gold  Dollars  are  made  available  through 
auction  in  any  calendar  year.  The  specimen  offered,  because  of  its 
blemish-free  surfaces,  surpasses  all  but  a  fragment  of  the  original 
issue  still  outstanding. 

The  building  on  the  reverse  is  intended  as  a  facing  view  of  the 
McKinley  Birthplace  Memorial  in  Niles,  Ohio.  Charles  Barber 
designed  the  coin  and  they  were  to  be  sold  to  help  defray  the  costs 
of  the  memorial.  At  first  the  issue  price  was  $3.00;  later,  B.  Max 
Mehl,  a  well-known  Ft.  Worth,  Texas  coin  dealer,  bought  10,000 
pieces  wholesale  and  offered  them  to  collectors  at  $2.50  apiece.  Net 
mintage  was  9,977  for  the  1916  and  10,000  for  the  1917. 

1747  1917  McKinley  Memorial  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63. 

Lustrous  and  quite  choice.  This  is  the  only  American  gold  coin 
made  in  1917.  Because  of  wartime  conditions,  the  mint  decided  to 
"go  off  gold"  as  the  quaint  saying  has  it;  between  1917  and  1919 
there  was  no  coinage  of  this  precious  monetary  metal  other  than 
the  present  McKinley  Memorial  Gold  Dollar.  Collectors  must  have 
had  their  fill  of  the  issue  after  1916's  coinage  of  15,000  pieces  since 
the  mint  was  able  to  sell  only  5,000  1917-dated  pieces. 

1748  1917  McKinley  Memorial  Dollar.  Mint  State  60.  Prooflike.  Much 
less  common  when  prooflike  than  many  believe.  As  well,  the  strike 
is  above-average  for  this  type  and  there  are  no  disturbing  marks. 


1749  1922  Grant  Memorial  Dollar.  With  Star.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 

64.  Superb  strike  and  luster  and  the  color  has  toned  a  natural  shade 
of  greenish  gold.  A  beautiful  coin!  And  scarce,  too,  since  there  were 
only  5,016  minted  with  the  star  impressed  into  the  obverse  field. 

1750  1922  Grant  Memorial  Dollar.  With  Star.  NGC  graded  Mint  State 

63.  Luster  brilliant  and  glowing,  and  the  strike,  especially  Grant's 
hair  detail,  much  sharper  than  usual.  A  very  choice  specimen. 

1751  1922  Grant  Memorial  Dollar.  With  Star.  Mint  State  60.  Two  types 
struck  this  year,  that  having  and  that  without  a  star.  The  star  signi¬ 
fies  nothing  in  particular;  it  was  simply  a  device  for  extracting 
more  dollars  out  of  America's  collectors — and  it  worked. 


1752  1922  Grant  Memorial  Dollar.  No  Star.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65. 

No  one  who  views  this  Gold  Dollar  can  deny  it  fully  warrants 
NGC's  high  grade.  The  luster  is  fresh  and  delicately  toned  through 
natural  processes;  turning  to  the  strike,  what  more  can  be  added 
than  that  the  strike  is  100%  bold,  from  the  combed-back  hair  on 
President  Grant's  head  to  the  leafy  foliage  overspanning  his  birth¬ 
place  home.  Almost  everyone  will  agree  the  coin  is  unbeatable  for 
the  grade. 

Ulysses  S.  Grant,  Civil  War  general  and  later  president,  died  in 
1885.  His  birth  in  1822  is  commemorated  here  by  the  artist  Laura 
Gardin  Fraser  after  a  photograph  by  the  famed  Civil  War  photog¬ 
rapher,  Matthew  Brady.  Grant  was  born  in  a  traditional  frame 
house  of  the  period,  but  this  has  come  down  to  us  as  a  "log  cabin." 
The  house  depicted  is  correct.  Some  consider  Grant  as  our  worst 
president  because  of  the  scandals  which  rocked  his  administration; 
perhaps  he  should  more  charitably  be  described  as  a  soft  touch  for 
his  scheming  "friends."  Two  Half  Dollar  Commemoratives  and 
two  Gold  Dollars  were  struck,  one  of  each  with  or  without  star 
before  Grant's  bust. 

1753  1922  Grant  Memorial  Dollar.  No  Star.  Mint  State  60.  A  few  faint 
hairlines  from  possibly  having  been  wiped  with  a  cloth;  there  are 
no  marks  or  rim  damage,  making  this  an  excellent  choice  for  the 
Commemorative  Gold  collector. 

1754  1922  Grant  Memorial  Dollar.  No  Star.  Mint  State  60.  Cleaned,  but 
not  harshly.  A  scarce  Commemorative  Gold  piece  struck  on  the 
100th  anniversary  of  Union  General  (and  later  18th  President) 
Ulysses  S.  Grant's  birth. 

1755  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 

63.  A  few  random  marks  away  from  gem  status.  Natural  light  ton¬ 
ing  adds  to  the  sense  of  originality.  There  were  46,019  Quarter 
Eagle  Commemoratives  sold  to  the  public  and  collectors  at  the 
Sesquicentennial  (150th  anniversary)  of  American  Independence  in 
1926.  The  coin  was  designed  by  John  R.  Sinnock,  who  also  did  the 
Roosevelt  Dime  and  Franklin  Half  Dollar  later  in  his  career. 

1756  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 

63.  Sundown  reddish  orange  toning  and  the  luster  is  fresh,  bright, 
and  glistening.  A  very  choice  specimen. 

1757  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  Mint  State  60.  Struck  to 
commemorate  the  150th  anniversary  of  America's  independence 
from  Great  Britain.  This  issue  sold  well  at  the  time  it  was  issued 
and  is  among  collectors'  favorites  today.

Surfaces  clean 
and  unsullied  by  marks  or  other  typical  defects  and  all  lettering  is 
sharp.  The  Bechtlers  issued  a  number  of  gold  denominations  in  the 
Rutherford  region  of  the  Carolinas.  Their  Gold  Dollar,  of  which  this 
is  a  superb  representative,  was  this  first  gold  piece  of  this  denomi¬ 
nation  struck  in  America,  some  years  before  the  Federal  govern¬ 
ment  began  regular  coinage.

Stamped  value  of  $3.98.  Fineness  .9998  (incredible  purity  for  the 
period!).  With  assay  scales  and  inscription  in  prepared  stamp  on 
front.  Technical  data  filled  in  by  hand  punches  in  prepared  stamp 
below  the  scales.  Very  scarce.  The  Thorne  Mining  and  Refining 
Company,  operated  by  Dan  Thorne,  was  prominent  prior  to  the 
turn  of  the  century  in  the  Eureka  District  of  Arizona.  Stamped  sil¬ 
ver  bars  of  varying  weights  were  apparently  produced  in  quantity, 
for  examples  appear  from  time  to  time  on  the  numismatic  market. 
Four  examples  (serial  #'s  177,  210,  234,  and  242)  were  in  Bowers' 
1982  Clifford  sale.

1761  1849  Pacific  and  Company  $5  trial  in  hard  resin  (?).  About 
Uncirculated  50.  Reverse  (complete)  and  broken  obverse,  both  uni¬ 
face,  of  the  Pacific  and  Company's  $5  denomination  produced  in 
some  amber-brown  substance  resembling  baked  resin  or  plastic 
(although  at  the  time  this  was  probably  issued,  plastics  had  not 
been  invented  yet).  The  obverse  damaged  and  in  pieces;  the  reverse 
undamaged.

PCGS 
graded  Mint  State  62.  Well  struck,  lustrous,  and  free  from  normal 
hairlines.  According  to  Breen-Gillio,  these  usually  come  Very  Fine 
to  About  Uncirculated.  All  stars  have  at  least  one  point  broken;  star 

5  well  away  from  border;  star  6  barely  free  of  upper  loop  of  bun; 
truncation  seems  to  rest  on  first  and  last  stars.  DOLLAR  logotype 
aligned  with  O  of  GOLD;  parts  of  extra  OL.  Small  O's,  unbroken. 
L's  in  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  made  with  I's  with  extra  dot  for  toe.  FO 
too  close.  State  I:  perfect  reverse. 

1763  1859  Octagonal  Liberty  Head  Quarter  Dollar.  BG-702.  Rarity-4. 
Mint  State  60+.  Heavy  pin  scratching  on  reverse  (what  a  shame, 
since  the  coin  is  otherwise  outstanding).  One  of  the  early  Frontier

1764  1867  Round  Liberty  Head  Quarter  Dollar.  BG-825.  Rarity-5. 
Extremely  Fine  40.  Stars  smaller  than  previous  issues  by  Robert  B. 
Gray  &  Company,  and  fields  semi-prooflike  even  on  this  slightly 
circulated  specimen.  An  important  part  of  early  California  coinage 
history. 

1765  1870  BG-921.  Liberty  Head  Octagonal  Half  Dollar.  High  Rarity-6. 
PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  From  the  Lee  Collection. 

Coppery  purple  toning  on  both  sides  and  the  fields  prooflike. 

1766  1853  Liberty  Head  Octagonal  Dollar.  Fine.  Reverse  solder  and 
bend.  Used  as  a  button.  An  inexpensive  "filler." 

1767  Apparently  counterfeit  Gold  Dollar  cupped  and  used  as  a  jewel¬ 
ry  piece.  Only  obverse  is  visible,  no  date.  Sold  "AS  IS."
